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FACULTY  ASSUMES  FINANCIAL  MANAGEMENT  OF  BULLETIN 

With  the  present  issue  the  Faculty  assumes  entire  charge  of  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  Bulletin,  which  has  now  reached  the  mature  age  of  two 
years.  As  is  well  known,  the  credit  for  its  inception  belongs  largely  to 
Dr.  H.  O.  Reik,  who  in  1908  volunteered  to  assume  for  two  years  the  entire 
financial  responsibility  of  publishing  an  official  organ.  We  believe  that  the 
practicability  and  advisability  of  this  plan  has  now  been  fully  demon- 
strated. From  now  on  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Publication  Committee  to 
extend  more  and  more  the  field  of  usefulness  of  the  Bulletin.  Its  growth 
will  be  in  direct  proportion  to  its  advertising  revenue,  and  inasmuch  as 
it  is  the  common  property  of  all  members  of  the  Faculty,  a splendid  oppor- 
tunity is  presented  to  serve  the  Faculty  by  securing  advertisements  for 
the  Bulletin.  The  general  conduct  of  this  important  branch  of  the  Com- 
mittee’s work  is  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  A.  P.  Herring,  whose  energy  and  aggres- 
siveness fit  him  ideally  for  the  task.  In  conclusion,  we  would  again 
emphasize  the  fact  that  the  Faculty,  in  founding  the  Bulletin,  was  not 
inspired  by  any  ambition  to  add  to  the  already  large  number  of  medical 
journals,  using  the  latter  term  in  its  ordinary  sense.  Its  real  function,  which 
we  believe  has  been  made  evident  by  previous  numbers,  is  much  more 
unique,  and  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Faculty  as  an  organization,  probably 
much  more  important.  It  is  to  a further  development  and  extension  of 
this  important  field  of  work  that  the  Publication  Committee  proposes  to 
address  itself  in  the  future. 
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A SUGGESTION  TO  THE  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

There  is  much  food  for  thought  in  the  suggestion  which  has  recently 
lieen  made  in  several  quarters  to  the  effect  that  it  would  be  a wise  plan  for 
the  daily  newspaper  to  include  on  its  staff  a medical  man  whose  special 
function  should  be  to  mould  the  newspaper’s  views  upon  matters  concerning 
the  health  of  the  people,  as  well  as  to  exercise  a general  supervision  of  med- 
ical news.  The  constantly  increasing  importance  of  medical  and  health 
news  and  the  lamentable  frequency  with  which  such  news  is  presented 
in  incorrect  or  grossly  distorted  form,  constitute  two  strong  reasons  for 
the  adoption  of  some  such  plan  as  the  one  suggested  above. 

On  the  whole,  the  newspapers  of  this  country  have  done  a splendid  ser- 
vice in  the  dissemination  of  the  gospel  of  health  among  the  laity.  Especi- 
ally is  this  true  of  the  newspapers  of  Maryland,  which  have  sho^vn  a commend- 
able desire  to  cooperate  with  the  Faculty  in  the  publication  of  “health 
bulletins,”  etc.  There  is  still,  however,  a great  field  — a very  great  field — 
for  improvement,  and  in  no  state  do  the  prospects  seem  to  be  brighter 
than  in  Maryland.  Scarcely  a day  passes  Avithout  the  appearance  of  some 
medical  item  which  by  a few  death-dealing  strokes  of  an  ill-informed  pen 
has  been  reduced  from  the  sublime  to  the  ridiculous,  while  on  the  other 
hand  the  most  decrepit  fakes  are  frequently  bolstered  up,  with  splints 
fashioned  from  the  imagination  of  the  zealous  reporter,  into  a passable 
.semblance  of  real  truth  and  importance.  If  medical  news  is  to  be  published 
at  all — and  this  is  inevitable — why  can  it  not  be  published  correctly? 

It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  newspapers  are  not  always  to  blame  for  these 
inaccuracies,  for  the  medical  man,  “ethically”  bound  as  he  so  frequently 
is  to  policies  of  reticence,  has  ever  been  the  bane  of  the  common  or  garden 
variety  of  rejiorter.  This,  however,  is  only  an  additional  argument  for 
the  institution  of  some  such  plan  as  we  have  suggested.  We  are  not  so 
full  of  ethereal  Utopianism  or  youthful  enthusiasm  as  to  feel  confident  that 
the  newspapers  will  jump  at  such  a proposition  as  soon  as  it  is  made.  We 
believe  that  we  coukl  p edict  .several  objections  that  might  be  offered,  and 
yet  we  firmly  believe  that  no  objection  that  may  be  irged  need  be  con- 
sidered insuperable.  If  the  Faculty’s  Committee  on  Public  Instruction 
can  interest  the  newspapers  of  this  city  in  the  importance  of  th's  matter, 
it  will  have  accomplished  a service  of  no  mean  projiortion,  and  one  of  which 
it  may  well  feel  proud.  May  we  humbly  commend  this  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Committee?

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THE  ST.  LOUIS  MEETING  OF  THE  A.  M.  A. 

The  sixty-first  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  held 
recently  in  St.  Louis,  Avill  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  the  most  pleasing 
and  successful  in  the  annals  of  the  Association.  The  registration  is  stated 
to  have  been  over  4000,  a number  which  has  been  exceeded  only  by  the 
Chicago  and  the  Boston  meetings.  The  scientific  programs  of  the  various 
sections  were  of  exceptional  merit,  while  many  attractive  social  features 
had  been  prepared.  It  is  true  that  the  ambitious  surgical  section  gained 
for  itself  an  unenviable  notoriety  through  the  wicked  “nautch”  dance 
which  was  held  under  its  auspices,  but  a generous  world  seems  to  have  ac- 
cepted the  explanation  that  this  regrettable  occurrence  was  the  result  of 
a misunderstanding — that  the  poor,  unsuspecting  medical  men,  with  a 
beautiful  regard  for  the  traditions  of  their  calling,  had  been  shamefully 
goldbricked. 

A goodly  number  of  Baltimore  physicians  attended  the  meeting  (though 
not  of  course  the  dance.)  The  presidential  address  of  our  distinguished 
fellow-townsman.  Dr.  Welch,  recently  published  in  full  in  the  Journal, 
was  a masterly  resum4  of  the  achievements  of  the  American  Medical  Associ- 
ation The  new  officers  have  already  been  announced  through  the  Jour- 
nal. Especially  gratifying  is  the  reelection  to  the  secretaryship  of  Dr. 
George  H.  Simmons,  even  though  he  himself  expressed  a desire  to  resign 
and  devote  his  energies  to  the  editorship  alone.  It  was  a well-deserved 
tribute.  The  next  meeting  place  will  be  Los  Angeles,  in  the  “land  of  flow- 
ers,” and  the  many  attractions  of  this  faraway  city  will  no  doubt  draw  to 
it  large  numbers  of  physicians  who  every  year  take  advantage  of  the 
annual  meeting  to  secure  a peculiarly  pleasant  and  profitable  form  of  relax- 
ation. 

SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING  TO  BE  HELD  AT  ANNAPOLIS 

As  we  go  to  press,  the  Committee  on  Scientific  Work  and  Arrangements 
announces  that  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Faculty  will  this  year  be 
held  in  Annapolis.  The  dates  of  the  meeting  will  probably  be  September 
14,  15,  and  16.  We  believe  that  no  happier  selection  of  a meeting  place 
could  have  been  made.  It  is  yet  too  early  to  make  any  definite  announce- 
ment of  plans  for  the  programme,  which  will  appear  in  later  issues  of  the 
Bulletin.

Wednesday,  April  27,  1910.  Osier  Hall,  10.30  A.M. 

The  vice-president.  Dr.  Arthur  P.  Herring,  presided.  The  following  program  was 
carried  out: — 

Dr.  Charles  Bagley,  Jr.,  read  a paper  on  “Typhoid  Perforation.”  It  w'as  discussed 
by  Drs.  Gordon  Wilson,  J.  H.  Branham,  Randolph  Winslow,  J.  C.  Bloodgood,  L.  K. 
Hirshberg,  Clotworthy  Birnie,  E.  Novak,  R.  B.  Norment,  A.  F.  Van  Bibber. 

Dr.  E.  Novak’s  paper  on  “A  Rational  Basis  for  the  Study  of  Uterine  Hemorrhage.” 
was  discussed  by  Drs.  J.  H.  Branham  and  T.  S.  Cullen. 

Drs.  Joseph  C.  Bloodgood  and  J.  A.  Chatard  read  a “Report  of  a Case  of  Medi- 
astinal Tumor  arising  from  the  Thymus.” 

Dr.  Laura  E.  Reading  gave  a paper  on  “The  County  Hospital.” 

Dr.  J.  C.  Hemmeter  was  last  on  the  program,  his  subject  being  “Anthropometric 
Studies  of  the  Osseous  Proportions  of  the  Human  Body,  with  a View  to  Obtaining 
a Mathematic  Expression  for  Enteroptcsis.” 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

Wednesday,  April  27,  1910.  Osier  Hall,  3 P.M. 

The  president.  Dr.  G.  M.  Linthicum,  presided  at  the  afternoon  session,  which  was 
a s3Tnposium  on  hookworm  disease.  Prior  to  the  program  Dr.  J.  N.  McCormack  of 
Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  made  an  appeal  for  the  establishment  of  a Federal  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health.  A motion  was  made  by  Dr.  G.  L.  Taneyhill,  Sr.,  seconded  by 
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Dr.  Stokes,  that  the  chair  appoint  a committee  of  twenty-five  to  represent  the  Fac- 
ulty at  the  hearing  of  Senator  Owen’s  Bill  before  the  Senate  Committee.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

The  symposium  followed,  with  an  introduction  by  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Welch.  Dr.  Chas. 
W.  Stiles,  Washington,  D.  C.,  gave  amost  instructive  talk  on  “General Consideration 
of  Hookworm  Disease.”  (Illustrated).  Dr.  W.  S.  Rankin,  Secretary  State  Board  of 
Health,  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  spoke  on  “The  Hookworm  Disease;  its  Frequency,  Distri- 
bution and  Importance  in  North  Carolina.”  Dr.  M.  L.  Price,  Secretary  State  Board 
of  Health,  Md.,  told  of  “The  Climatic,  Soil  and  General  Conditions  in  Maryland 
with  Reference  to  Hookworm  Disease.” 

Dr.  S.  G.  Gant,  N.  Y.,  read  a paper  on  “Indications  for  and  the  Relative  Merits 
of  Appendicostomy,  Appendico-cecostomy,  Cecostomy,  and  Cecostomy  with  a Pro- 
vision for  Irrigating  both  the  Large  and  Small  Intestine.”  This  was  discussed  by 
Drs.  Earle,  Kelly,  Hebb,  Reeder,  and  Shipley. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

Wednesday,  April  27,  1910.  Osier  Hall,  8 P.  M. 

The  annual  oration  on  “The  Importance  of  Thorough  Teaching  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases  of  Childhood  in  the  Medical  Curriculum,”  was  given  by  Dr.  Clemens  F. 
von  Pirquet.  This  was  followed  bj^  the  annual  dinner  at  the  Hotel  Stafford,  9.15  P.M. 

Thursday,  April  28,  1910.  10  A.M. 

Dr.  A.  P.  Herring,  first  vice-president,  presided  and  the  following  program  was 
carried  out ; 

“The  Soy-Bean  as  a Food  in  Diabetes,”  by  Drs.  Julius  Friedenwald  and  J.  Ruhrah. 
This  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Watson  and  Beck. 

Dr.  A.  P.  Herring  gave  an  illustrated  paper  on  “The  Pathology  of  Paresis.” 

Dr.  W.  S.  Gardner  followed  with  “Infections  of  the  Endometrium.” 

The  secretary  then  announced  that  the  House  of  Delegates  had  nominated  for  the 
State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  Drs.  J.  McP.  Scott,  W.  W.  Goldsborough  and  H. 
M.  Fitzhugh.  The  Faculty  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  two  members  of 
the  Board.  A statement  was  made  at  this  point  by  Dr.  George  W.  Dobbin  that  mem- 
beis  of  the  Faculty  had  little  or  no  voice  in  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  Faculty, 
even  though  nominally  they  were  represented  by  the  delegates.  He  inquired  as  to 
the  possibility  of  changing  the  present  methods  of  electing  the  officers.

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Councillors,  Hiram  Woods,  L.  F.  Barker,  G.  Milton  Linthicum,  R.  Lee  Hall;  Delegate 
to  A.  A.,  Ridgely  B.  Warfield,  Alternate,  Randolph  Winslow;  Scientific  Work  and 
Arrangements,  J.  A.  Cliatard,  Arthur  Shipley,  J.  Holmes  Smith,  Jr.;  Library  Com- 
mittee, J.  W.  Williams,  R.  B.  Warfield,  H.  Barton  Jacobs,  Cary  B.  Gamble,  Gordon 
Wilson. 

The  program  was  then  continued.

On  a motion  of  Dr.  Lockwood,  seconded  by  Dr.  Taneyhill,  it  was  decided  to  leave 
all  matters  of  finances  for  the  ensuing  year  to  the  Council,  with  the  power  to  act. 

On  a motion  of  Dr.  Earle,  seconded  by  Dr.  Briscoe,  it  was  decided  that  the  presi- 
dent appoint  three  committees  of  five  (5)  members  each,  to  consider  the  questions 
of  Eugenics  A.nimal  Experimention,  and  the  Medical  Milk  Commission.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Frederick  County  grievance,  in  the  action  of 
the  council  for  the  Smith,  Houston  and  Diggs  case  was  read  by  Dr.  O’Donovan, 
and  after  some  explanations  by  Mr.  James  U.  Dennis,  the  report  with  an  amend- 
ment by  Dr.  A.  C.  Harrison  was  adopted.  This  report  as  amended  reads: —

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By  Laws,  be  so  amended  that  the  Council,  if  it  deems  the  defense  of  physicians  to 
be  valid,  may  intervene  or  assist  in  the  defense  of  these  cases,  and  not  necessarily 
assume  entire  charge  of  the  defense. 

A letter  from  Dr.  H.  O.  Marcy  was  then  read  on  the  question  of  the  subscription 
to  the  Davis  Memorial.  It  was  unanimously  decided  that  owing  to  lack  of  funds, 
the  Faculty  would  be  unable  to  subscribe. 

Dr.  Gardner  read  the  report  of  the  special  committee,  consisting  of  Dr.  William 
H.  Welch,  Dr.  W.  S.  Thayer,  Dr.  W.  S.  Gardner,  which  owing  to  legal  considerations, 
recommended  that  the  House  of  Delegates  rescind  the  action  made  on  December 
16,  1909,  in  regard  to  the  foundation  of  the  Home  for  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Members.  After  hearing  a discussion  by  Dr.  Cordell,  the  report  was  adopted  on  a 
motion  of  Dr.  Deets,  seconded  by  Dr.  Kelly. 

A motion  to  rescind  the  action  of  the  House  of  Delegates  above  mentioned,  made 
by  Dr.  Griffith,  seconded  by  Dr.  Gardner,  was  unanimously  carried.

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INEXCUSABLE  NEGLECT  OF  ANTI-NARCOTIC  LAWS 

It  is  a subject  for  regret  that  the  physicians  of  Maryland  have  appeared  so  slow  in 
realizing  that  there  is  an  anti-narcotic  law  effective  in  this  State. 

A casual  survey  of  the  prescription  file  of  any  drug  store  will  indicate  very  plainly 
that  the  majority  of  physicians  are  in  total  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  they  are  continu- 
ally violating  law,  and  that  the  druggists  are  receiving  and  illegally  filling  their 
prescriptions. 

The  law  passed  by  the  Maryland  Legislature  and  effective  June  1,  190C,  distinctly 
provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner  of  medicine,  dentistry  or  vet- 
erinary medicine  to  prescribe  for  the  use  of  any  habitual  user  of  the  same  any  cocaine, 
heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  opium,  morphine,  chloral  hydrate,  or  any  salt  or  com- 
pound of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances;  or  any  preparation  or  compound  containing 
any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or  compounds.  “Provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  b©  construed  to  prevent  any  law- 
fullj^  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine  from  furnishing  or  prescribing  in  good  faith 
for  the  use  of  any  habitual  user  of  narcotic  drugs  who  is  under  his  professional  care 
such  substances  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  treatment,  when  such  prescriptions 
are  not  given  or  substances  furnished  for  the  pui'poses  of  evading  the  provisions  of 
this  act.’’ 

An  important  provision  of  the  law  which  is  very  generally  violated  is  that  requiring 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed  and  the  date  upon  each  prescription  con- 
taining any  of  the  drugs  above  specified.  All  narcotic  prescriptions  “shall  be  per- 
manently retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  dispense  them, 
and  they  cannot  be  again  compounded  or  dispensed  except  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  original  prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  compounding  or  dispensing. 
No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  written  order  or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  delivered 
to  any  person,  but  the  original  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  prescriber 
and  properly  authorized  officers  of  the  law.’’ 

It  is  very  evident,  therefore,  that  an  order  by  telephone  for  the  refilling  of  a pre- 
scription is  in  direct  violation  of  tne  law. 

Many  physicians,  in  apparent  ignorance  of  these  provisions,  write  their  prescrip- 
tions containing  habit-forming  drugs  without  complying  with  the  law  and  fail  to  write 
the  date  and  name  of  the  patient  upon  them.  In  many  instances  they  go  even  fur- 
ther, for  it  is  not  uncommon  for  them  to  tell  their  patients  to  go  to  the  drug  store  and 
get  a narcotic  prescription  refilled,  without  realizing  the  necessity  of  giving  them  a 
written  order  for  such  repetition.  Those  druggists  who  are  inclined  to  obey  the 
law  are  frequently  embarrassed  and  lose  patronage  both  through  the  ignorance  of 
the  physicians  and  as  a result  of  a reputation  they  gain  tor  being  disobliging  to  their 
customers. 

It  seems  that  nothing  short  of  an  indictment  against  a physician  and  druggist  will 
attract  sufficient  attention  to  make  physicians  cooperate  with  pha7'macists  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  anti-narcotic  law.  It  would  certainly  be  humiliating  to  a repTita- 
ble  physician  to  be  arrested  and  fined  for  the  violation  of  a law,  and  yet  many 
leading  men  of  our  profession  in  Maryland  are  laying  themselves  open  to  such  a 
penalty. 

It  is  only  by  the  cooperation  of  all  persons  who  have  to  do  with  the  handling  of 
habit-forming  drugs  that  this  Maryland  anti-narcotic  law  and  the  ordinance  known 
as  the  Swan  law  can  be  adequately  enforced.  As  physicians  are  in  a much  better 
position  to  realize  the  disastrous  results  of  the  unrestricted  sale  of  these  drugs  than 
others  they  should  not  only  take  the  lead  in  calling  the  attention  of  others  to  the  dan- 
gers but  should  themselves  comply  with  the  regulations.  W.  E.  M. 
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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Duodenal  Ulcer.  By  B.  G.  A.  Moynihan,  (London)  F.R.C.S.,  Senior  Assistant 

Surgeon  at  Leeds  General  Infirmary,  England.  Octavo  of  379  pages,  illustrated. 
W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  Philadelphia  and  London,  1910.  Cloth  $4.00  net; 
Half  Morrocco,  .$5.50  net. 

This  monograph,  although  the  work  of  a surgeon,  will  fulfill  its  purpose  best  if 
it  finds  its  way  onto  the  bookshelves  of  the  physician.  How  many  physicians  have 
treated  patients  for  months  and  years  for  hyperchloridria  or  acid  dyspepsia?  And 
how  many  catastrophies,  to  say  nothing  of  the  suffering  entailed,  have  occurred  as 
a result  of  this  procrastination.  “Recurrent  severe  hyperchloridria  is  duodenal 
ulcer,”  says  the  author  on  page  112.  Continuing  he  says:  “The  symptoms  of  which 
the  patient  makes  complaint  are  ascribed  to  hyperacidity;  but  it  is  e.xtremely  inter- 
esting to  know  that  it  is  usual  for  the  gastric  juice  in  such  causes  to  contain  less  HCl 
than  the  normal.”  And  it  is. 

However,  the  surgeon  too  might  well  profit  by  Mr.  Moynihan’s  remarkable  experi- 
ence in  the  treatment  of  duodenal  ulcer.  The  operative  measures  necessary  for  any 
and  all  conditions  are  carefully  and  clearly  described  and  illustrated. 

The  jmthology  of  the  disease  is  likewise  well  handled,  but  the  position  in  the  book 
of  the  chapter  devoted  to  this  subject  should  have  been,  we  think.  No.  I or  II,  rather 
than  No.  X.  A clear  understanding  of  the  conditions  to  be  relieved  must  of  necessity 
always  precede  both  the  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

The  last  112  pages  of  the  book  are  devoted  to  “a  detailed  statement  of  all  cases 
operated  upon  to  the  end  of  1908;  with  an  analysis  and  summary.”  This  is  a most 
valuable  addition  and  deserves  careful  perusal. 

Pulmonary  Tuhercvlosis  and  Its  Complications:  With  Special  Reference  to  Diag- 
nosis and  Treatment  for  General  Practitioners  and  Students.  By  Sherman  G. 
Bonney,  .\.M.,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Medicine,  Denver  and  Gross  College  of  Med- 
icine, Medical  Department  of  the  L'niversity  of  Denver,  etc.  Second  Edition, 
thoroughly  revised.  With  243  original  illustrations,  including  31  in  colors  ami  73 
X-Ray  Photographs:  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  Philadelphia  and  London,  1910. 
The  second  edition  of  this  most  valuable  book,  comprising  9.55  pages,  brings  our 
knowledge  of  this  all-absorbing  disease  thoroughly  up  to  date.  Much  newmaterial  has 
been  included;  there  has  been  a thorough  supervision  and  five  new  chapters  have 
been  added.  To  the  large  number  of  illustrations  in  the  first  edition  there  have  been 
added  forty  additional  illustrations  in  the  text,  together  with  eleven  insert  plates, 
nine  of  which  are  colored.  These  enhance  the  value  of  the  volume  to  the  student 
and  practitioner.  The  e.xcellent  skiagraphs  show  the  great  value  of  the  X-Ray 
method  of  diagnosis  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  when  placed  in  the  hands  of  competent 
observers. 

The  various  methods  of  using  tuberculin  for  diagnostic  purposes  are  thoroughly 
treated.  Bonner  has  had  no  untoward  results  from  the  Wolff-Eisner  or  Calmette 
Ophthalmo-tuberculin  method,  but  holds  that  the  test  should  not  be  employed  indis- 
criminately. 

There  are  excellent  chapters  on  the  Theories  of  Immunity  and  on  The  Use  of  Tuber- 
culin and  Bacterial  Vaccines.  Wright’s  “opsonic  index”  as  a guide  as  to  when  to 
use  the  tuberculin  injections  is  thoroughly  discussed.  All  important  contribution.s 
to  the  last  International  Congress  on  Tuberculosis  held  at  Washington  have  been 
incorporated.  Both  practitioners  and  students  will  find  this  volume  of  inestimable 
value  to  them  in  any  phase  of  the  disease  on  which  they  desire  information.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  CARNEGIE  FOUNDATION  ON  MEDI- 
CAL EDUCATION. 

Much  interest  and  not  a little  discussion  has  been  excited  by  the  Report 
on  Medical  Education  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  issued  by  the  Car- 
negie Foundation  for  the  Advancenaent  of  Teaching  (Bjlletin  4).  The 
326  pages  of  the  report  comprise  a careful  and  thorough  study  of  the  medi- 
cal schools  of  this  country,  and  too  much  credit  cannot  be  bestowed  upon 
the  author  for  the  immense  amount  of  well-directed  and  painstaking  labor 
represented  in  this,  perha^rs  the  most  complete  study  as  yet  made  of  the 
status  of  medical  education  in  this  countrJ^  After  an  introduction  by 
President  Pritchett,  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  Part  I of  the  report  is 
opened  by  an  interesting  sketch  of  the  history  of  medical  education,  after 
which  the  various  phases  of  the  subject  are  considered  in  logical  sequence. 
Part  II  is  devoted  to  a presentation  of  the  facts  concerning  medical  educa- 
tion in  each  state,  the  individual  medical  colleges  being  taken  up  in  brief 
but  pointed  detail. 

To  repeat,  only  the  most  favorable  criticism  can  be  bestowed  upon  the 
author  for  the  wealth  of  detailed  information  which  he  has  thus  brought 
together.  Alost  of  the  conclusions  which  he  deduces  from  his  study  will 
also  appeal  to  fair-minded  persons  as  logical  and  incontrovertible.  At  the 
same  time,  we  can  appreciate  why  some  might  be  inclined  to  question  the 
entire  soundness  of  all  of  Mr.  Flexner’s  reasoning.  His  principal  theme 
is  that  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  medical  education  lie's  in  the  elimina- 
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tion  of  the  unendowed  medical  school — that,  in  other  words,  the  medical 
school  of  the  future  can  exist  only  as  an  integral  part,  as  the  medical  depart- 
ment, of  the  university.  He  is  very  frank,  one  might  almost  say  brutally 
frank,  in  his  criticisms  of  most  of  the  existing  proprietary  schools,  and  it  is 
in  this  respect  that  his  report  has  created  the  greatest  antagonism.  We 
do  not  believe  that  this  antagonism  is  in  all  instances  mercenary.  No  one 
can  deny  that  there  are  still  a large  number  of  absolutely  worthless  and 
disreputable  medical  colleges  in  this  country.  Baltimore  is  not  free  from 
them.  The  sooner  they  can  be  made  to  close  their  doors  the  better  for 
everybody. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  believe  that  it  is  true  that  a fair  number  of  unen- 
dowed schools  are  doing  an  honest  and  effective  work  in  the  education  of 
medical  men,  and  have  toed  the  mark  with  every  one  of  the  rapid  succes- 
sion of  advances  which  recent  years  have  brought  in  medical  education. 
Nor  do  they  seem  to  have  reached  the  end  of  their  rope.  It  would  seem 
that  for  the  present  much  better  results  could  be  accomplished  by  deter- 
mined and  vigorous  efforts  to  wipe  out  the  numerous  institutions  which 
are  notoriously  inefficient  rather  than  by  nagging  at  those  schools  which, 
in  spite  of  lack  of  endowment,  have  kept  pace  with  the  progress  of  medical 
education.  It  is  possible  that  the  proprietary  school  is  doomed  to  extinc- 
tion, but  certainly  not  in  the  very  near  future.  After  lopping  off  those 
schools  which  are  unmitigatedly  bad — and  this  in  itself  may  not  be  such  an 
ea.sy  task — the  problem  of  reform  will  resolve  itself  into  one  of  survival  of 
the  fittest.  The  object  of  the  reformer  should  be  to  place  entrance  require- 
ments on  a high  but  sane  plane,  and  if  it  be  found  that  the  medical  school 
which  is  not  part  of  a university  can  still  exist  at  this  high  altitude,  he 
should  not  feel  sick  at  heart.  In  other  words,  his  object  should  be  a proper 
raising  of  medical  standards,  rather  than  the  extermination  of  any  par- 
ticular type  of  medical  school.  Even  at  the  present  time  there  is  perhaps 
no  profession  which  exacts  higher  qualifications  from  those  who  would 
join  its  ranks  than  that  of  medicine.  Within  recent  years  the  standards 
have  been  pushed  .steadily  higher  and  higher,  but  just  where  or  when  the 
pendulum  will  finally  come  to  rest  no  one  can  say. 

Whatever  else  maj'  be  said  of  Mr.  Flexner’s  report,  it  certainly  does  not 
leave  the  reader  with  any  deep-seated  conviction  of  impartiality.  That  he 
is  prejudiced  against  the  unendowed  school  is  glaringly  evident  through- 
out every  page.  His  principal  objection  to  schools  of  this  class  lies  in  the 
fact  that  they  are  conducted  as  business  enterprises.  We  do  not  believe 
that  the  faculties  of  the  better  class  of  proprietary  schools  have  been  led  into 
the  work  by  money-making  propensities.  Even  though  these  colleges  are 
in  a sen.se  Inisiness  enterprises,  this  should  not  stamp  them  as  entirely 
unworthy  of  consideration,  for  all  business  men  are  not  rascals.  Is  it 
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not  to  the  interest  of  the  schools,  especially  in  these  days  of  publicity,  to 
improve  their  facilities  and  advantages  in  every  possible  way?  It  may  be 
urged  that  such  considerations  as  this  have  proved  woefully  inadequate, 
for  there  are  still  many  scandalously  mercenary  institutions  in  this  coun- 
try. But  why  is  this?.  Is  it  not  because  of  the  lamentable  inadequacy  of 
the  medical  practice  laws  in  most  of  the  states?  No  better  example  could 
be  offered  than  that  of  our  own  state.  The  logical  remedy,  it  seems  to  us, 
lies  not  in  the  wholesale  wiping  out  of  the  unendowed  school,  but  in  increas- 
ing the  powers  and  efficiency  of  the  regulating  boards,  or  preferably,  per- 
haps, of  securing  some  system  of  national  regulation  and  control.  Let  there 
be  plenty  of  publicity  and  better  regulation,  and  the  rest  of  the  prolilem  is 
quite  apt  to  take  caie  of  itself. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  better  class  of  unendowed  school  has 
contributed  much  to  the  progress  of  medical  education,  though  this  is  not 
emphasized  in  the  Carnegie  Report.  Such  schools  as  Jefferson  and  Belle- 
vue were  among  the  first  to  offer  adequate  clinical  instruction  to  their 
students,  and  even  now  the  leading  unendo-wed  schools  would  have  little 
to  fear  from  a comparison  in  this  important  respect  with  the  university 
schools  which  by  virtue  of  their  endowment  have  won  Mr.  Flexner’s  favor. 

The  plan  of  reconstruction  which  is  outlined  in  the  report  is  based  upon 
the  university  idea,  which,  as  we  have  already  said,  is  Mr.  Flexner’s  basic 
theme.  It  is,  as  he  himself  states,  entirely  theoretical,  and  the  question 
may  again  be  asked  whether  it  offers  the  only  possible  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culty. Like  a problem  in  algebra  or  an  operation  in  surgery,  it  may  be  that 
there  is  more  than  one  good  method  which  may  be  employed. 

In  expressing  these  sentiments,  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  we  are  antag- 
onistic to  the  general  purpose  of  this  report,  or  that,  as  was  stated  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  National  Educational  Society,  we  look  upon  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  as  the  “greatest  educational  monopoly  of  modern 
times.”  On  the  other  hand,  we  believe  that  this  poweiful  force,  backing 
up  as  it  does  the  American  Medical  Association  in  its  efforts  to  raise  the 
standards  of  medical  education,  will  be  productive  of  a world  of  good. 
But  in  a question  so  broad  as  this  there  is  ample  room  for  an  honest  diffei- 
ence  of  opinion,  and  we  believe  that  able  thinkers  will  be  found  on  both 
sides  of  the  question.  Every  medical  man  should  interest  himself  in  a 
matter  which  so  vitally  concerns  the  welfare  of  his  profession,  and  we  shall 
gladly  open  our  columns  to  all  members  of  the  Faculty  who  might  wish  to 
discuss  the  subject. 

While  we  have  limited  our  discussion  principally  to  the  proprietary  school 
question,  the  report  includes  a consideration  of  many  other  important 
topics  relating  to  medical  education,  the  chapter  on  Medical  Sects  being 
especially  valuable.  In  no  part  of  the  report  are  words  minced  in  the  ci'iti- 
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cisins  of  defective  conditions,  and  it  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  deep 
offense  has  been  taken  by  certain  of  the  low-grade  schools  which  could  not 
stand  the  blinding  glare  of  the  searchlight  turned  upon  them  by  the  report. 
One  of  the  St.  Louis  diploma  mills,  for  instance,  has  brought  suit  against 
the  author  of  the  report  and  the  editor  of  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  for  heavy  damages,  although  it  is  quite  certain  that 
nothing  will  come  of  the  suit.  Such  institutions  as  this  have  little  right  to 
look  for  sympathy,  either  legal  or  otherwise. 

To  sum  up,  then,  we  feel  that  this  report  is  a most  valuable  contribution 
to  the  live  subject  of  medical  education.  The  only  regret,  from  our  humble 
point  of  view,  is  the  insistence  with  which  the  author  pushes  his  cardinal 
theme  concerning  the  superfluousness  of  the  unendowed  medical  school — 
an  insistence  so  stiong  as  to  make  one  think  that  the  proposed  plan  of 
leconstiuction  is  a premise  rather  than  a conclusion  anived  at  from  the 
author’s  study.  He  may  be  right,  but  if  his  ideas  ever  mateiialize,  it  will 
be  only  after  a process  of  gradual  evolution  and  not  by  any  violent  or  revo- 
lutionary reconstruction. 

DATES  FOR  THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING  CHANGED. 

In  the  J uly  Bulletin  it  was  announced  that  the  semi-annual  meeting  of 
the  Faculty  would  be  held  at  Annapolis,  probably  on  September  14,  15  and 
16.  After  conferring  with  the  Annapolis  committee  in  charge  of  the  meet- 
ing, however,  the  Committee  on  Scientific  Work  and  Arrangements  an- 
nounces that  the  meeting  will  be  held  uo  September  12, 13,  and  14  instead. 
So  please  bear  in  mind  the  new  dates. 

The  Anne  Arundel  County  Medical  Society,  with  characteristic  enter- 
prise, has  already  selected  a committee  to  arrange  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  Faculty  in  the  state  capitol.  As  regards  the  scientific  programme, 
no  definite  plans  have  as  yet  been  made,  with  the  exception  of  a joint  meet- 
ing with  the  Maryland  Psychiatric  Society  on  the  thirteenth  or  fourteenth, 
and  a series  of  reports  from  the  department  heads  of  the  reorganized  State 
Board  of  Health  on  one  of  the  days  of  the  meeting.  Those  who  wish  to 
read  papers  should  send  in  their  titles  as  soon  as  possible  to  Dr.  Chatard, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Scientific  Work  and  Arrangement. 

From  a social  standpoint,  the  tentative  plans  already  made  indicate  that 
the  meeting  will  be  a memorable  one.  Such  things  as  crab  and  oyster 
suppers,  dancing,  sailing  parties,  etc.,  should  “sound  good”  to  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Faculty.  The  general  headquarters  will  beat  Carvel  Hall,  where 
special  rates  will  be  procured.  The  full  programme  will  be  announced  in 
the  September  issue  of  the  Bulletin. 
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The  table  which  follows  shows  the  condition  of  the  component  societies  and  the 
number  of  members.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  total 
membership,  and  that  723  members  paid  in  advance,  and  so  are  eligible  for  Physi- 
cian’s Defense  against  alleged  malpractice  suits.  Twelve  (12)  members  have  been 
transferred  from  one  society  to  another.  There  are  71  new  members,  39  have  died, 
resigned  or  removed,  and  45  have  been  dropped  for  nonpayment  of  dues.  Taken  all 
in  all,  the  Faculty  is  in  better  condition  from  a standpoint  of  membership  and  active 
interest  than  ever  before.  We  also  have  increased  our  Library  facilities,  and  own 
more  property  than  at  any  time  in  its  history,

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLICATION  COMMITTEE 

April  26,  1910 

The  Publication  Committee  begs  to  submit  the  following  report: 

During  its  second  year,  as  during  its  first,  the  Publication  Committee  has  been 
concerned  only  with  the  editorial  management  of  the  Bulletin,  the  financial  matters 
being  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  H.  0.  Reik.  The  editorial  work  has  presented  no  note- 
worthy difficulties,  the  greatest  problem  being  the  adaptation  of  the  large  amount 
of  material  to  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  space  at  our  disposal.  From  now 
on,  however,  the  Faculty  will  assume  the  active  business  management  of  the  Bulletin, 
and  in  this  connection  I am  authorized  by  Dr.  Reik  to  state  that  even  with  the 
present  limited  advertising  revenue,  the  income  is  sufficient  to  maintain  a twelve-page 
monthly  publication  of  the  character  now  being  issued. 

The  future  growth  and  development  of  the  Bulletin  depend  solely  upon  the  growth 
and  development  of  its  advertising  pages,  this  problem  therefore  assuming  a position 
of  prime  importance.  No  systematic  effort  has  been  made  by  Dr.  Reik  during  the 
past  two  years  to  increase  the  advertisements,  and  hence  it  would  seem  that  the 
future  work  of  the  Publication  Committee  should  be  especially  along  these  lines. 

Not  only  has  the  Bulletin  been  self-sustaining,  but  it  has  actually  been  a money- 
saver  for  the  Faculty.  In  the  first  place,  $500  annually  is  saved  to  the  treasury 
through  not  having  to  pay  for  the  publication  of  the  transactions,  according  to  the 
old  plan.  In  the  second  place,  the  Bulletin  has  during  the  past  year  donated  to 
the  library  42  books  which  had  been  submitted  to  it  for  review,  and  many  of  which 
it  would  have  been  necessary  for  the  Faculty  to  pui  chase.  The  cash  value  of  these 
books  is  estimated  at  nearly  $200.  The  complete  list  is  as  follows:

The  total  saving  to  the  Faculty  during  the  year,  therefore,  may  fairly  be  reckoned 
at  about  S700. 

In  conclusion,  now  that  the  practicability  and  actual  advantages  of  the  Bulletin 
have  been  thoioughly  demonstrated,  we  would  again  urge  that  the  committee  of 
next  year  select  as  its  special  field  of  work — its  “arbeit”,  so  to  speak^ — the  develop- 
ment of  the  advertising  columns,  a line  of  endeavor  lich  in  possibilities  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  field  of  usefulness  of  the  official  organ.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

Your  Committee  has  the  honor  to  report  that  the  most  important  event  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Library,  as  well  as  the  entire  Faculty,  is  the  occupation  of  its  new  home. 
Here  the  quarters  are  commodious,  and  every  necessary  convenience  is  provided  for 
the  conduct  of  a well  organized  Medical  Library. 

The  Librarian’s  report  shows  the  number  of  readers  and  borrowers  for  the  past 
year,  and  it  is  somewhat  disappointing  that  more  estensive  use  has  not  been  made  of 
the  Library.  This  is  attributable  partly  to  the  fact  that  it  was  closed  for  ten  weeks 
pending  removal,  partly  that  many  of  our  members  have  not  become  accustomed  to 
the  new  location,  but  more  particularly  that  we  were  able  to  purchase  comparatively 
few  new  books,  for  the  reason  that  the  funds  usually  available  for  this  purpose  were 
used  to  defray  the  expense  of  refurnishing  the  Frick  reading  room. 

With  the  coming  year,  however,  the  purchase  of  books  will  go  on  as  usual.  The  Com- 
mittee desires  the  cooperation  of  those  who  use  the  Library,  and  will  welcome  sug- 
gestions concerning  the  books  desired.  Cards  for  this  purpose  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Librarian,  which,  when  properly  filled  out,  will  be  carefully  considered,  and  the 
books  purchased  as  far  as  the  means  available  will  permit.  Such  cooperation  will 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Library;  for,  while  the  members  of  the  Committee 
attempt  to  procure  the  most  desirable  books,  it  is  naturally  impossible  for  them 
to  make  a discriminating  choice  in  many  of  the  specialties. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  generous  contributors  to  the  Frick  Fund  and 
to  the  members  of  the  Book  and  Journal  Club  for  the  continued  interest  in  the  Library, 
as  without  their  aid  its  work  would  be  greatly  hampered.  Last  year  Dr.  J.  A.  Chatard 
became  treasurer  of  the  latter  organization,  and  we  feel  that  it  is  in  great  part  owing 
to  his  efficient  and  energetic  administration  that  a number  of  new  members  have 
been  obtained,  and  not  a few  former  members  have  been  induced  to  renew  their  sub- 
scriptions. 

We  are  obliged  to  call  your  attention  to  the  urgent  need  for  the  immediate  erection 
of  a second  tier  of  stacks  in  the  stack  room.  Owing  to  lack  of  funds  when  erecting  the 
building,  only  sufficient  shelving  was  provided  to  care  for  the  books  in  our  possession. 
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This  is  already  occupied  and  will  not  be  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  books  and 
journals  for  the  coming  year,  so  that  some  of  them  will  have  to  be  placed  on  the  floor. 
Moreover,  we  know  of  several  valuable  collections  of  books  that  will  be  placed  at  our 
disposal,  as  soon  as  we  can  care  for  them  properly.  This  will  entail  an  expense  of 
.S‘2,100,  and  wo  urgently  recommend  that  means  be  devised  to  meet  it  immediately. 

We  have  to  report  that  we  have  taken  over  the  Exchange  of  the  Association  of 
.American  Medical  Libraries.  This  is  housed  in  the  basement,  and  as  the  Association 
defrays  the  salarj"  of  the  assistant  in  charge,  it  costs  us  nothing  and  at  the  same  time 
greatly  increases  the  usefulness  and  importance  of  the  Library. 

In  view  of  its  heayy  traffic  and  rough  pavement.  Cathedral  Street  is  very  noisy, 
and,  during  t he  four  or  five  months  of  the  year  when  the  windows  must  be  open,  the 
quiet  is  lacking  which  is  so  desirable  for  the  reading  room.  We  therefore  suggest  that 
steps  be  taken,  in  cooperation  with  the  authorities  of  the  Bryn  Mawr  School,  the  Pub- 
lic School  adjoining  us,  and  the  Heptasophs’  Hall,  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Board 
of  Estimates  and  request  the  city  to  replace  the  Belgian  blocks  by  a noiseless  pave- 
ment in  the  block  betw-een  Biddle  and  Preston  Sts. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  our  obligations  to  the  Librarian  and  her  assis- 
tants for  most  intelligent  cooperation  in  every  way,  and  especially  for  their  effective 
services  in  moving  the  Library  and  installing  it  in  its  new  quarters.

LTBRARIAN’S  REPORT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Library  Committee: 

The  year  1909  will,  I am  sure,  always  be  remembered  in  Faculty  annals,  because  of 
the  removal  of  the  Library  to  a suitable  fire-proof  house.  This  removal  necessitated 
closing  absolutely  for  two  months,  from  March  15th  to  May  17th,  and  only  communi- 
cations by  mail  were  regarded, 

While  the  actual  work  of  moving  occupied  but  four  weeks,  the  extra  time  was 
required  for  refurnishing  and  for  preparation  for  the  Dedication,  which  took  place 
May  13th-15th.  This  event  was  fully  reported  in  the  “Bulletin”  for  May  and  June. 

New  Library  rules  were  adopted,  and  the  time  of  the  assistants  so  arranged  that 
some  one  would  always  be  in  charge  during  Library  hours. 

In  July  the  Exchange  of  the  Medical  Library  Association  was  brought  back  under 
our  care  and  a special  assistant  employed.  The  expenses  of  the  Exchange  are  met 
by  the  Association  and  the  use  of  storage  room  in  our  basement  is  given  them  for  the 
work. 

Working  conditions  in  the  library  are  much  facilitated  by  the  separate  rooms  provi- 
ded for  the  different  branches  of  the  work.  The  card  catalogue  has  been  kept  up 
to  date,  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  readers  placed  in  the  periodical  room.  Dr. 
H.  H.  Young  presented  the  table  on  which  the  catalogue  cabinet  stands,  and  Dr.  E. 
N.  Brush  gave  the  desk  in  the  Librarian’s  office,  A duplication  of  the  card  catalogue 
outfit  is  needed  at  once. 

There  have  been  1282  books  borrowed  for  home  use  and  3,205  readers  have  made  use 
of  books  in  the  reading  room. 

Several  hundred  books  wore  sorted  out  from  among  the  donations  of  the  past  two 
years  and  added  to  the  Library;  but  the  new  accessions  for  the  year  number  469  books 
and  212  bound  journals.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

Medical  Electricity  and  Roentgen  Rays.  By  Sinclair  Tousey,  M.  D,,  Consulting 
Surgeon  to  St.  Bartholomew’s  Clinic,  New  York  City.  Cloth,  $7.00  net;  Half 
Morocco,  $8.50  net.  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  Philadelphia  and  London. 

This  book  treats  of  the  application  of  electricity  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  disease.  After  a few  general  considerations  concerning  the  history,  nature  and 
varieties  of  electricity,  the  author  begins  with  a consideration  of  static  electricity. 
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Twenty-five  pages  are  devoted  to  a study  of  the  mode  of  production,  physiological 
effects  and  therapeutic  applications  of  static  electricity.  The  static  machine  is  ex- 
plained in  detail,  with  methods  of  application,  dosage  and  therapeutic  indications. 

Dynamic  electricity  or  electricity  in  motion  is  next  taken  up.  One  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  pages  being  devoted  to  its  consideration:  the  nature,  sources,  measure- 
ments and  effects  of  dynamic  electricity  are  considered  in  detail.  This  includes  a 
study  of  the  Voltaic  or  Galvanic  cell : storage  batteries,  induction  coils,  the  dynamo, 
the  alternating  electric  light  current,  rheostats,  etc.  In  this  chapter  one  finds  a 
fund  of  reliable,  up-to-date  information  which  should  be  read  and  digested  by  all 
who  use  electro-therapeutics  in  their  practice. 

The  next  few  chapters  take  up  in  order  the  physiological  effect  of  electricity, 
electropathology,  electrodiagnosis,  electrolysis,  and  electromagnets.  Seventy-four 
pages  are  devoted  to  a consideration  of  the  effects  of  electricity  upon  the  nervous 
system  in  health  and  disease,  and  its  use  and  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  nervous 
diseases.  This  chapter  gives  a review  of  our  knowledge  upon  the  subject  in  a system- 
atic and  readable  manner. 

The  remainder  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  a consideration  of  the  X-ray,  high  fre- 
quency currents,  photo-therapy,  and  radium.  Only  thirty-three  pages  are  devoted 
to  a consideration  of  high-frequency  currents,  but  in  those  few  pages,  claims  are  made 
(not  always  by  the  author)  that  a great  variety  of  diseases  may  be  greatly  benefited 
and  many  times  cured.  This  list  includes  almost  every  chronic  disease  from  chil- 
blains to  brain  tumor,  including  a few  such  ailments  as  diabetes,  locomotor  ataxia, 
paralysis  agitans,  etc.  Genito-Urinary  specialists  should  notice  that  at  last  there  has 
been  found  a cure  for  gonorrhoea,  viz ; wrapping  the  penis  in  moist  absorbent  cotton 
over  which  is  a sheet  of  zinc  connected  to  the  high  frequency  current.  This  method 
recommends  itself  for  its  simplicity,  if  nothing  more. 

To  one  who  has  had  little  experience  with  high  frequency  currents  but  considerable 
experience  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  these  claims  seem  extravagant,  to  say  the  least. 
The  best  part  of  the  book  has  been  reserved  for  the  last  consideration,  viz : the  X-Ray. 

The  consideration  of  the  X-Ray  comprises  about  two-thirds  of  the  whole  book.  It 
begins  with  a consideration  of  the  nature  and  properties  of  the  X-Ray  and  ways  of 
producing  it.  The  various  types  of  X-Ray  tubes  are  explained  and  the  sources  of 
the  current  are  considered,  e.g.,  street  current,  storage  battery  or  Cell.  The  several 
types  of  apparatus  used  to  change  primary  current  to  the  high  potential  current  nec- 
essary to  produce  X-Rays  and  viz.  the  induction  coil,  transformer,  or  static  machine 
are  explained  in  detail.  The  principles  and  practical  details  of  fluoroscopy  and  radio- 
graphy are  considered  first  in  a general  way  and  then  applied  to  special  parts  of  the 
body.  This  part  of  the  book  is  especially  valuable  to  the  practical  worker  with  the 
X-Ray.  The  technique  described  would  indicate  that  the  author  is  a very  careful 
and  painstaking  worker. 

The  greater  part  of  the  work  has  apparently  been  done  with  an  induction  coil, 
and  hence  is  not  characterized  by  the  speed  which  is  possible  with  a Snook  transformer. 
Exposures  of  1 to  3 minutes  seem  long  to  one  accustomed  to  making  exposures  of  1 to 
20  seconds. 

Roentgeno-therapy  is  considered  at  length.  The  literature  has  been  carefully 
searched  and  the  experiences  of  well-known  X-Ray  workers,  as  well  as  the  author’s 
own  experiences,  are  given. 

The  author  treats  the  subject  of  Roentgeno-therapy  very  conservatively.  Such 
conditions  as  eczema,  superficial  epithelioma,  the  tineas,  psorias  is  and  keloids,  can  be 
cured  or  greatly  benefitted.  Carcinoma  and  sarcoma  can  be  retarded  and  occasion- 
ally a cure  is  reported.  Temporary  benefits  have  followed  the  use  of  the  X-Ray  in

leukaemia  and  Hodgkin’s  disease  and  excellent  results  are  reported  by  the  reliable 
observer  in  the  treatment  of  tubercular  glands.  Altogether  this  book  will  prove  a 
very  valuable  addition  to  our  libraries. 

Surgical  After-Treatment.  A Alanual  of  the  Conduct  of  Surgical  Convalescence 
By  L.  R.  G.  Crandon,  A.M.,  M.D.,  Assistant  in  Surgery  at  Harvard  Medical 
School;  Assistant  Visiting  Surgeon  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital;  Consulting 
Surgeon,  Frost  General  Hospital.  With  265  Original  Illustrations.  W.  B. 
Saunders  Company,  Philadelphia  and  London,  1910. 

The  author  says  that  the  suggestions  for  after-treatment  of  surgical  cases  are  writ- 
ten for  two  classes  of  practitioners:  house  surgeons  in  hospitals,  and  general  practi- 
tioners in  communities  which  are  not  surgical  centers.  He  goes  on  to  say  that  when 
the  metropolitan  surgeon  operates  in  the  smaller  towns,  he  leaves  the  case  after  opera- 
tion in  the  hands  of  his  consultant,  who  may  not  be  a man  of  recent  hospital  experi- 
ence. For  such  a man  a.manual  of  elastic  but  detailed  directions  should  be  of  value. 

The  book  is  divided  into  two  parts,  containing  .53  chapters.  In  part  I there  are  39 
chapters  which  consider  the  general  subjects  of  a'ter-treatment,  arranged  in  excellent 
order. 

In  part  II  there  are  14  chapters  which  take  up  the  postoperative  treatment  of  the 
operations  in  the  different  regions  of  the  body. 

There  are  numerous  illustrations  throughout  the  book,  and  many  quotations  from 
pertinent  papers.  The  illustrations  are  mostly  from  photographs  and  aid  in  inter- 
preting the  text. 

The  chapter  on  Therapeutic  Immunization  and  Vaccine  Therapy  is  written  by 
George  P.  Sanborn,  and  is  an  excellent  exposition  of  the  subject.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  technic  of  the  Wasserman  and  Noguchi  tests  forsyphilis  was  not  also  included. 

The  book  contains  many  valuable  suggestions,  is  well  written  and  will  be  useful  to 
all  w'ho  have  to  do  with  that  important  part  of  surgical  procedure,  the  conduct  of 
surgical  convalescence.

CLOSE  THE  BACK  DOOR  TO  THE  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE 

IN  MARYLAND! 


In  an  editorial  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  dealing  with  the  much- 
discussed  Carnegie  Report  on  Medical  Education,  we  exptessed  the 
opinion  that  the  present  unsatisfactory  conditions  existing  in  medical 
education  in  this  country  are  in  very  large  measure  due  to  the  lamentable 
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inadequacy  of  the  medical  practice  laws  in  most  of  the  States,  and  we 
rudely  pointed  to  ^Maryland  as  a good  example  of  a State  with  a bad 
medical  practice  law.  Incidentally,  we  take  this  opportunit}"  of  gratefully 
acknowledging  the  many  expressions  of  kind  apjiroval  which  the  above- 
mentioned  editorial  called  forth.  Everyone  seems  to  share  our  views 
concerning  the  Carnegie  Report. 

Now  then,  wherein  lies  the  weakness  of  the  law  governing  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  ^Maryland?  It  is  open  to  criticism  for  more  reasons  than 
one,  but  to  illustrate  perhaps  its  most  glaring  defect  a concrete  though 
b}'  no  means  isolated  example  may  be  citi'd — from  personal  recollection, 
but, we  believe,  correctly.  A few  years  ago  the  State  Board  of  [Medical 
Examiners  had  institutetl  proceedings  against  a graduate  of  medicine  who 
was  practicing  medicine  in  northeast  Baltimore  without  a license.  He 
had  taken  the  regular  “allopathic”  State  Board  examination  on  several 
occasions,  but  had  never  succeeded  in  passing  it.  Finally,  when  the  Board 
had  pounced  down  upon  him,  he  did  as  others  had  done  Iiefore  him,  tak- 
ing the  examination  of  the  Homeopathic  Board  of  [Medical  Examiners 
and  passing  with  flying  colors.  The  license  thus  obtained  entitled  him 
of  course  to  practice  medicine  along  anj'  lines  he  saw  fit,  either  homeopathic 
or  allopathic  or  both.  He  could  now  flaunt  his  shingle  before  the  eyes 
of  the  “allopathic”  board  without  any  fear  of  further  interference.  What 
could  they  do  to  one  who  in  the  eyes  of  the  law  and  of  an  unknowing  pub- 
lic was  now  their  equal? 

This  case  is  not  quoted  for  the  purpose  of  ojiening  u]i  any  foolish  dis- 
cussion as  to  the  relative  merits  of  allopathy  and  homeopathy.  At  this 
time  and  in  this  place  such  a procedure  would  be,  to  say  the  least,  both 
unprofitable  and  undignified,  and  nothing  is  further  from  our  intention. 
Our  purpose  is  to  emphazise  the  viciousness  of  a law  Avhich  places  the 
bestowal  of  license  to  practice  medicine  in  the  hands  of  more  than  a single 
body  of  examiners.  In  every  “model”  law  which  has  lieen  draAvn  up,  the 
single  board  idea  has  consituted  the  sine  quo  non.  In  the  government  of 
the  various  states,  hoAvever,  the  uninformed  lay  mind  is  in  control,  and  as 
a general  rule  there  is  a most  umvise  legal  recognition  of  sectarian  medi- 
cine, even  of  such  pseudo-sects  as  ostexipathy,  optometry,  and  Christian 
Science.  In  the  eyes  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  public  there  is  little 
distinction  between  doctors,  and  they  look  upon  the  graduate  of  the 
.\tlantic  [Medical  College  as  just  as  much  a doctor  as  the  graduate  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Medical  School.  Rigid  state  board  supervision  is  not, 
therefore,  a form  of  hellish  torture  devised  for  the  purpose  of  making  life 
miserable  for  the  diploma-bearing  medical  .student,  but  a method  employed 
by  tlie  State  to  protect  its  oAvn  citizens,  inasmuch  as  in  such  matters  they 
are  incapable  of  protecting  themselves. 


CLOSE  THE  BACK  DOOR 
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At  the  present  time  Maryland  has  two  separate  boards,  an  allopathic 
and  a homeopathic,  but  the  bitter  fights  for  recognition  made  in  the  past 
by  the  Eddyites  and  the  optometrists  indicate  that,  unless  the  reputable 
profession  is  very  vigilant  in  the  future,  conditions  may  be  even  worse 
than  they  already  are.  For  it  is  usually  not  easy  to  convince  a legislature, 
or  for  that  matter  any  body  of  laymen,  of  the  absurdity  of  the  claims  put 
forth  by  the  adherents  of  these  various  sects.  Always  in  the  past — and 
history  will  no  doubt  repeat  itself — the  very  moment  that  the  medical 
profession  oj^poses  the  establishment  of  a separate  licensing  board  for 
osteopaths,  or  optometrists,  or  Chri.stian  scientists,  the  usual  clever  cry 
is  sent  forth  that  the  profession  is  inspired  by  motives  of  the  most  mercen- 
ary jealousy.  Ridiculous  as  these  claims  are,  they  usually  appeal  to 
the  uninformed,  and  with  the  characteristic  American  love  of  fair  play 
a legislature  is  quite  apt  to  hearken  unto  such  a “cry  of  the  oppressed,” 
artificial  and  fallacious  though  it  may  be.  Maryland  is  fortunate  in  that 
several  such  efforts  in  the  past  have  been  more  or  less  decisively  defeated, 
but  immunity  from  future  mischief  along  these  lines  will  be  purchased 
only  at  the  price  of  eternal  vigilance,  chiefly  on  the  part  of  the  medical 
profession  of  the  State. 

For  the  present  it  seems  to  us  that  the  goal  toward  which  the  Faculty 
should  strive  is  the  enactment  in  the  near  future  of  a new  and  model  prac- 
tice law,  the  central  plank  of  which  should  be  the  single  board  idea.  We 
are  confident  that  our  homeopathic  brethren,  several  of  whom  are  valued 
members  of  the  Faculty,  will  be  in  full  accord  with  this  idea,  for  they 
would  of  course  have  representation  on  the  Board.  After  all,  allopathy 
and  homeopathy  differ  only  along  therapeutic  lines.  Both  must  be 
grounded  upon  a thorough  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  branches.  As 
far  as  such  studies  as  anatomy,  physiology,  or  pathology  are  concerned, 
exactly  the  same  examination  should  be  taken  by  every  applicant  for  a 
license  to  practice  medicine,  regardless  of  whether  his  affiliation  be  allo- 
pathic, homeopathic,  osteopathic,  or  what  not.  Medicine  should  be  founded 
upon  scientific  investigation  and  facts,  and  not  upon  any  arbitrary  dogma. 
This  must  be  conceded  by  every  practitioner  of  medicine  who  is  honest 
with  himself  and  with  his  patients.  As  soon  as  this  doctrine  is  accepted 
and  practiced  by  everyone — and  the  day  is  close  at  hand — all  the  present 
sectarian  lines  will  be  wiped  away,  and  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  specify 
doctors  according  to  various  “brands,”  as  it  were,  for  all  true  physicians, 
regardless  of  historical  dogma,  will  be  eager  to  make  use  of  whatever 
methods  have  been  shown  to  be  best  in  the  cure  and  alleviation  of  human 
suffering.  Thus  will  the  title  of  “doctor”  come  to  have  a fuller,  higher, 
and  more  precise  meaning.

It  must  not  be  supposed,  from  what  has  been  said,  that  we  are  pessi- 
mistic regarding  present  conditions  in  Maryland.  We  are  not  of  the 
pessimistic  kind,  nor  would  there  be  any  justification  for  pessimism. 
The  Faculty’s  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  has  made  full  use  of  all  the 
opportunities  given  it  by  the  present  law,  and  it  is  doing  a most  excellent 
work.  While  conditions  in  Maryland  are  not  as  bad  as  in  a number  of 
other  States,  however,  there  is  still  much  room  and  much  need  for  improve- 
ment, especially  along  the  lines  already  indicated.  After  the  brilliant 
series  of  successes  achieved  by  the  Faculty  during  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  law -makers  who  will  assem- 
ble at  Annapolis  in  1912  will  enact  into  law  any  essentially  good  medical 
practice  act  which  has  the  support  of  a united  profession.  Is  it  too  early 
to  agitate  this  important  matter  now?  We  believe  not,  and  we  shall 
have  more  to  say  thereupon  in  succeeding  issues  of  the  Bl'lletin. 

AN  ENCOURAGING  SIGN  OF  THE  TIMES. 

.\lthough  it  is  the  latest  entrant  into  the  field  of  journalism  in  Baltimore, 
the  Evening  Sun  has  already  evinced  a determination  to  assume  an  honest 
and  intelligent  stand  for  the  best  interests  of  the  community.  Especially 
gratifying  is  its  attitude  upon  certain  matters  of  recent  interest  to  the  med- 
ical profession.  It  is  not  always  easy  for  a newspaper  editor,  even  when 
actuated  by  the  very  best  of  niotives,  to  get  at  the  truth  concerning  medi- 
cal matters,  largel.y  on  account  of  the  rather  stringent  rules  of  professional 
ethics  w'hich  inhibit  the  lingual  activities  of  mcst  reputable  medical  men. 
This  condition  of  affairs  is  in  many  ways  unfortunate,  and  is  largely  to 
blame  for  the  ]n'esent-day  vogue  of  so  many  absurd  cults  and  pseudo- 
medical sects,  none  of  A\hich,  of  course,  is  troubled  with  any  such  conscien- 
tious scruples. 

In  the  July  Bulletin  we  suggested  a plan  wdiereby  a ne>vspaper’s  medi- 
cal and  health  news  might  be  made  much  more  valuable  to  its  readers  than 
at  present,  when  it  is  sc  frequently  presented  in  inaccurate  and  perhaps 
harmful  form.  Our  idea,  it  may  be  remembered,  was  that  this  object  could 
be  brought  about  by  including  on  the  newspaper  staff  a medical  editor  w ho 
w’ould  supervise  the  medical  and  health  new's,  much  as  the  sporting  editor 
is  responsible  for  the  sporting  news  or  the  dramatic  editor  for  the  dramatic 
news. 

It  must  be  confessed,  however,  that  recourse  to  such  a plan  would  scarcely 
be  necessary  if  every  new'sjiaper  man  w^ere  possessed  of  such  an  intelligent 
grasp  of  medical  jiroblems  as  characterizes  several  recent  editorials  appear- 
ing in  the  Evening  Sun.  On  July  27  there  apjieared  a strong  argument 
for  the  establishment  of  a national  Department  of  Public  Health.  The 
followTiig  extract  will  show  its  tenor: 
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Two  objections  to  the  proposed  Department  of  Public  Health  have  been  raised. 
The  first  comes  from  the  more  fanatical  adherents  of  the  so-called  metaphysical  heal- 
ing arts.  These  persons  hold  that  the  art  of  medicine,  as  it  is  practiced,  say,  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  is  a snare  and  a delusion.  They  object  to  being  vaccin- 
ated, they  deny  that  typhoid  is  infectious,  they  maintain  that  Dr.  Welch  is  an  igno- 
ramus, they  believe  that  magic  words  are  more  efficacious  against  hydrophobia  than 
Pasteur’s  vaccine.  Finally,  they  fear  that,  if  a national  Health  Department  is  estab- 
lished, its  head  will  induce  Congress  to  pass  laws  against  them.  A mere  statement  of 
the  argument  of  these  folk  is  all  the  answer  it  needs.  They  have  a right  to  their  be- 
liefs, however  ridiculous,  but  they  have  no  right  to  put  the  rest  of  us  in  peril. 

The  other  objection  to  the  proposed  department  is  voiced  by  those  who  fear  that 
it  will  be  controlled  by  the  American  Medical  Association,  an  organization  of  allo- 
pathic physicians.  The  grounds  of  this  fear  are  not  quite  apparent,  but,  assuming 
it  to  be  will  grounded,  what  of  it?  The  foremost  physicians  and  surgeons  of  America 
belong  to  the  association;  it  is  in  the  forefront  of  the  battle  against  disease;  its  ob- 
jects are  precisely  those  of  the  department  under  consideration.  A nation  with  such 
men  guarding  its  health  would  be  a nation  to  be  envied.  They  are  by  no  means  per- 
fect as  men,  for  human  perfection  is  very  rare  in  the  world,  but  as  physicians  they 
belong  to  the  most  scientific,  progressive  and  competent  of  all  schools. 

These  are  the  only  objections  we  have  ever  heard  to  a national  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health.  We  believe  that  both  of  them  are  unutterably  silly. 

An  equally  good  article  along  the  same  lines  appeared  on  August  10th, 
while  on  August  1st  there  was  an  excellent  editorial  dealing  with  the  gen- 
eral subject  of  quacks.  All  of  these  articles  exhibit  a comprehensive  grasp 
of  these  subjects  which  is  quite  rare  in  the  layman.  It  is  only  fair  to  say 
that  practically  all  the  newspapers  of  Baltimore  have  given  many  evi- 
dences of  a willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  medical  profession  in  its  con- 
tinued endeavors  to  promote  the  physical  welfare  of  the  community,  and 
it  is  only  because  of  the  clear-cut  and  unusually  intelligent  character  of 
the  utterances  of  the  Evening  Sun  that  we  have  singled  it  out  for  especial 
mention.  The  modern  newspaper  is  without  doubt  the  most  important 
factor  in  the  increasingly  important  field  of  preventive  medicine,  for  suc- 
cess in  the  latter  presupposes  the  cooperation  of  an  intelligent  and  instructed 
public,  and  what  better  medium  is  there  for  the  dissemination  of  such  sav- 
ing knowledge  than  the  daily  newspaper?  The  fact  that  a larger  and  larger 
number  of  newspapers  are  awakening  to  their  responsibilities  in  this  respect 
may  be  looked  upon  as  a most  encouraging  indication  of  future  success  in 
the  fight  against  the  many  diseases  which  are  dependent  for  their  exist- 
ence upon  the  ignorance  and  carelessness  of  the  human  race.

OF  INFANT  IMORTALITY  TO  :\IEET  IN  BALTLMORE  IN 
NOVEMBER. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Study  and  Preven- 
tion of  Infant  Mortality  will  be  held  in  Baltimore  November  9 to  11.  This  associa- 
tion, it  will  be  remembered,  is  the  outgrowth  of  the  Conference  on  Prevention  of 
Infant  Mortality  held  by  the  American  Academy  of  Medicine  in  New  Haven  last 
November.  Its  stated  objects  aie;  (1)  The  study  of  infant  mortality  in  all  its 
relations;  (2)  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  concerning  the  causes  and  prevention 
of  infant  mortality;  (3)  the  encouragement  of  methods  for  the  prevention  of  infant 
mortality. 

According  to  the  jirovisional  progi amine  which  has  been  issued,  the  coming  meet- 
ing will  lie  divided  into  four  sections.  That  dealing  with  Municipal,  State,  and 
Federal  Prevention  will  be  presided  over  by  Di.  William  H.  Welch,  a feature  of  the 
meetings  of  this  section  being  a special  report  on  birth  registration  by  Dr.  Cressy 
Wilbur. 

The  section  on  Medical  Prevention  will  be  presided  over  by  Dr.  L.  Emmett  Holt, 
of  New  York,  that  on  Educational  Prevention  by  Dr.  Helen  C.  Putnam,  of  Provi- 
dence, -and  that  on  Philanthropic  Prevention  by  Dr.  Hastings  H.  Hart,  of  New 
York.  An  exhibitor!  will  be  held  in  connection  with  the  meeting.  Furthei  details 
will  be  published  on  the  completion  of  the  programme. 


WHAT  YOUR  RED  CROSS  AUTO.MOBILE  TAG  ENTITLES 

YOU  TO 

Not  long  ago  a member  of  the  Faculty  who  resides  in  Baltimore  was  arrested  and 
fined  for  violating  the  speed  laws  of  the  city  with  his  automobile.  At  the  time  he 
protested  to  the  magistrate  that  he  was  responding  to  an  urgent  professional  call, 
and  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  his  physician’s  red  cross  automobile  license 
entitled  him  to  exceed  the  usual  speed  limits.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  who  use  automobiles  to  know  the  exact  status  of  the  law  on  this 
question.  This  was  ascertained  by  a letter  to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
from  the  legal  advisor  of  the  Faculty,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred  for  an  opinion. 
The  letter,  which  is  sclf-exiilanatory,  is  appended:  * 


James  U.  Dennis,  Esq.,  Baltimore,  Md. 

Dear  Sir:  Answering  your  inquiry  of  the  27th  inst  the  Board  would  say  that  the 
Physician’s  Right  of  Way  Permit,  provided  for  in  Section  15,  Article  1,  Ordinance  139, 
to  which  3'ou  refer,  sirnph’  gives  the  holder  thereof  right  of  waj"  over  certain  other 
vehicles  in  the  streets  of  the  city  and  through  any  juocession.  If  a physician  holding 
such  right  of  way  permit  finds  his  progress  obstructed  by  other  vehicular  traffic  in 
the  streets  of  the  city,  the  police  will  assist  him  in  his  right  to  get  clear  of  the  obstruc- 
tion and  go  on  his  waj’;  or  if  the  holder  of  such  permit  is  delayed  by  a parade  or  pro- 
cession, which  ordinal'}'  vehicles  may  not  interrupt,  he  may  pass  through  it. 

This  Ordinance  139  does  not  attempt  to  fix  any  speed  regulations  and  the  possessor 
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of  a physician’s  right  of  wa^^  permit,  issued  under  its  provisions,  is  not  given  any 
right  or  privilege  to  disregard,  under  any  circumstances,  any  speed  regulation  estab- 
lished by  the  State  Automobile  law  or  any  other  law  or  Ordinance  on  the  subject.

OBITUARIES 

William  Mace  Barnes  was  born  in  December,  1824,  in  Lake’s  District,  Dorches- 
ter Co.,  Md.  He  was  a Methodist  local  preacher  for  many  years,  and  later  studied 
medicine.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Baltimore  Medical  College  in  1883.  He  died 
September  12,  1909,  in  Baltimore. 

Harry  E.  Clemson  was  born  in  Elkton,  Md.,  Xovember  IJ,  1872.  His  early  edu- 
cation was  obtained  at  West  Nottingham  Academy  and  Delaware  College.  He  was 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Maryland  in  1894.  He  was  medical  director  of  the 
Silver  Cross  Home  for  Epileptics  at  Port  Deposit,  Md.  He  died  at  Port  Deposit, 
March  21,  1910,  of  heart  disease. 

Joseph  H.  Lieb  was  born  in  York  County,  Pa.,  September  19,  1847.  His  early  edu- 
cation was  obtained  in  Lexington,  Ohio,  and  Stewartstown,  Pa.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  June  29,  1878.  He  died  IMarch  3.  1909, 
at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Frederick  County,  Md.,  of  angina  pectoris. 
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James  Henry  Stauffer  was  born  in  Walkersville,  Frederick  Co.,  Md.,  December 
13,  1877.  He  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Western  Mary- 
land College.  From  the  college  he  obtained  his  degree  of  A.B.  in  1900,  and  that  of 
A.iM.  in  1904.  His  medical  education  was  obtained  at  the  Baltimore  Medical  College, 
where  he  was  graduated  in  June,  1904.  He  was  chief  obstetrician  at  the  Marylaml 
Lying-in  Hospital,  1904-05,  and  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital. 1906-07.  He  died  in  Baltimore  of  leukemia,  January  3,  1910. 

WiLLi.AM  Whitridge  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  January  13.  1840.  His  literarj' 
education  was  obtained  at  the  Prentiss  Preparatorj'  School  and  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment of  the  I’niversity  of  Maryland.  His  medical  education  was  obtained  at  the 
University  of  IMarjdand,  from  which  institution  he  received  his  degree  of  M.D.  in 
1863. 

After  his  graduation  he  began  the  practice  of  his  profession,  which  he  continued 
in  Baltimore  until  his  retirement  in  1890.  He  gave  up  the  work  gradually. 

He  was  vice-president  of  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Co.,  the  first  company  of  its  kind 
in  the  citj',  until  its  absorption  by  the  United.  He  was  president  of  the  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Aminals  for  nine  years,  up  to  1908.  He  was  a director 
of  the  Baltimore  Manual  Labor  School  for  Indigent  Boys  at  Arbutus,  Md.,  and  a 
vestryman  of  Christ  P.  E.  Church  for  many  years. 

He  was  the  son  of  Dr.  John  Whitridge,  of  Swinton,  R.  L,  who  settled  herein  1820, 
and  of  Catherine  Cox,  of  New  York. 

He  died  of  heart  disease  at  829  X.  Charles  street,  where  he  had  lived  for  forty-five 
years,  February  6,  1910,  at  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

James  Stevens  Ch.yplain  was  born  at  Trappe,  Talbot  Co.,  Md.,  May  5,  1827.  His 
early  education  was  obtained  at  the  Trappe  High  School;  his  medical  education  at  the 
University  of  Maryland,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1854.  He  studied  medicine  with 
Dr.  Thomas  II . Buckler;  he  entered  theL'niversitj'of  IMarjdand  under  the  tuition  of 
Prof.  Geo.  W.  Miltenberger.  After  graduation  he  located  and  began  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  his  native  town. 

He  married  Miss  Eveline  Kemp,  the  daughter  of  a leading  phj'sician  in  Trappe, 
l)y  whom  he  had  two  children.  He  died  of  cancer  of  the  stomach,  September  12,  1908. 

Levin  Gillis  Owings  was  born  near  Glenelg,  Md.,  July  29,  1876.  His  earh’  educa- 
tion was  obtained  in  the  public  schools,  Brookeville  Academy,  and  the  Western  Mary- 
land College.  He  obtained  his  medical  education  from  the  Lmiversity  of  ^Maryland, 
where  he  received  the  degree  of  M.D.  in  1900. 

He  was  resident  physician  at  the  University  of  Maryland  Hospital;  health  officer 
of  Howard  county  for  two  terms,  and  secretary  of  the  Howard  Countj’  Medical  Soci- 
ety. He  practiced  his  profession  for  one  year  at  Glenelg,  Md.,  and  for  four  years  at 
Ellicott  City.  He  gave  up  work  October,  1907,  and  spent  se\'en  months  at  Saranac 
Lake.  He  was  unmarried.  He  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  X’ovember  30,  1909. 

Francis  Marion  Sle.mons  was  born  on  a farm  near  Salisbury,  Md.,  August  12, 
1839.  He  obtained  his  literary  education  at  Jefferson  College,  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  and 
Ids  medical  education  at  the  LTiivcrsity  of  Maryland,  where  he  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  M.D.  about  I860.  He  died  at  the  home  of  his  son.  Dr.  J.  M.  Slemons,  Sep- 
tendicr  22,  1909.

Under  present  conditions 
it  would  probably  be  wiser  to  abolish  the  meetings  altogether  rather  than 
continue  them  so  discreditably.  At  any  rate  the  matter  is  deserving  of 
serious  consideration,  and  we  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  from  any  who  may 
wish  to  offer  suggestions  as  to  how  the  Semi-Annual  gatherings  may  be 
made  more  attractive  to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Faculty.  In  the  meantime, 
the  members  of  the  Arundel  County  Medical  Society,  as  well  as  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Arrangements,  are  deserving  of  the  thanks  of  the  Faculty 
for  their  noble  efforts  in  connection  with  the  Annapolis  meeting.

President' s Address  Delivered  at  Semi-annual  Meeting  of  the  Faculty, 
Annapolis,  September  IS 

Thirty  years  ago  an  eminent  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterian  Divine,  noted  for  his  ability 
as  a theologian,  metaphysician,  and  psychologist,  observing  the  inroads  the  various 
sciences  were  making  into  the  literal  interpretation  of  the  Bible,  and  the  difficulty  of 
harmonizing  science  and  religion,  wrote  an  article  entitled  “Whither,  oh.  Whither.” 
In  some  such  frame  of  mind,  noting  the  peculiar  relations  existing  now  between  the 
general  practitioner  and  the  laity  and  the  growth  of  specialism  I have  thought  I would 
ask  the  all-round  and  well  rounded  man  of  medicine  whose  services  are  first  demanded 
by  the  public  to  stop  and  consider  whither  the  trend  of  modern  development  tends. 

One  hundred  years  and  over  have  elapsed  since  the  practitioner  of  medicine  in  Mary- 
land awoke  to  the  realization  that  something  was  lacking  from  the  attainment  of 
his  highest  hopes  and  ideals  in  the  pursuit  of  his  profession.  Sparsely  settled  was  the 
country  and  widely  distributed  were  the  medical  men  of  that  period.  The  only  means 
of  locomotion  was  the  horse — the  stage  coach.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  individ- 
ual, though  mindful  of  his  isolation,  was  slow  in  overcoming  it  by  organization.  But 
the  time  arrived  when,  partly  impelled  by  that  instinctive  desire  of  right  thinking 
men  for  association  with  kindred  spirits,  partly  from  the  desire  of  general  mental 
improvement  and  social  enjoyment,  and  again  for  the  selfish  purpose  of  protection  in 
common  against  foes  of  the  profession  with  which  the  country  was  infested,  namely, 
quacks,  means  of  communication  with  each  other  were  sought,  and  exchange  of  views 
held.  Agreements  were  entered  into,  societies  formed,  and  finally  legislation  sought 
and  secured  through  regularly  chartered  institutions  for  the  elimination  of  the  compe- 
tition of  the  unworthy  in  the  medical  profession  and  the  protection  of  the  general 
public  from  charlatanism  and  quackery. 

The  medical  men  of  the  eighteenth  and  of  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century 
were  divided  into  two  classes  as  to  education.  On  the  one  hand  were  men,  like  Weisen- 
feld  of  Baltimore,  Scott  of  Annapolis,  Archer  of  Harford  County,  Tyler,  Thomas, 
Annan  and  McGill  of  Frederick  County  and  others,  thoroughly  abreast  of  the  times, 
with  an  education,  liberal  and  diversified,  as  a foundation  for  their  university  super- 
structure in  medicine.  They,  of  course,  lived  in  the  larger  towns,  were  widely  known, 
were  eagerly  sought  after  because  of  the  fame  of  their  knowledge  and  the  skill  of  their 
treatment.  Their  labors  were  chiefly  restricted  to  the  practice  of  surgery,  opthal- 
mology  and  midwifery  in  their  respective  neighborhoods,  or  in  educating  others  in  the 
study  of  medicine  by  a system  of  apprenticeship  or  in  advising  in  consultation  those 
more  isolated  from  the  centres  of  population.  As  a class  they  were  prosperous,  and 
for  the  time  in  which  they  lived  well  to  do. 

The  second  class  were,  however,  the  active  workers  in  the  profession,  and  were 
compo.sed  of  the  large  mass  of  general  practitioners  who  had  secured  their  education 
under  difficulties  at  the  few  local  schools  and  academies,  and  had  accumulated  their 
knowledge  of  the  healing  art  in  the  offices  and  under  the  personal  upervision  of  one  or 
more  of  the  former  class,  together  with  such  experience  as  time  and  opportunity 
afforded. 
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The  right  to  practice  legitimately  medicine  and  surgery  at  this  time  was  dependent 
chiefly  upon  the  countenance  and  support  of  their  more  highly  educated  preceptors 
and  later  by  the  acquisition  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  pass  successfully  the  lenient 
examination  of  the  Boards  appointed  by  this  Facult3u  We  of  this  day  are  disposed 
to  look  back  with  envy  to  these  good  old  times,  upon  the  autocracy  of  the  medical 
man  and  the  veneration  and  respect  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  fellow  citizens — not 
the  equal  but  the  leader  of  his  community  in  everything  pertaining  to  the  commu- 
nity’s welfare.  His  dictum  as  family  physician  was  not  only  the  voice  of  the  friend  in 
need,  but,  in  questions  of  authority,  the  mandate  of  a czar. 

To  bleed,  to  blister,  to  purge  and  to  sweat  embraced  the  treatment  of  each  and 
every  disease.  The  whole  domain  of  medicine  was  embraced  in  the  mastery,  according 
to  the  best  light  obtainable,  of  these  siix  branches:  anatomy,  physiology,  surgery, 
practice,  obstetrics,  and  chemistry. 

Dispenser  of  his  medicine,  general  specialist  in  every  branch  of  surgery  and  prac- 
tice, monopolist,  censor,  autocrat,  hedged  in  by  a code  of  ethics  which  protected  him 
as  the  absolute  owner  and  presider  over  the  destinies  of  his  clientele  against  the  inva- 
sion of  any  of  his  regular  colleagues — how  enviable  seemed  the  lot  of  our  progeni- 
tor! 

Few  were  the  requirements  either  of  knowledge  or  accoutrement,  it  would  appear 
to  us  of  this  day.  But  we  little  count  the  difficulty  of  attainment  of  that  knowledge, 
meagre  as  it  was,  and  deride  an  armamentarium  which  while  crude  was  almost  impossi- 
ble of  acquisition. 

Yet  in  those  days  our  fathers  had  troubles  of  their  own.  Midwives,  “grannies,” 
quacks  and,  worst  of  all,  that  ever  present  scourge  of  the  profession,  the  self  lauding, 
advertising,  rate  cutting,  brother  practitioner  of  greater  or  less  merit,  abounded. 
The  humiliation  our  fathers  felt  over  the  loss  and  sometimes  cure  of  their  clientele 
by  the  unskilled  or  irregular  is  only  comparable  to  the  anguish  of  our  latter-day  pro- 
fessional brethren  over  the  worship  of  the  laity  at  the  shrine  of  the  various  “pathies, 
heresies,  and  schisms  which  have  badgered  and  rent  the  profession  in  more  modern 
times.  Traveling  on  horse  or  in  rattling  gig  through  rain  or  snow  or  broiling  sun, 
he  pursued  his  journey  fearlessly  and  with  self  complacency,  fearing  neither  that  his 
case  would  not  patiently  await  his  arrival  or  that  his  ministrations  would  not  be 
gratefully  accepted. 

Living  a man  of  toil,  a man  of  many  expedients,  a friend  in  need,  an  unselfish  adviser 
in  trouble,  a good  liver  but  not  a sponge  or  sapper  upon  his  kind,  giving  the  best  and 
all  he  was  possessed  of,  withholding  nothing,  he  received  as  compensation  such  as  his 
clients  were  able  to  bestow  upon  him.  He  died,  beloved  and  mourned  as  friend  more 
than  doctor  and  was  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  his  patrons  to  their  ending  days  as  one 
the  like  of  whom  they  would  never  see  again. 

Such  was  the  general  practitioner  of  fifty  years  ago,  whom  a few  of  us  still  remem- 
ber and  honor. 

Compare  this  with  the  present  day — the  swift  twentieth  century.  Like  the  evolu- 
tion in  locomotion  and  electricity  is  the  development  of  the  medical  profession  in 
these  days — empiricism  lost  in  scientific  theory,  sentimentalism  superseded  by  cold 
materialism,  generalization  by  specialization,  and  standardization  ad  infinitum. 

Humanitarianism  in  its  various  forms  as  clubs,  societies  or  what  not,  affords  sym- 
pathy, advice,  and  shelter  for  all  of  our  troubles,  be  they  large  or  small,  for  money  or 
without  price  to  those  unfortunate  enough  to  require  the  gift. 

We  have  thus  seen  great  progress,  but  the  advance  has  not  been  without  sacrifice. 
The  same  rule  that  has  been  applied  to  all  classes  of  trade  in  the  last  fifty  years  is

gradually  being  modified  to  suit  the  professions.  Labor  is  no  longer  divided  into  the 
apprentice,  the  journeyman  and  the  master-mechanic.  The  cobbler,  the  tailor,  the 
skilled  artisan,  even  the  butcher,  are  disappearing,  and  in  their  places  we  find  each 
trade  divided  and  subdivided  into  piece  makers  and  part  doers,  as  the  factory  appears. 
These  have  their  counterpart  in  our  profession  in  the  specialist  and  the  hospital. 

The  present  condition  of  the  profession  in  many  particulars  seems  analogous  to  the 
department  store  with  men  skilled  in  certain  lines  over  its  special  branches — over 
these  a general  manager  who  introduces  the  incoming  customer  to  the  respective 
counters  where  are  displayed  the  wares  of  that  especial  department.  Substitute 
specialty  for  department,  patient  for  customer  and  maybe  general  practitioner  for 
manager  and  you  have  the  analogy  completed. 

We  note  in  all  this  the  gradual  loss  of  the  predominating  personality  and  responsi- 
bility of  the  one-time  individual  and  the  absence  to  a great  degree  of  the  complex 
reasoning  in  determining  definite  conclusions  from  a multitude  of  premises.  The 
syllogism  is  simplified,  a conclusion  arrived  at  and  the  determinations  of  further 
deductions  passed  on  to  the  next. 

The  loss  of  that  delicacy  of  perception  of  touch,  of  pulse,  of  physical  signs  is  com- 
pensated for  and  improved  upon  by  the  material,  the  mechanical,  the  physical  and 
scientific  substitutes. 

A patient  no  longer  has  fever  because  is  skin  his  hot  and  dry,  his  lips  and  tongue 
parched,  his  breathing  rapid,  his  face  flushed,  his  pulse  bounding;  no,  he  has  fever 
because  the  thermometer  shows  that  his  temperature  is  above  that  point  considered 
normal  in  mankind  in  a state  of  health. 

To  determine  the  rhythm  and  regularity  and  the  pressure  of  the  circulation  we  rel}' 
no  longer  upon  the  touch  more  or  less  skilled  by  long  and  tedious  experience.  We 
have  instead  the  sphygmograph  and  the  sphygmomanometer,  a material  and  mechani- 
cal means  far  more  accurate  and  definite  than  the  human  touch  and  judgment.  We 
have  the  recent  wonderful  applications  of  electricity  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  the 
X-ray,  the  high  potential  currents,  the  violet  ray,  etc. 

The  multiplication  of  the  requirements  for  preparedness  for  our  work,  the  differ- 
ent divisions  and  sub-divisions  of  the  different  parent  branches  of  medicine,  the  differ- 
ent material  aids  requiring  intimate  knowledge  of  mathematics,  the  physical  laws  of 
light,  heat,  motion,  force,  electricity,  the  modern  application  of  chemistry  to  living 
phenomena  in  physiology  and  chemical  reactions  in  disease,  the  development  of  hy- 
potheses, theories  and  facts  in  histology  and  pathology  from  the  use  of  the  micro- 
scope, the  measuring  and  counting  of  the  corpuscles  of  the  blood,  the  theory  of  toxins 
and  antitoxins,  the  opsonic  index,  and  so  on,  make  the  study  of  medicine  appalling 
even  to  those  of  most  liberal  preliminary  education  because  of  the  great  variety  and 
ramification  of  its  branches.  Hence  the  necessity  of  specialization,  of  standardiza- 
tion. 

Once,  as  we  have  seen,  the  whole  domain  was  embraced  in  one,  the  general  practi- 
tioner, but  with  the  onward  tendency  to  specialize  our  activities  is  evolved  the  piece 
worker,  the  specialist,  and  naturally,  the  care  of  the  sick,  which  is  subjected  to  this 
same  concentration,  specialization,  and  standardization,  evolves  the  modern  hos- 
])ital.  All  honor  to  those  who,  having  rightfully  prepared  themselves,  properly  pursue 
their  calling  as  part-workers,  piece-workers  or  specialists  in  any  branch  of  science  or 
medicine. 

But  where  is  the  general  practitioner  in  all  this,  the  man  behind  all  this,  and  from 
whose  training  and  experience  the  specialist  is  or  should  be  evolved?  What  place  is 
left  for  hijn,  or,  through  the  law  of  survival  only  of  the  fittest  and  the  gradual  elimi- 
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nation  of  that  which  is  no  longer  necessary,  is  he  to  be  lost?  Eventually,  I believe  he 
will  be  superseded,  but  not  for  a long,  long  time,  unless  through  his  own  wanton 
unworthiness  and  wilful  sloth.  The  modern  laity,  now  better  educated  in  medicine 
preventive,  palliative,  and  curative  than  the  physician  of  fifty  years  ago.  may  possi- 
bly in  the  distant  future  attain  an  elevation  which  will  empower  it  to  prevent  by  whole- 
.some  laws  many  more  of  the  ills  with  which  they  are  affected,  and,  finally,  such  an 
education  and  discrimination  as  will  enable  it  without  an  intermediary  to  apply  to 
each  particular  specialist,  and  thus  obtain  the  lacking  part  or  repair  that  which  refuse 
longer  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  whole.  But  this  is  a long,  long  way  off.  All  is 
not  progress.  Now  and  then  in  these  cool,  calm,  materialistic  times  some  serious 
nerve-racking,  shocking,  retrograde  movements  occur.  Maybe  they  are  reactions 
and  the  protestations  of  those  yearning  for  a return  to  the  imaginative  and  the  senti- 
mental. I do  not  know. 

In  an  article  in  the  British  MedicalJournal,  entitled  “The  Faith  that  Heals,”  speak- 
ing of  one  of  these  more  recent  movements  “Christian  Science,”  Dr.  William  Osier 
says, “To  deny  the  existence  of  disease,  to  deny  the  reality  of  pain,  to  disregard  all 
physical  measures  of  relief,  to  sweep  away  in  a physical  ecstasy  the  accumulated  wis- 
dom of  centuries  is  a return  to  Oriental  mysticism — these  indeed  express  a revolt  from 
the  materialism  of  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  at  once  weird,  perhaps  not 
unexpected,  and  to  a student  of  human  nature  just  a bit  comic.  One  cannot  but 
smile  that  this  has  happened  at  the  very  time  when  the  Goddess  of  Reason  was  prid- 
ing herself  on  the  brilliancy  of  the  accomplishments  of  her  devotees.  It  is,  indeed,  a 
lesson  in  humanity  and  serves  to  remind  us  that  our  deliciously  credulous  human 
nature  is  still  plastic  and  receptive.” 

The  solution  of  the  question  as  to  the  continuance  of  the  general  practitioner  of 
medicine  and  his  position  in  the  community  depends  chiefiy  upon  himself  and  partly 
with  the  laity.  After  the  laity,  to  whose  credulity  and  ignorance  the  brilliance  of  the 
occasional  success  of  the  self  chosen  specialist  appeals,  becomes  able  to  appreciate 
the  disasters  and  frauds  often  perpetrated  upon  them  by  charlatans,  quacks,  and  com- 
mercial specialists,  after  the  general  profession  by  proper  preliminaryqualifications 
has  prepared  itself  to  enter  upon  and,  by  increasing  application  and  study,  pursue 
its  work,  after  it  earns  and  wins  the  confidence  of  its  clients  because  of  its  intellectual 
worthiness,  when  the  general  body  of  the  profession  through  their  organization  and 
by  law  prescribe  the  metes  and  bonds  of  specialism,  when  the  enjoyment  of  the  privi- 
leges of  specialism  and  special  fees  are  balanced  by  the  required  retirement  from  com- 
petitive practice  in  other  fields,  when  one  of  the  duties  of  the  specialist  will  be  to 
advise  with  the  general  practitioner  and  not  with  the  general  practitioner’s  clients 
and  he  is  taught  that  it  pays  best  to  restore  them  to  his  patron  with  no  less  or  in- 
creased confidence  in  the  general  profession,  when  self  laudation  and  advertising  in 
the  public  press  is  frowned  upon  and  punished,  when  the  laity  and  the  profession 
learn  to  value  at  its  true  worth  and  only  at  its  true  worth  mere  manual  dexterity  and 
at  its  true  worth  on  the  other  hand  the  value  of  correct  diagnosis,  and  the  value  of 
him  who  values  and  protects  life,  even  imperfect  life,  over  desperate  chances  and  idle 
exploitation — then  will  the  medical  doctor  take  his  proper  place  and  resume  his  proper 
sphere.  As  master  he  will  control  where  his  patients  are  to  go  and  what  shall  be  done 
to  his  clients  in  surgery  as  well  as  in  general  treatment.  Open  to  conviction  and  advice 
from  men  who  have  gradually  after  a fair  term  of  experience  withdrawn  themselves 
from  the  ranks  of  general  practice  to  devote  their  lives  honestly  to  the  pursuit  of 
certain  special  lines,  subjective  to  those  whom  experience  and  frequent  practice 
render  especially  skillful  in  technique  and  operation,  liberal  in  their  conception  of 
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reward,  but  still  none  the  less  the  guardian  of  their  patient’s  fate  and  fortune  always 
— this  is  the  true  position  of  the  general  practitioner  if  he  is  to  survive,  and  the  only 
safety  for  the  laity  from  the  aggressive  greed  and  scramble  of  modern  specialization. 

Progress,  like  truth,  is  mighty  and  will  prevail.  Sulking,  skulking,  lounging,  or 
complaining  will  not  check  her  advance.  Like  the  wheels  of  the  Juggernaut,  she 
crushes  those  who  resist  and  do  not  stand  aside.  Knowledge,  science,  or,  as  I should 
rather  call  it,  “truth,”  like  a mighty  tide  irresistibly  pursues  its  onward  way.  We 
cannot  check  it  if  we  would.  We  must  submit,  and  using  brain  and  brawn  must 
struggle  not  against  but  with  it.  We  must  so  educate  ourselves  to  worthiness  and  the 
saity  to  a perception  of  our  worth  that  we  may  harness  these  mighty  forces  and  with 
firm  and  resolute  hand  guide  and  distribute  their  power  so  that  in  obedience  to  our 
wishes  they  perform  their  proper  functions,  and  do  not  run  wild,  spreading  desolation 
among  our  people  and  carrying  destruction  to  ourselves. 
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Asecondtier  of  steel  shelving  is  being  put  in  the  stack  room,  which  will  accom- 
modate about  twenty  thousand  additional  volumes.  When  this  is  installed  the 
Library  Committee  will  be  able  to  accept  the  loan  of  valuable  files  of  Journals  which 
have  been  offered  by  several  members.  These  will  greatly  enhance  the  usefulness  of 
the  Library.

In  the  above  summary  an  average  of  75  is  required  of  those  participating  in  the  exami- 
nation for  the  first  time  in  order  to  secure  a license.  Those  who  have  failed  are  eligible 
to  re-examination  at  the  expiration  of  six  months.  They  are  then  obliged  to  receive  a 
rating  of  75  in  each  branch  in  w'hich  they  are  re-examined  before  license  can  be  issued. 
Under  the  Maryland  law,  students,  who,  at  the  end  of  their  second  year,  have  success- 
fully passed  their  college  examination  in  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and 
Phj'siology,  are  entitled  to  examination  by  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  in  these 
branches.  Ratings  made  by  these  students  in  the  examination  which  is  known  as  the 
“second-year  examination,”  are  carried  forward  and  made  a part  of  the  final  examina- 
tion, when  an  average  of  75  must  be  obtained  to  secure  a license.  We  trust  that  this 
statement  w ill  make  clear  the  apparently  incomplete  examination  of  certain  participants.

CUMBERLAND  VALLEY  MEDICAL  ASSOCIATION 

The  eighth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Blue  Mountain 
House,  Pen-Mar,  Md.,  September  1, 1910.  The  President,  Dr.  D.  C.  R.  Miller,  Mason- 
Dixon,  Pa.,  conducted  the  meeting.  The  members  present  were  from  all  sections  of 
the  Valley,  with  guests  and  visitors  from  the  mountain  resorts,  Baltimore,  and  Harris- 
burg, Pa.  A larger  number  was  present  than  at  previous  meetings. 

The  morning  session  was  devoted  to  a “Symposium  on  Medical  Legislation.”  The 
following  papers  were  read: 

Dr.  D.  C.  R.  Miller,  of  Mason  & Dixon,  Pa.,  a member  of  Maryland  Assembly,  1910, 
delivered  the  President’s  Address,  “The  Physician  in  Politics.”  He  spoke  of  the 
importance  of  proper  legislation  in  the  preservation  of  the  health  and  lives  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  or  nation  and  of  the  value  of  a National  Department  of  Health.  He 
spoke  of  the  fallacy  of  speaking  of  the  medical  profession  as  a great  trust,  and  of 
the  antivivisection  absurdity.  Among  the  important  reasons  why  medical  men  should 
be  elected  to  legislative  bodies  is  the  fact  that  the  medical  man  is  educated  and  in  the 
gent,  and  is  in  closer  touch  with  his  constitutents  than  any  other  person.  Intelli-

Legislature  he  is  important  as  a guide  and  advisor  of  his  fellow  members  in  all  sanitary 
and  health  legislation. 

Dr.  Thomas  A.  Ashby,  Baltimore,  Md.,  a member  of  Assembly  of  Marjdand,  1910, 
discussed  “The  Physician  as  a Legislator.”  Dr.  Ashby  spoke  of  some  of  the  experi- 
ences of  himself  and  his  medical  confreres  in  the  last  Maryland  Assembly  at  Annapo- 
lis. He  urged  the  importance  of  the  members  of  the  medical  profession  going  into 
politics,  but  in  doing  so,  to  be  sure  to  go  “without  a collar,”  f.e.,  to  be  free  to  do  what 
one  recognized  to  be  right. 

Dr.  John  W.  Bowman,  Lemoyne,  Pa.,  Member  of  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania, 
1909,  whose  subject  was  “The  Importance  of  Medical  Representation  in  State  Legis- 
latures,” spoke  at  some  length  regarding  various  important  sanitary  measures  that 
had  become  laws  in  both  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  through  and  by  the  influence  of 
the  medical  members  of  these  bodies.  In  the  French  Assembly  there  are  90  medical 
men,  while  there  are  but  four  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Ambrose  W.  Thrush,  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  whose  “Public  Hygiene  and  Public 
Health  Legislation,”  spoke  of  the  laws  that  have  already  been  placed  on  the  Statutes, 
and  of  others  needed  for  the  wefare  of  the  people  and  the  prevention  of  disease. 

The  general  discussion  was  opened  by  Dr.  B.  Frank  Royer,  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Health,  who  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  medical  member  pre- 
venting evil  or  harmful  legislation  as  well  as  effecting  new  legislation. 

Dr.  Emil  Novak,  Baltimore,  Md.,  spoke  of  the  interest  which  had  been  manifested 
by  this  Association  in  this  modern  medical  problem,  as  shown  by  devoting  the  entire 
program  to  this  important  subject.  He  urged  that  medical  men  should  ever  be  willing 
to  do  earnest,  hard  work  in  the  great  cause  of  humanity.  He  spoke  of  the  uselessness 
of  merely  “passing  resolutions,”  which  has  usually  represented  the  limit  of  political 
activity  for  medical  societies.  He  said  that  the  doctors  who  are  in  the  Legislature  are 
not  politicians  or  playing  politics,  but  that  they  are  practicing  medicine  in  the  broad- 
est sense  of  the  term  and  on  the  highest  plane,  that  of  preventive  medicine. 

The  papers  were  also  discussed  by  Drs.  Tunstall  Taylor,  Baltimore,  Md.;  E.  T. 
Bishop,  Smithsburg,  Md.;  Victor  M.  Cullen,  Sabillasville,  Md.,  Dr.  J.  Burns  Amber- 
son,  Waynesboro,  Pa.

BOOK  REVIEWS. 

Hookworm  Disease.  Etiology,  Pathology,  Diagnosis,  Prognosis,  Prophylaxis,  and 
Treatment.  By  George  Dock,  A.M.,  M.D.,  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Medicine,  Medical  Department  of  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana,  New  Orleans, 
and  Charles  C.  Bass,  M.D.,  Instructor  of  Clinical  Microscopy  and  Clinical 
Medicine,  Medical  Department  of  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana,  New  Orleans, 
Illustrated  with  fifty-nine  special  Engravings  and  Colored  Plate:  St.  Louis,  C. 
V.  Mosly  Company,  1910. 

Considering  the  remarkable  prevalence  of  hookworm  disease  in  the  South,  and 
the  tremendous  economic  loss  the  country  sustains  as  a result,  the  appearance  of 
this  treatise  of  250  pages  is  most  timely.  It  gives  the  practitioner  and  medical 
student  a concise  account  of  our  present  knowledge  of  the  disease  and  the  be^it 
methods  of  coping  with  it. 

There  is  an  excellent  historical  account  of  the  affection,  and  the  events  which  led 
to  the  discovery  of  the  prevalence  in  the  United  States  are  given  in  detail.  The 
zoological  features,  pathology,  symptomatology  and  diagnosis  is  established  mainly 
by  the  finding  of  the  eggs  of  the  uncinaria  in  the  faeces,  the  authors  describe  fully 
a method  of  sedimentation  by  which  the  eggs  may  be  found  in  large  numbers  in  the 
stools. 

The  writers  dwell  on  the  fact,  discovered  only  in  recent  years,  that  infection  occuns 
mainly  by  the  larvae  entering  the  body  through  the  skin,  giving  rise  to  a local  der- 
matitis which  has  received  various  names,  “ground  itch”  among  others. 

The  prophylaxis  is  fully  treated.  It  is  a fortunate  circumstance  that  the  disease, 
once  contracted,  is  so  readily  cured.  Thymol  is  a specific.  Three  doses  of  20  grain.s 
of  thymol  one  hour  apart  in  the  morning,  preceded  the  night  before  and  followed  two 
hours  after  the  last  dose  by  one  ounce  of  sodium  sulphate,  will  almost  invariably 
empty  the  small  intestine  of  the  adult  worms  and  effect  a complete  cure. 

Nursing  in  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat.  By  the  Committee  of  Nurses 
OF  THE  Manhattan  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  Hospital,  New  York  City.  12mo. 
volume  of  281  pages,  illustrated.  Philadelphia  and  Imndon:  W.  B.  Saunders 
Company,  1910.  Cloth,  .SI. 50. 

The  opening  chapters  of  this  book  arc  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  such  general 
topics  as  the  germ  theory,  antiseptics,  sterilization,  etc.  These  are  written  in  a 
simple  and  lucid  style,  and  lay  a foundation  for  the  consideration  of  the  more  special 
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topics  to  which  the  book  is  mainly  devoted.  An  important  feature,  even  to  the  nurse, 
is  the  inclusion  of  chapters  dealing  with  the  anatomy  of  the  various  structures  con- 
cerned. The  teaching  as  to  the  nursing  of  these  special  cases  is  “safe  and  sound,” 
and  the  volume  as  a whole,  though  dealing  with  a rather  specialized  branch  of  nurs- 
ing, is  deserving  of  endorsement. 

Ophthalmic  Therapeutics.  By  Dh.  A.  Darier.  One  of  the  volumes  of  the  International 
System  of  Ophthalmic  Practice  edited  by  Dr.  Walter  Pyle.  Published  by  P. 

Blakiston’s  Son  & Co.,  Philadelphia.  Price  $4.00. 

This  volume  deserved  recognition  from  every  ophthalmologist  as  it  embodies  the 
most  up-to-date  and  practical  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  its  appendages. 

It  is  a thoroughly  compact  and  modern  digest  of  the  latest  investigations  as  well 
as  the  established  methods  of  ophthalmic  therapeutics. 

The  first  fourteen  chapters  give  an  excellent  description  of  therapeutic  methods 
and  remedies,  and  how  to  apply  them,  while  the  second  part  of  the  ninth  chapter  deals 
with  the  special  parts  of  the  eye  and  its  appendages. 

The  volume  is  well  printed  and  indexed,  and  contains  a fund  of  knowledge  that  could 
only  be  gotten  by  reading  a large  number  of  text-books,  many  of  which  are  in  foreign 
languages. 

The  book  is  to  be  commended  to  everyone  interested  in  ophthalmic  therapeutics.

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THE  PROBLEM  OF  THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING. 

In  the  October  number  of  the  Bulletin  we  deplored  the  fact  that  the 
recent  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Faculty  at  Annapolis  could  scarcely, 
from  the  standpoint  of  attendance  or  enthusiasm,  be  looked  upon  as  a 
howling  success,  and  we  called  upon  our  members  for  suggestions  as  to  how 
these  gatherings  might  be  made  more  attractive.  We  are  pleased  to  call 
attention  to  a communication  which  appears  on  another  page  of  the  Bul- 
letin, from  Dr.  Magruder,  the  secretary  of  the  Baltimore  City  Medical 
Society,  who  proposes  a plan  which,  in  our  opinion,  has  much  to  commend 
it.  For  reasons  which  are  clearly  set  forth  in  his  letter,  he  suggests,  in  brief, 
that  the  semi-annual  meetings  of  the  Faculty  be  hereafter  held  in  Balti- 
more, on  the  third  Friday  in  October,  this  being  the  date  of  one  of  the  regu- 
lar business  meetings  of  the  Baltimore  City  Medical  Society.  The  late- 
ness of  the  date  would  do  away  with  the  objection  now  so  frequently  urged 
that  the  semi-annual  meetings  come  too  soon  after  the  summer  vacation 
period.  By  the  middle  of  October,  moreover,  the  various  hospital  clinics 
of  the  city  are  in  full  swing,  and  our  county  members  would  find  a short 
visit  to  the  city  at  this  time  not  only  pleasant  but  also  profitable.  In  the 
evening  they  would  be  the  guests  of  the  City  Society  at  its  regular  scien- 
tific and  business  meeting,  which  could  be  made  a big  affair.  Further 
scientific  and  social  features  of  a semi-annual  meeting  of  this  sort  are  mere 
matters  of  detail,  which  could  be  arranged  easily  enough. 

Many  other  advantages  of  this  plan  will  suggest  themselves,  and  it 
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seems  to  us  to  present  a ha])py  solution  of  this  perplexing  problem  of  the 
semi-annual  meetings.  There  seems  to  lie  no  doubt,  at  any  rate,  that 
unless  some  such  plan  is  adopted,  it  would  be  far  better  to  discontinue  the 
meetings  altogether  rather  than  to  adhere  to  the  present  unsatisfactory 
method  of  holding  them.  A departure  from  the  present  plan,  whatever  it 
may  be,  Avill  involve  no  amendment  of  the  Constitution  or  By-laws,  for 
Section  1 of  Article  YHI  of  the  former  states  that  “The  annual  meeting 
of  the  Faculty  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  beginning  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  April,  and  semi-annual  meetings  ma}-  be  called  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Council  may  designate.”  In  other  words,  the  matter  is 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Council,  who,  it  is  safe  to  say,  will  be  only  too 
glad  to  guide  its  action  liy  the  wishes  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty.  It 
is  only  necessary,  therefore,  that  these  wishes  be  expressed,  and  we  there- 
fore again  invite  a discussion  of  this  matter  through  the  Bulletin,  espe- 
cially from  the  county  members,  who  are,  perhaps,  even  more  concerned 
in  this  question  than  are  those  who  live  in  the  city. 

SEND  YOUR  EMBRYOLOGICAL  SPECIMENS  TO  DR.  MALL. 

Professor  iNIall,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Lmiversity,  again  requests  that 
physicians  send  him  embryological  specimens,  which  are  constantly  falling 
into  their  hands.  The  collection  of  such  specimens  at  the  Johns  Hopkins 
is  one  now  of  the  best  in  existence,  has  been  studied  carefully  by  the  staff 
there,  and  is  being  used  constantly  by  anatomi.sts  at  home  and  abroad. 
Aliout  100  pulilished  studies  on  human  embryology  are  based  upon  this 
collection,  including  the  “Manual  of  Human  Embryology,”  in  two  vol- 
umes, published  recently  by  the  J.  B.  Lippincott  Company. 

Much  more  material  than  is  now  at  hand  is  needed  by  investigators  to 
further  the  science  of  human  embryology  as  well  as  to  study  with  greater 
care  the  diseases  of  the  ovum  and  the  cause  of  abortion.  To  make  material 
of  greatest  value  it  should  be  jireserved  immediately  after  the  abortion  n 
a 10  per  cent  solution  of  formalin,  or  l>y  more  refined  methods,  if  they  are 
at  hand.  Small  specimens  should  not  be  dissected,  but  should  be  preserved 
entire  in  formalin.  Of  very  great  value  are  good  histories  of  the  cases, 
for  through  them  we  may  discover  the  cause  of  abortions,  and  ultimately 
their  cure.  Studies  of  this  kind  enable  embryologists  to  be  of  use  to  jihy- 
sicians  in  active  practice.  Specimens  should  be  packed  in  bottles  filled 
completely  with  the  preserving  fluid,  and  not  wraiijied  in  cotton.  If  there 
are  no  air  spaces  in  the  bottle,  no  amount  of  shaking  will  injure  the  most 
delicate  embryo.  Small  specimens  may  be  sent  l>y  mail,  while  larger  ones 
should  be  .sent  by  ('xpress,  collect  charges,  to  Dr.  F.  P.  ^lall,  Johns  Hoji- 
kins  Medical  School,  Baltimore,  Md. 


ONE  HUNDRED  AND  TWELFTH  SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING 
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ONE  HUNDRED  AND  TWELFTH  SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING 

MINUTES  OF  THE  GENERAL  SESSION. 

Monday,  September  12, 1910.  2.30  p.m. 

An  address  of  welcome  was  given  by  the  Hon.  J.  F.  Strange,  Mayor  of  Annapolis; 
also  an  address  by  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Brayshaw,  President  of  the  Anne  Arundel  County 
Medical  Society.  These  were  responded  to,  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty,  by  the  president. 
Dr.  Franklin  B.  Smith. 

Monday,  September  12,  1910.  8.30  p.m. 

A reception  and  oyster-roast,  was  tendered  the  visiting  members  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  Annapolis  at  Boucher’s  Casino  on  the  Spa.  This  was  an  excellent  enter- 
tainment and  proved  most  enjoyable. 

Tuesday,  September  17,  1910.  State  House,  10.30  a.m. 

The  112th  Semi-Annual  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president.  Dr.  Franklin 
B.  Smith.  Dr.  J.  E.  Deets  was  elected  secretary  pro  tern.  The  following  program 
was  carried  out: 

“Symposium  on  Administration  State  Department  of  Health:’’ 

Dr.  M.  L.  Price  spoke  of  the  scope  and  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

Up  to  1910  the  State  Board  of  Health  received  an  annual  appropriation  for  all  pur- 
poses of  only  $20,300.  This  appropriation  was  more  than  doubled  by  the  Legislature 
of  1910,  and  the  total  amount  now  available  for  the  Department  is  about  $57,000  annu- 
ally. 

Probably  the  most  important  bill  passed  by  the  Legislature  was  a re-organization 
act  which  may  be  described  as  an  act  to  establish  a State  Department  of  Health.  This 
law  provided  for  the  establishment  of  five  bureaus  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
and  its  secretary,  as  follows:  Bureau  of  Communicable  Diseases,  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics,  Bureau  of  Bacteriology,  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  and  Bureau  of  Sanitary 
Engineering. 

We  realize  fully  that  the  great  advance  which  we  have  been  able  to  make  has  been 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  public  spirited  and  progressive  members  of  the  Faculty,  and 
we  hope  to  make  a record  even  on  our  limited  appropriation  of  which  the  members  of 
the  Faculty  and  all  other  citizens  of  this  State  will  have  no  reason  to  be  ashamed. 

Dr.  Price  then  spoke  of  the  functions  of  public  health  administration  in  the  State 
Government,  and  compared  it  with  another  large  and  important  item,  the  regulation 
of  crime. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Stoner  read  a paper  by  Dr.  Wm.  R.  Stokes  on  “Bureau  of  Bacteriology.” 
This  Bureau,  he  said,  consists  of  a chief  and  an  assistant  bacteriologist,  two  labora- 
tory assistants  and  a secretary. 

Dr.  Stokes  then  described  the  functions  of  each  of  these  officials.  In  addition  to 
the  routine  work  of  the  laboratory  special  investigations  are  coming  to  occupy  more 
and  more  of  the  time.  These  include  such  matters  as  the  detection  of  carrier  cases  in 
institutions,  camps  and  on  dairy  farms,  and  such  diseases  as  typhoid  and  para- 
typhoid infections,  dysentery  and  meningitis.  These  can  all  be  restricted  by  such 
studies.  Special  investigations  have  also  detected  the  typhoid  bacillus  in  drinking 
water,  which  has  caused  typhoid  fever  in  institutions  and  communities.  The  bureau 
is  now  prepared  to  study  such  subjects  as  the  refrigeration  of  food,  the  proper  methods 
of  preserving  foods,  and  the  examination  of  oyster  beds,  and  it  will  soon  supply  our 
culture  stations  throughout  the  state  with  outfits  for  the  study  of  typhoid  and  para- 
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typhoid  bacilli  in  the  blood,  feces  and  urine.  These  outfits  can  now  be  secured  upon 
application  to  the  department. 

Dr.  C.  W.  G.  Rohrer  then  gave  a paper  on  “Bureau  of  Communicable  Diseases.” 

A preventable  or  communicable  disease  is  one  whose  means  or  methods  of  trans- 
mission is  at  least  fairh’  well  known.  Such  a disease  may  be  infectious  or  contagious 
or  both.  By  “infectious”  we  mean  “due  to  a specific  germ.”  By  “contagious”  we 
mean  “transmissible  by  direct  contact.” 

The  principal  communicable  diseases  are  fifteen  in  number,  as  follows:  tubercu- 
losis, typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  influenza,  diphtheria, 
smallpox,  chickenpox  and  mumps.  German  measles  should  also  be  mentioned.  Ty- 
phus fever,  yellow  fever  and  cholera — terrible  scourges  in  days  gone  by — need  scarcely 
concern  us  at  the  present  time.  So  far  bubonic  plague  has  been  confined  to  the  Pacific 
Coast.  Malaria  has  almost  been  stamped  out  of  Maryland.  Other  diseases  due  to 
external  parasites,  especiall}'  hook-worm  and  pellagra,  have  become  of  increasing 
importance. 

Bright’s  disease,  heart  disease  and  apoplexy,  a triad  of  diseases  which  annually 
carry  off  1750  persons  in  the  counties  of  Maryland,  could  largeh'  be  prevented,  or 
theirfatal  effects  indefinitely  postponed,  by  avoiding  those  things  which  precipitate 
an  attack. 

Dr.  Rohrer  then  gave  a short  historical  account  of  the  communicable  diseases, 
and  in  conclusion  he  urged  that  since  there  has  not  been  a death  from  smallpox  in 
Maryland  for  five  years,  our  attention  be  more  fully  turned  to  such  diseases  as  measles, 
whooping  cough  and  typhoid  fever. 

Dr.  W.  B.  D.  Penniman  gave  a paper  on  the  “Bureau  of  Chemistry.” 

The  duties  of  such  a department,  he  said,  are  of  two  kinds:  first  and  most  important, 
the  rapid  and  accurate  examination  of  samples  on  which  a report  is  necessary  to  decide 
questions  of  health  or  adulteration ; second,  the  investigation  of  problems  which  come 
up  in  the  course  of  the  work  of  the  laboratory,  or  from  the  outside  through  the  differ- 
ent bureaus. 

In  equipping  the  laboratory,  although  we  have  had  both  classes  of  work  in  mind, 
it  is  evident  that  the  limited  means  at  hand  as  well  as  the  fact  that  more  and  immedi- 
ate work  can  be  accomplished  should  give  an  especial  importance  to  work  of  the  first 
class. 

Necessary  apparatus  has  been  provided  for  the  routine  chemical  examination  of 
water,  milk,  and  milk  products,  foods  and  drugs. 

A detailed  description  of  the  laboratory  equipment  for  these  purposes  was  given. 
Standing  as  the  Chemical  Bureau  does,  in  close  relationship  to  the  other  bureaus  of 
the  department,  as  well  as  to  the  administration  of  the  food  and  drug  act,  other  inves- 
tigations will  be  continuallj-  called  for.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  bureau  may  be 
able  to  purchase  the  necessary  apparatus  and  to  employ  such  specialists  as  may  be 
required  for  the  proper  working  out  of  these  problems. 

In  conclusion.  Dr.  Penniman  called  upon  the  medical  profession  for  cooperation  in 
the  work  of  the  department. 

Dr.  Charles  Caspar!,  Jr.,  read  a paper  on  “The  Food  and  Drug  Act.”  He  spoke  of 
some  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  of  the  plans 
which  have  been  made  for  the  future. 

Dr.  W.  Frank  Hines  read  a paper  on  the  “Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics.” 

“Vital  Statistics”  was  defined  as  that  part  of  medicine  relating  to  the  figures  of 
birth,  morbidity  and  mortalitj",  which  implies  the  gathering  of  statistics  therefrom. 

The  medical  profession,  now  so  largely  engaged  in  preventive  medicine,  can  by 
thorough  cooperation  with  health  departments,  eventually  bring  about  a condition 
helpful  to  the  people. 
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From  the  standpoint  of  economy  to  the  individual  and  to  the  State,  the  advantage 
resulting  from  a general  state  and  national  standard  law  admits  of  no  question.  It 
is  not  difficult  to  agree  with  the  statements  of  the  Census  Bureau  that  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal reasons  for  the  failure  of  complete  registration  is  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
local  registrars,  by  which  is  meant  the  local  health  officers,  will  not  or  do  not  perform 
their  duties  any  too  faithfully,  and  that  a number  of  them  for  various  reasons  are  not 
inclined  to  coerce  delinquents.  The  remedy  for  this  lies  in  changing  the  appointing 
power,  or  at  any  rate  in  requiring  the  appointing  power  to  be  well  assured  of  the 
qualifications  of  the  health  officer  and  to  have  full  authority  to  remove  him  on  evi- 
dence showing  disinterestedness,  indulgence  or  incompetency. 

Dr.  Hines  then  spoke  of  the  relation  of  his  bureau  to  certain  methods  recently 
enacted,  such  as  the  Midwifery  Law,  etc. 

Mr.  W.  Pinkney  Whyte  read  a paper  on  the  “ Legal  Aspects  of  Public  Health  Admin- 
istration.” 

It  must  be  manifest  to  all,  he  said,  that  no  department  of  health  can  carry  on  its 
work  successfully  without  a prompt  reporting  to  it  of  infectious  diseases. 

The  question  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  require  this  has  not  been  determined  in 
this  State  by  our  Appellate  Court,  and  perhaps  never  will  be,  because  in  other  juris- 
dictions this  question  has  been  thoroughly  thrashed  out  and  the  matter  is  hardly  a 
debatable  one. 

The  State  Board  of  Health,  in  the  discharge  of  its  public  du  ,ies,  will  have  to  see  to 
a rigid  enforcement  of  chis  law,  and  it  intends  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Whyte  then  discussed  legal  aspects  of  many  questions,  citing  a number  of  cases 
from  the  Courts  of  various  States.  Other  legal  questions  involved  in  the  work  of  the 
State  Board  were  then  considerded. 

Dr.  Richard  H.  Johnston  gave  a paper  on  “Some  Oesophageal  and  Bronchoscopic 
Cases.” 

“The  oesophagoscope  and  bronschoscope  have  long  since  passed  the  experimental 
stage.  The  results  in  the  removal  of  foreign  bodies  and  in  the  treatment  of  strictures 
of  the  oesophagus,  malignant  and  benign,  have  been  little  short  of  marvelous.  In  the 
conduct  of  oesophageal  diseases  it  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  the  oesophagoscope 
will  within  the  next  few  years  entirely  supplant  all  other  methods  of  treatment.  The 
ease  of  introducing  the  instrument  and  the  accuracy  with  which  the  smallest  patho- 
logic condition  can  be  studied  combine  to  make  it  one  of  the  surest  diagnostic  methods. 
Objections  to  these  methods  of  examination  have  been  the  difficulty  of  passing  cum- 
bersome instruments  and  the  necessity  of  general  anaesthesia.  With  the  improved 
tubes  and  lights  and  better  technique,  these  difficulties  have  been  overcome,  so  that 
t is  possible  in  most  adult  patients,  with  cocaine  or  alypin  anaesthesia,  to  make  an 
lexaminationof  the  oesophagus  or  the  bronchi  in  from  15  to  45  minutes.  In  this  branch 
of  medicine  simplicity  of  instruments  is  to  be  desired.  In  my  work  I invariably  use 
Jackson’s  scopes  and,  when  one  has  mastered  their  use,  I do  not  believe  they  can  be 
improved  upon.  The  simplicity  of  the  tube  and  the  source  of  light  at  the  end  are  points 
which  do  not  obtain  in  other  intruments.  During  the  past  few  years  oesophagoscopy 
has  steadily  increased  in  favor  but  there  are  still  members  of  the  profession  who  pre- 
fer a gastrostomy  to  the  bloodless  method.  After  an  experience  of  three  years  I can 
confidently  say  that  95  per  cent  of  all  oesophageal  strictures  can  be  successfully  dilated 
through  the  oesophagoscope  with  practically  no  danger  to  the  patient.  The  fact 
that  one  sees  what  he  is  doing  adds  confidence.” 

Dr.  Johnston  then  spoke  of  the  history  of  four  patients  whom  he  has  seen  in  the  last 
few  months,  which  demonstrated  in  an  interesting  way  the  usefulness  of  the  oesopha- 
goscope and  bronchoscope. 
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Tills  paper  was  discussed  by  Dr.  John  Winslow. 

Dr. Pierce  Kintzingread  a paper  on  “Mercurials  in  the  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis.” 
This  paper  was  discussed  by  Dr.  John  Girdwood  and  Dr.  Williams,  of  Wa.«hington, 
D.  C. 

Dr.  C’.  W.  G.  Rohrer  gave  a paper  on  “A  Plea  for  the  Betterment  of  Health  in  the 
County  Districts.” 

The  term  “county  district,”  as  used  in  this  paper,  is  construed  to  mean  a county 
town  or  village  as  a centre  point,  with  its  surrounding  rural  free  delivery  territory. 

That  such  districts  do  not  receive  full  and  proper  public  health  recognition  must  be 
apparent  to  every  careful  observer.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  natural  con- 
ilitions  of  county  towns  and  county  di.stricts  are  usually  ideal  and  conducive  to  health 
and  longevity,  the  actual  state  of  affairs  is  usually  disappointing.  This  is  largely 
due  to  lack  of  attention  on  the  part  of  the  physician  or  health  officer. 

There  are  many  dangers  to  which  the  residents  of  county  towns  are  exposed.  “The 
Old  Oaken  Bucket,”  famous  in  song  and  in  history,  may  be  reeking  with  deadly  ty- 
phoid bacilli.  “Old  Dog  Tray”  may  accidentally  transmit  to  one  or  more  members  of 
the  family  a rare  species  of  tape  worm — Taenia  echinococcus — which  causes  fatal 
hydatid  disease.  The  common  household  pet,  the  tabby  cat,  may  transmit  amoebas 
and  other  intestinal  parasites.  The  pestiferous  rat  may  convey  trichinosis,  tuber- 
culosis, leprosy,  cancer,  and  even  bubonic  plague  itself.  The  writer  of  this  paper 
believes  that  the  rat  or  mouse  may  even  prove  to  be  the  conveyer  of  pellagra,  that 
terrible  leprosy  of  the  present  age. 

Even  more  deadly  and  more  to  be  feared  in  country  places  are  the  infectious  and 
communicable  diseases,  for  the  average  countryman  does  not  believe  in  germs. 

The  economic  loss  sustained  bj’  the  people  of  Maryland  through  the  agencj'  of 
preventable  diesases  is  a considerable  item. 

Dr.  Rohrer  recommended  the  appointment  by  the  Faculty  of  a “Health  of  Towns 
Commission,”  for  in  this  way  a great  step  would  be  taken  toward  the  betterment  of 
health  in  the  county  districts. 

This  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Bishop  and  Todd. 

The  last  j)aper  was  read  by  Dr.  Alexius  McGlannan  on  the  “Advantages  of  De- 
compression in  the  Treatment  of  Head  Injuries.” 

The  important  point  in  dealing  with  head  injuries  is  to  decide  the  amount  of  injury 
to  the  brain,  and  the  degree  of  interference  with  the  intra-cranial  tension.  An  exten- 
sive laceration  of  the  brain  associated  with  compound  fracture  of  the  skull  may  give 
rise  to  no  alarming  symptoms,  and  is  likely  to  recover  if  the  wound  in  free  from  infec- 
tion. On  the  other  hand  a slight  injury  to  the  head  may  cause  death  from  acute  hyper- 
tension, without  any  gross  changes  in  the  brain.  This  acute  increase  of  the  intra- 
cranial tension  is  the  most  urgent,  as  well  as  the  most  interesting,  of  the  results  of 
head  injuries.  Its  danger  lies  in  the  possibility  of  compression  anaemia  of  the  vital 
centers  of  the  medulla. 

Dr.  McGlannan  then  discussed  the  treatment  of  the  various  types  of  injuries  of  the 
skull.  He  then  considered  in  detail  the  conditions  spoken  of  as  concussion,  contusion 
and  compression.  The  jiathological  and  clinical  relation  of  these  conditions  is  so  close 
that  they  are  usually  considered  together.  The  technique  of  the  operation  of  com- 
pression was  then  detailed.

Why  would  it  not  be  a good  idea 
to  have  the  semi-annual  meetings  of  the  Faculty  held  hereafter  on  the  third  Thurs- 
day and  Friday  of  October  in  Baltimore,  having  the  regular  business  and  scientific 
sessions  held  as  usual  and  allow  the  Baltimore  City  Medical  Society  to  entertain  the 
members  of  the  various  county  societies  at  a scientific  session  on  Friday  night?  The 
Faculty  might  easily  afford  to  give  a luncheon  to  the  members  in  attendance  on  one 
of  the  days,  and  clinics  at  the  various  hospitals,  and  other  interesting  features  might 
be  added  for  the  benefit  of  the  visiting  physicians.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SANITARY  AND  MORAL 

PROPHYLAXIS,  1910. 

In  summing  up  the  third  year  of  this  Committee’s  work,  I beg  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

It  is  known  to  you  all  that  the  Committee  carries  on  its  work  through  the  agency 
of  the  Maryland  Society  of  Social  Hygiene,  an  organization  which  permits  us  to  coop- 
erate with  and  to  obtain  the  support  of  men  and  women  outside  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession. The  salaried  agents  of  this  Society,  Dr.  Emil  Novak  and  Miss  Laura  B. 
Garrett,  have  done  the  major  part  of  the  work,  which  consists  mainly  of  instructional 
talks  on  Sex  Hygiene.  In  this  way  suitable  instruction  has  been  given  to  2550  men 
and  boys,  3031  women,  2339  girls  and  92  children,  making  a total  of  7812  individuals. 
These  figures  do  not  include  the  attendance  at  the  two  public  meetings  of  the  Soci- 
ety held  during  the  past  winter.  Aliss  Ellen  Torelle  of  Minneapolis  gave  an  illus- 
trated lecture  on  “The  Importance  of  Biology  as  a Means  of  Teaching  Sex  Hygiene’’ 
before  an  audience  of  about  600,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  last  week. 
Dr.  L.  F.  Barker  addressed  an  audience  of  over  800  on  “The  Importance  of  the  Eu- 
genic Movement  and  its  Relation  to  Social  Hygiene.”  About  3500  pamphlets  deal- 
ing with  various  phases  of  the  sex  problem  were  distributed,  and  there  passed  through 
the  treasury  of  the  Society  $2104.12. 

These  data  will  indicate  to  you  the  exten-^  of  the  work,  and  the  response  to  its  efforts 
which  your  Committee  has  received.  It  is  a valid  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  your  offi- 
cers who  inaugurated  this  form  of  preventive  medicine  under  the  auspices  of  this 
Faculty,  and  seems  a proper  justification  for  the  continuance  of  this  Committee. 
It  is  yet  far  too  soon  to  look  for  results  in  the  reduction  of  venereal  disease;  it  is, 
however,  not  too  soon  to  feel  confident  that  the  public  is  willing  to  learn  and  that 
this  is  the  first  step  in  prevention. 
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I may  also  report  that  the  Maryland  Society  of  Social  Hj-giene  officially  intro- 
duced into  the  last  Legislature  the  bill  known  as  the  Pandering  Act,  which  has  since 
become  law,  and  which  has  for  its  purpose  the  prevention  of  traffic  in  girls,  com- 
monly known  as  the  White  Slave  Trade. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  the  thanks  of  this  Committee  for  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  of  many  members,  and  especially  of  the  President  of  the  Facidty.

HOWARD  COUNTY. 

A meeting  of  the  Howard  County  Medical  Society  was  held  at  Ellicott  City  on 
Tuesday,  October  4,  Dr.  Tumbleson  presiding.  The  meeting  was  well  attended. 
Dr.  Emil  Novak,  of  Baltimore,  by  invitation  read  a paper  upon  the  subject  “A  Dis- 
cussion of  Some  Common  Gynecological  Symptoms.”  After  a brief  consideration 
of  the  common  disorders  of  the  menstrual  function,  he  devoted  the  major  portion 
of  his  address  to  a discussion  of  two  symptoms  which,  in  spite  of  their  great  frequency, 
are  even  now  only  imperfectly  understood — backache  and  leucorrhea.  While  back- 
ache may  be  due  to  visceral  disease,  either  abdominal  or  pelvic,  it  should  not  be  for- 
gotten that  in  perhaps  the  largest  number  of  cases  it  is  due  either  to  static  causes  or 
to  a relaxation  of  the  sacro-iliac  joints.  The  relative  importance  of  these  factors  was 
discussed  in  detail,  together  with  the  mechanism  involved  in  the  production  of  the 
backache  in  these  cases,  its  treatment,  etc. 

The  general  principles  involved  in  the  production  of  leucorrhea  were  then  consid- 
ered, emphasis  being  laid  upon  the  fact  that  leucorrhea  does  not  always  mean  “endo- 
metritis” or  “vaginitis,”  and  that,  as  a matter  of  fact,  it  often  occurs  in  the  entire 
absence  of  any  local  disease. 

Dr.  Novak’s  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Tumbleson,  Erickson,  Miller,  and  White.

SECTION  on  clinical  MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY'  AND  SECTION  ON  GYNECOLOGY  AND 

OBSTETRICS. 

A joint  meeting  of  the  Section  on  Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery  and  the  Section 
on  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics  was  held  on  Friday  evening,  October  7.  Dr.  Joseph 
C.  Bloodgood  presided. 

The  first  paper  was  by  Dr.  J.  M.  T.  Finney,  on  “Observations  on  the  Surgery  of 
Great  Britain.”  This  was  an  entertaining  and  instructive  description  of  the  various 
surgical  clinics  in  England,  as  observed  during  the  recent  visit  thereto  of  many  of 
the  prominent  American  surgeons. 

The  second  paper,  by  Dr.  William  Royal  Stokes,  dealt  with  the  subject  of  “Vac- 
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cine  Therapy  of  Typlioid  Fever.’’  After  presenting  in  a simjjle  way  tlie  principal 
facts  with  regiard  to  the  modern  theory  of  immunity.  Dr.  Stokes  described  the  results 
which  have  been  obtained  in  the  prevention  of  typhoid  fever  by  vaccination  with 
the  so-called  typhoid  vaccine.  The  residts  in  the  treatment  of  the  disease  are  much 
less  encouraging,  though  not  without  significance,  as  shown  by  a series  of  cases  treated 
in  this  way  at  the  Mercy  Hospital.  At  the  presen'  time,  however,  the  value  of  vac- 
cination lies  especially  in  the  prophylaxis  of  the  disease.  This  paper  was  discussed 
by  Dr.  W.  S.  Thaj’er. 

The  final  paper,  by  Dr.  T.  S.  Cullen,  on  “Tumors  of  the  Umbilicus,’’  was  post- 
l)oned  until  the  next  meeting  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour. 

This  meeting  was  the  first  of  the  year,  and  the  large  attendance  makes  the  opening 
of  the  year’s  .section  work  especially  auspicious.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

Dislocations  and  Joint-Fractures.  By  Frederic  ,J.  Cotton,  A.M.,  M.D.,  First  Assist* 
ant  Surgeon  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital;  Assistant  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery 
in  Tufts  College  Medical  School,  Boston.  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  Philadel- 
phia. Cloth,  S6.00  net;  Half  Morocco,  $7.50  net. 

The  author’s  large  clinical  experience  and  his  special  attainment  of  draftsman- 
ship have  been  comijined  in  a most  pleasing  and  satisfactory  manner  in  the  presen- 
tation of  this  volume. 

The  text  is  clear  and  full  and  the  illustrations  are  numerous,  well  executed  and 
instructive.  The  work  is  complete  enough  for  a reference  book,  yet  not  too  detailed 
for  the  general  practitioner.  One  is  struck  by  the  extent  of  the  field  which  is  allowed 
by  this  title.  It  apparently  leaves  no  great  number  of  fraccures  unconsidered,  and 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  few  have  not  been  written  of  in  this  same  excellent 
manner. 

In  considering  the  booK  as  a whole,  we  feel  that  the  author  has  completed  a work 
which  must  be  considered  an  authority. 

What  You  Ought  to  Know  About  Your  Baby.  By  Leonard  Keene  Hirshberg,  B.A., 
M.D.  Published  by  the  Butcerick  Publishing  Coinjiany,  New  A'ork.  1910.  A 
Text  Book  for  Mothers  on  the  Care  and  Feeding  of  Babies,  with  Questions  and 
Answers  especially  Prepared  by  the  Editor. 

This  little  book  of  97  pages  contains  a great  deal  of  very  useful  information  told  in 
a very  popular  nammer,  and  after  each  chapter  there  is  a series  of  questions  and 
answers  which  ought  to  make  the  subject  matter  perfectly  clear.  The  book  isfull  of 
sound  common  sense,  and  is  one  which  can  be  recommended  to  a mother  for  daily  use.

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NEW  PLAN  FOR  SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETINGS  MEETS  WITH 

FAVOR. 

In  another  department  of  this  issue  we  print  communications  from  two  of 
our  county  members,  both  of  whom  strongly  endorse  the  plan  suggested 
by  Dr.  Magruder  in  the  November  Bulletin  for  holding  the  semi-annual 
meetings  of  the  Faculty  in  the  future.  Dr.  Hall,  who  for  seven  years  has 
been  the  very  efficient  secretary  of  the  Worcester  County  Medical  Society, 
offers  a number  of  strong  reasons  why  the  meetings  should  be  held  in  Balti- 
more during  the  month  of  October,  and  Dr.  Green  also  expresses  himself 
as  in  favor  of  the  change.  These  opinions  are  especially  valuable,  inasmuch 
as  they  may  be  taken  as  indicating  the  point  of  view  of  our  county  members, 
who  are  most  directly  concerned  in  the  proposed  innovation.  A number  of 
other  members  of  the  Faculty,  some  living  in  the  city  and. some  in  the  coun- 
ties, have  endorsed  the  idea  most  heartily,  while  up  to  the  present  time  not 
a single  objection  to  the  proposed  plan  has  been  heard.  We  are  convinced, 
therefore,  that  the  plan  meets  with  the  approval  of  our  membership, 
and  we  propose  to  see  to  it  that  the  matter  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council  in  an  official  way  at  the  proper  time.  There  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  latter  body  will  be  only  too  glad  to  adopt  a plan  having  so 
much  in  its  favor  and  meeting  with  such  general  approval  as  this,  so  that 
it  seems  very  probable  that  the  next  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Faculty 
will  be  held  in  Baltimore  in  October  of  1911. 
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DO  YOU  KNOW  THAT  THE  FACULTY  HAS  A CLINICAL 

LABORATORY? 

Shortly  after  the  dedication  of  our  new  building  in  May  of  1908  a most 
welcome  gift  was  received  from  Dr.  Hugh  H.  Young,  in  the  form  of  a sum 
of  money  to  be  devoted  to  the  equipment  of  a clinical  laboratory  in  the 
home  of  the  Faculty,  for  the  use  of  its  members.  Once  before  we  have 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  laboratory  is  fully  equipped  and  that 
it  offers  every  facility  for  such  laboratory  work  as  forms  part  of  the  work, 
or  should  form  part  of  the  work,  of  practically  every  practitioner  of  medi- 
cine. 

Our  reason  for  again  speaking  of  the  matter  is  the  fact  that  only  a very 
small  proportion  of  our  city  membership  are  availing  themselves  of  the 
facilities  thus  placed  within  easy  reach.  It  was  a fine  idea  which  led  to  the 
original  establishment  of  the  laboratory,  and  it  seems  a pity  that  more 
general  use  has  not  been  made  of  it.  Especially  valuable  should  the  labora- 
tory be  to  the  large  number  of  physicians  who  are  not  in  any  way  associ- 
ated with  hospitals  or  medical  colleges,  for,  besides  supplying  the  need  for 
laboratory  facilities,  it  should  constitute  an  important  factor  in  keeping 
them  in  touch  with  the  present  laboratory  trend  of  medical  science.  Bj' 
thus  housing  a laboratory  as  well  as  our  fine  collection  of  medical  literature, 
the  new  building  fulfills  in  an  ideal  way  the  functions  of  a medical  head- 
quarters, correlating  these  important  forces  for  medical  progress  with  the 
fundamental  factor  of  clinical  experience.  It  is  because  we  believe  that  the 
limited  use  so  far  made  of  the  laboratory  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Facultj^  are  scarcely  aware  of  its  existence  that  we  have  been  led 
to  call  attention  to  the  matter  once  more. 

A WORD  TO  THE  NEOPHYTES 

Once  again  medical  colleges  all  over  the  country  have  entered  upon  their 
work  of  fashioning  doctors  from  the  raw  material  which  comes  to  them 
from  all  over  the  land.  Happily,  the  days  of  the  old  diploma  mill  are  about 
past,  to  return  no  more,  and  matriculation  and  graduation  no  longer  con- 
stitute the  only  noteworthy  events  of  the  medical  student’s  life.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  if  all  the  young  men  who  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine  could 
fully  realize  the  real  magnitude  of  the  problem  they  are  attacking,  not  a 
few  would  be  inclined  to  turn  back.  The  road  to  real  success  is  always  a 
rough  one,  and  it  is  seldom  easy  to  predict  who  will  reach  the  coveted  goal 
and  who  will  drop  by  the  wayside.  However  great  one’s  initial  abilities, 
success  is  rare  without  a plentiful  supply  of  “bulldog  tenacity,”  for  the 
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road  is  a long  one,  and  the  strongest  and  swiftest  will  lose  heart  unless  con- 
tinually stimulated  by  an  unconquerable  perseverance. 

The  tendency  of  the  world  is  to  speak  of  every  successful  man  as  a ge- 
nius. Many  a man  is  thus  misbranded.  The  man  to  whom  this  term  is 
wrongfully  applied  is  usually  one  who  has  made  the  fullest  use  of  his  orig- 
inal capital  in  life,  who  has  invested  it  to  the  best  advantage,  and  who  is 
now  a rich  man  as  far  as  natural  resources  go.  By  calling  such  a man  a 
genius  society  complacently  offers  a sop  to  the  shortcomings  of  most  of 
its  members,  many  of  whom  have  squandered  an  original  capital  in  talent 
and  ability  perhaps  much  greater  than  that  of  the  so-called  genius.  The 
leaders  in  the  world’s  varied  activities  have  much  justification  for  a feel- 
ing of  irritation  that  their  success  is  frequently  ascribed  not  to  any  effort 
of  their  own,  but  rather  to  the  generosity  of  their  forbears,  who  bequeathed 
to  them  certain  characteristics  which  enabled  them  to  tower  far  above 
their  fellows.  It  is  not  of  course  intended  to  convey  the  impression  that, 
as  far  as  native  ability  goes,  all  men  are  born  equal.  Such  a view  is  too  pal- 
pably wrong  and  absurd  for  serious  consideration.  The  medical  man  who 
would  deny  the  influence  of  heredity  in  determining  mental  characteristics 
would  indeed  be  setting  himself  against  all  the  present  knowledge  and  tra- 
ditions of  his  profession.  The  mind,  infinitely  more  subtle  than  the  body, 
permits  of  far  more  delicate  shadings  of  variation,  and  if  individuals  pre- 
sent countless  physical  differences,  how  much  greater  are  the  possibilities 
of  difference  in  mental  capability.  But  this  does  not  alter  the  burden  of 
our  argument,  and  again  it  may  be  insisted  that  without  hard  work  and 
perseverance  real  success  is  impossible,  and  that  even  without  any  over- 
powering native  ability  there  are  few  to  whom  honest  and  persistent  en- 
deavor will  not  bring  a fair  measure  of  success. 

From  the  endless  number  of  advances  and  discoveries  in  medicine  which 
are  distributed  throughout  the  centuries,  how  many  can  be  picked  which 
were  not  made  possible  by  work,  often  by  work  alone?  Can  any  one  think 
that  Harvey’s  discovery  of  the  circulation  was  the  result  of  a happy  idea 
that  dawned  upon  the  pupil  of  Fabricius  overnight?  Not  so,  for  it  was 
only  after  the  most  prolonged  investigations  that  he  finally  arrived  at  the 
truth.  Not  only  work,  but  also  that  bulldog  tenacity  of  which  we  have 
already  spoken  characterized  Harvey’s  investigation,  for  he  was  compelled 
to  maintain  the  correctness  of  his  observations  in  the  face  of  the  ridi- 
cule of  the  entire  profession  of  his  time,  many  of  whom  considered  him 
actually  demented  for  holding  such  revolutionary  ideas.  Read  the  his- 
tory of  antisepsis,  of  anaesthesia,  of  vaccination,  of  any  of  the  monuments 
which  master-minds  have  erected  for  themselves  in  the  field  of  medicine, 
and  the  corner-stone  of  each  monument  is  work. 

The  most  common  complaint  of  the  lazy  man  is  lack  of  opportunity. 
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An  old  saying,  much  quoted,  is  that  “Opportunity  knocks  but  once  at 
each  man’s  door.”  In  our  humble  opinion,  no  more  fallacious  sentence 
was  ever  framed.  The  men  who  do  not  have  innumerable  opportunities 
are  like  those  old  practitioners  of  medicine  who  have  never  encountered 
lacerations  of  the  perineum  in  their  obstetric  practice,  or  those  who  have 
never  seen  a case  of  ectopic  gestation.  In  the  first  instance,  the  lacerations 
of  the  perineum  are  not  seen  because  they  are  not  looked  for,  and  in  the 
second,  the  ectopic  gestation  is  not  encountered  because  not  recognized. 
So  it  is  with  opportunity.  Some  there  are  who  never  have  opportunities 
because  they  never  seek  them,  while  others  would  not  recognize  an  oppor- 
tunity if  directly  confronted  with  one. 

Four  years  hence  the  classes  which  are  now  entering  upon  the  study  of 
medicine  will  be  poured  into  the  veins  of  the  medical  profession.  A great 
deal  depends  upon  the  preparation  of  this  infusion  during  the  next  four 
years.  If  the  preparation  be  unskillful,  the  infusion  will  excite  an  annoying 
and  harmful  reaction  in  the  body  of  the  profession.  But  if,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  process  be  as  careful  and  thorough  as  it  should  be,  the  entry  of 
this  new  blood  into  the  profession  will  not  only  be  devoid  of  any  harmful 
influence,  but  will  actually  carry  with  it  the  life,  warmth,  and  energy 
which  youth  alone  can  supply.  The  potentialities  of  our  profession  rest 
with  those  of  us  whose  shadows  still  fall  to  the  westward.  For  in  medi- 
cine, as  in  all  other  walks,  this  is  preeminently  the  era  of  young  men.  As 
our  great  American  poet-physician  said,  “New  ideas  build  their  nests  in 
young  men’s  brains,”  and  “The  first  whisperings  of  truth  are  not  caught 
by  those  who  begin  to  feel  the  need  of  an  ear  trumpet.” 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION 

1909-1910. 

The  work  this  year  has  been  continued  along  the  same  lines  as  last  year’s,  and  can 
be  best  discussed  under  three  headings — weekly  health  bulletins,  major  lectures  and 
minor  lectures. 

The  weekly  health  bulletins  have  been  published  in  the  Baltimore  American  and 
the  Baltimore  Sun  throughout  the  year.  On  several  occasions,  however.  The  Sun 
failed  to  publish  our  articles  because  of  lack  of  space. 

Mr.  West,  the  Sunday  editor,  tells  me  that  since  the  publication  of  the  evening 
paper,  the  Sunday  Sun  will  be  cut  to  a sixteen  sheet  paper.  Many  of  the  special 
features,  therefore,  will  be  cut  out  and  they  will  not  be  able  to  continue  publishing 
our  bulletins.  Mr.  Clarke  of  The  American  says  they  will  be  glad  to  keep  on  with 
our  articles,  if  we  wish  it. 

The  titles  and  authors  of  the  bulletins  for  the  past  year  are  ai)pended  to  this  report . 
(List  A.) 

The  series  of  so-called  “major  lectures’’  (List  B),  given  at  our  building  during 
February  and  March,  were,  we  consider,  a distinct  failure,  as  judged  by  the  attend- 
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ance.  The  average  number  in  attendance  was  about  thirty-five,  the  smallest  being 
eighteen  and  the  largest  about  eighty.  This,  we  feel,  was  a very  poor  showing  when 
one  considers  the  efforts  and  money  expended.  Our  funds  were  verj^  limited,  so  we 
could  not  undertake  any  extensive  advertising,  the  following  means  being  employed 
to  put  these  lectures  before  the  public:  We  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Faculty  a per- 
sonal letter,  asking  him  to  call  the  attention  of  his  patients  to  the  lectures.  We  also 
sent  about  one  thousand  letters  to  the  heads  of  churches,  schools,  organizations, 
stores  and  factories,  asking  their  cooperation  in  interesting  the  persons  under  them. 
Through  Dr.  Harrison  we  obtained  the  use  of  flash  notices  on  the  fronts  of  cars  of 
the  United  Railways  and  Electric  Car  Company.  These  appeared  the  days  before 
and  on  the  days  of  each  lecture  on  at  least  two  hundred  cars. 

In  pleasing  contrast  to  the  major  lectures,  we  received  what  we  consider  a very 
gratifying  response  to  our  “minor  lectures.”  At  comparatively  slight  trouble  and 
expense  we  sent  out  one  thousand  letters,  with  a list  of  subjects  for  selection.  (List 
C).  We  had  requests  for  forty-six  lectures,  which  were  given  in  various  parts  of 
the  city  and  before  various  organizations,  to  audiences  varying  from  fifty  to  two 
hundred  and  fifty  people.  A complete  list  of  these  lectures  and  lecturers  is  appended 
(List  D.) 

We  feel  that  much  the  best  results  were  obtained  from  these  minor  lectures,  and 
in  the  future  more  effort  should  be  made  along  this  line.  On  the  other  hand,  unless 
considerable  sums  can  be  spent  in  advertising,  any  effort  spent  on  the  major  lectures 
seems  wasted. 

In  addition  to  these  lectures,  we  gave  during  the  month  of  December,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Society  of  Social  Hygiene,  some  twenty  talks  before  the  different  Public 
Athletic  League  gymnasia  in  the  city  as  per  List  E. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciations  for  the  cooperation  and  co-assist- 
ance of  the  many  members  of  the  Faculty  who  wrote  the  bulletins  and  gave  the 
lectures. 

We  also  thank  Miss  Noyes  and  her  assistants  for  their  untiring  help  and  interest.

DR.  HALL  ENDORSES  NEW  PLAN  FOR  SEMI-ANNUAL 

MEETINGS. 


To  the  Editor  of  the  Bulletin: 

I am  pleased  to  accept  the  invitation  extended  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
to  discuss  the  advisability  of  making  some  change  in  the  method  of  conducting  the 
semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Faculty,  “that  these  meetings  may  be  made  more  at- 
tractive to  the  rank  and  file  of  its  members.’’  I am  one  of  the  county  members  and 
fully  realize  that  if  these  meetings  are  to  be  what  they  should,  a different  plan  from 
the  present  must  be  adopted. 

I am  sure  that  anyone  attending  the  last  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  k’aculty  at 
.\nnapolis,  as  it  was  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  do,  certainly  saw  the  necessity  of  a 
change  in  the  methods  of  conducting  these  meetings.  Not  that  the  scientific  ses- 
sions and  the  social  arrangements  were  not  what  they  should  have  been,  for  they 
were  all  that  could  be  desired;  but  the  discouraging  part  was  with  the  attendance — 
it  was  so  surprisingly  small. 

My  remarks  shall  be  more  along  the  lines  of  approval  of  what  has  already  been 
suggested,  than  a contribution  of  anything  original. 

I read  with  much  satisfaction  and  approval  the  plans  suggested  by  Dr.  Magruder, 
in  the  November  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  and  feel  that  it  would  be  well  to  adopt  some 
such  arrangements. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  secretary  of  my  county  society  since  it  was  organized 
in  December,  of  1903,  until  our  recent  annual  meeting,  when  Dr.  A.  A.  Parker,  of 
Pocomoke  City,  was  elected  to  fill  this  position.  In  holding  this  office  for  seven  5mars 
I feel  that  I am  in  a position  to  say  something  about  the  difficulty  of  getting  the 
members  of  a county  society  to  attend  the  meetings  of  their  society.  It  has  been 
our  practice  to  meet  twice  a year,  requiring  only  six  or  eight  hours  from  home  in  order 
for  any  member  of  our  society  to  attend  the  meetings,  but  our  attendance  has  always 
been  very  small  compared  with  our  membership. 

Our  society  is  well  organized,  having  among  its  membership,  with  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, all  of  the  eligible  members  of  the  fraternity  in  the  county.  As  its  secretary 
I have  endeavoured,  in  different  ways,  to  get  the  members  to  the  meetings,  but  have 
never  been  able  to  make  much  of  a success  of  it,  having  about  the  same  members  at 
each  meeting.  Now,  I do  not  want  to  discredit  the  members  of  our  county  society 
any  more  than  the  members  of  other  county  societies.  In  my  attendance  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Faculty,  I have  frequently  inquired  of  the  secretaries  of  other  county 
societies  in  regard  to  their  attendance,  and  have  been  informed  in  every  instance 
that  they  experienced  the  same  difficulty.  So  it  would  appear  that  the  members  of  mj- 
county  are  no  worse  than  the  members  of  other  county  societies.  Why  so  much 
apparent  apathy  exists  is  very  hard  to  understand  and  it  should,  if  possible,  be  over- 
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The  point  that  I wish  to  make  is  that  if  the  county  members  will  not  attend  the 
meetings  of  their  home  society,  when  it  would  require  only  a few  hours  from  home, 
how  can  we  expect  them  to  attend  a meeting  of  the  Faculty  in  some  remote  part  of 
the  State,  which  would  demand  their  absence  from  home  two  or  three  days? 

Because  of  these  conditions  it  appears  to  me  to  be  only  a natural  result  for  the 
personnel  of  the  Faculty  meetings  to  be  largely  Baltimore  physicians.  Now  if  such 
is  true — and  it  is — I would  certainly  think  that  the  most  natural  place  to  hold  these 
meetings  is  in  Baltimore,  and  especially  so  if  the  plans  that  have  been  suggested  in 
the  November  ussue  of  the  Bulletin  are  adopted.  This  suggestion  of  holding  the 
meetings  in  October,  to  my  mind,  is  capital,  for  the  reasons  outlined  in  last  month’s 
Bulletin;  and  in  addition  to  these  advantages,  I would  add  in  behalf  of  the  county 
members  that  October  is  usually  a slack  period  in  practice  and  would  thus  make  a 
convenient  time  to  make  a trip  to  Baltimore. 

To  my  mind  Dr.  Magruder’s  proposition,  combined  with  the  suggestions  offered 
in  the  editorial  of  the  Bulletin,  is  indeed  very  fine  and  should  be  given  serious  con- 
sideration. Speaking  for  myself  I would  certainly  like  to  see  the  change  brought 
about,  and  I feel  confident  that  it  would  be  the  means  of  making  the  semi-annual 
meetings  of  the  Faculty  the  success  they  should  be.  I will  predict  a very  much 
larger  attendance  of  the  county  members  if  the  plans  suggested  become  the  future 
methods  of  the  Faculty.

The  Bulletin  invites  suggestions  as  to  how  the  semi-annual  meetings  of  the 
Faculty  “may  be  made  more  attractive  to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Faculty.” 

Dr.  W.  Edw.  Magruder’s  suggestions,  in  the  Bulletin,  that  all  general  sessions 
of  the  State  Society  meet  in  October  in  Baltimore,  in  the  new  library  building,  erected 
by  all  the  component  societies,  are  timely  and  opportune. 

Of  all  locations,  Baltimore  is  the  most  accessible  and  convenient  to  the  great 
majority  of  the  Faculty.  Therefore,  it  will  draw  greater  numbers  of  the  members 
and  in  great  numbers  is  not  only  strength  but  more  numerous  and  varied  opinions 
and  versatile  expression  for  greater  good  than  with  a few.  Besides,  Baltimore  has 
advantages  which  no  other  place  in  the  State  can  offer.  It  is  a great  field  for  obser- 
vation in  clinics,  hospitals,  and  medical  museums,  giving  opportunities,  in  the  brief 
time  of  the  Faculty  sessions,  for  study  and  experience  nowhere  else  to  be  had  in  the 
State.  City  conveniences  and  attractions  are  the  antithesis  of  country  life  and 
there  would  be  greater  opportunity  for  relaxation  even  in  the  short  period  of  the 
Faculty  sessions  in  Baltimore  than  there  would  be  in  any  small  place.  Numerous 
other  attractions  would  arise.  It  is  as  well  to  look  to  the  social  side  of  the  meetings 
as  well  as  to  the  scientific,  and  the  promised  entertainment  by  the  Baltimore  City 
Medical  Society  would  be  a pleasant  feature  of  the  occasion.

SECTION  ON  NEUROLOGY  AND  CLINICAL  SECTION. 

A joint  meeting  of  the  Neurological  and  Clinical  Sections  was  held  on  November 
4th.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  of  the  Section  on  Neurology,  Dr.  Smart,  Dr. 
Spear  presided,  succeeded  later  by  Dr.  Dunton.  The  first  paper  was  by  Dr.  I.  J. 
Spear,  on  “The  Etiologj'  and  Treatment  of  Chorea.”  Emphasis  was  laid  on  the 
toxic  origin  of  this  disease,  and  on  the  good  results  seen  after  tonsilectomy  in  those 
cases  in  which  the  tonsils  are  large.  In  the  discussion  of  this  paper.  Dr.  Thomas 
did  not  agree  with  Dr.  Spear  as  to  the  beneficial  results  following  tonsilectomy. 

The  “Report  of  a Case  of  Glioma  Cerebri,”  with  demonstration  of  photographs 
and  slides,  by  Dr.  Bj-rnes,  was  very  interesting,  eliciting  a prolonged  discussion 
from  Drs.  Thomas,  Barker,  and  Spear,  on  progressive  hemiplegia  with  brain  tumors. 
Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  the  third  paper,  by  Dr.  Dunton,  was  postponed 
until  the  next  meeting.  The  final  paper  of  the  evening  was  upon  “Ehrlich’s  606,” 
by  Dr.  A.  Samuels,  who  gave  a brief  outline  of  the  discovery  of  this  remedy  and  of 
the  method  of  administration,  reporting  several  cases  which  had  come  under  his 
observation.  In  the  discus.sion  of  this  paper.  Dr.  Barker  reported  his  experiences 
with  the  remedy  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  and  Drs.  McGlannan  and  Gillis 
reported  cases  treated  at  the  Mercy  Hospital.  Dr.  Woods  spoke  of  the  use  of  “606” 
in  luetic  eye  effections.

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BOOK  REVIEW. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Aorta.  By  Arthur  D.  Hirschfelder,  M.D.  Published  by 
by  J.  B.  Lippincott  Co.,  Philadelphia.  Pages  1-632. 

This  volume  is  an  entirely  new  departure  in  books  dealing  with  diseases  of  the  heart. 
It  differs  from  anything  previously  available  in  English,  especially  on  account  of  the 
intimate  way  in  which  the  results  of  laboratory  work  are  interwoven  with  the  clinical 
study  of  cardio-vascular  disease. 

Both  a laboratory  worker  and  a clinical  worker  himself.  Dr.  Hirschfelder  has  been 
able  to  introduce  into  the  volume  not  only  an  epitome,  of  the  subject  as  it  exists  in  the 
bibliography  but  also  many  personal  observations  ol  value. 

The  book  is  divided  into  four  parts.  Part  I is  devoted  to  general  considerations  and 
methods  of  diagnosis.  Here  an  excellent  physiological  introduction  is  followed  by  a 
chapter  upon  the  blood  pressure  and  upon  the  making  of  tracings  from  the  arterial 
and  venous  pulse.  The  newer  methods  of  examination,  including  electrocardio- 
graphic studies  and  X-ray  investigations,  receive  due  notice.  This  part  of  the  book 
is  terminated  by  an  adequate  account  of  the  ordinary  methods  of  physical  examination 
of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels. 

Part  II  deals  with  diseased  conditions  due  to  diffuse  pathological  processes.  In  this 
section  the  diseases  of  the  heart  muscle,  functional  and  organic,  are  fully  described 
and  the  general  principles  of  treatment  of  failure  of  the  heart  are  discussed.  A pleas- 
ing feature  of  the  volume  is  the  attention  paid  to  physical  methods  of  therapy,  includ- 
ing hydrotherapy  and  mechanotherapy,  though  pharmacal  therapy  is  by  no  means 
slighted.  The  important  subjects  of  arteriosclerosis  and  the  vascular  crises,  includ- 
ing those  which  occur  in  coronary  disease,  are  also  here  dealt  with. 

The  diseases  of  the  heart  depending  upon  localized  lesions  are  described  in  Part  III. 
In  this  section  the  various  valvular  diseases,  congenital  heart  disease,  pericarditis 
and  localized  lesions  of  the  His  bundle  giving  rise  to  heart-block  and  the  Adams- 
Stokes  syndrome  are  individually  taken  up.  Aortic  aneurism  also  receives  extensive 
consideration. 

In  a final  section  (Part  IV)  the  functional  diseases  without  anatomical  lesion  are 
described.  Under  this  caption  Dr.  Hirschfelder  includes  paroxysmal  tachycardia, 
the  thyroid  heart  and  the  so-called  cardiac  neuroses. 

The  work  is  well  printed  and  is  unusually  liberally  illustrated.  The  pictures  are  in 
marked  contrast  to  the  hackneyed  cuts  so  often  seen  in  te.xt-books,  and  most  of  them 
were  made  especially  for  this  volume,  many  of  them  having  been  drawn  by  the  author 
himself. 

The  material  of  the  medical  clinic  at  the  .lohns  Hopkins  Hospital  has  been  at  Dr. 
Hirschfelder’s  disposal  and  there  is  accordingly  no  lack  of  casuistic  illustrations. 

The  practitioner  who  desires  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  existing  status  of  knowl- 
edge regarding  cardio-vascular  disease  could  scarcely  approach  the  subject  more 
favorably  than  by  the  reading  and  careful  study  of  Dr.  Hirschfelder’s  volume.

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THE  PHYSICIANS’  DEFENSE  CLAUSE. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  report  made  to  the  Council  by  a special  com- 
mittee on  the  subject  of  Physicians’  Defense.  It  will  be  seen  from  this 
report  that  the  defense  granted  to  physicians  has  been  efficient,  and,  so 
far,  in  every  case  successful.  We  are  furnishing  to  our  members  the  equi- 
valent of  fifteen  dollars  if  paid  in  premium  to  an  insurance  company  for  the 
defense  alone. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  expense  attending  the  defense  of  these  suits 
has  grown  enormously,  and  if  the  members  of  the  Faculty  wish  to  have  it 
continued  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  revenue  in  some  way.  Twice 
within  recent  years  the  dues  of  the  City  Society  have  been  raised,  and  it 
seems  only  fair  that  the  dues  of  the  County  members  should  be  increased 
at  least  one  dollar  a year.  The  dues  of  the  County  Society  have  not  been 
approximately  changed  for  many  years,  while  the  dues  of  the  City  Society 
have  been  nearly  doubled  within  a short  period.  This  notice  is  to  each 
County  member  to  think  out  whether  he  wishes  the  Faculty  to  continue 
this  defense  arrangement  or  not.  Unless  the  dues  are  raised  there  will  have 
to  be  a curtailment  or  the  abolition  altogether  of  this  valuable  feature  of 
our  membership. 

THE  EFFICIENCY  OF  THE  PHYSICIANS’  DEFENSE. 

In  the  report  mentioned  above  it  will  be  noticed  that  every  case  that  has 
been  tried  so  far  has  been  successful,  and  our  members  have  been  fully 
protected.  Some  slight  changes  have  been  made  in  the  extent  of  the  defense 
feature  and  it  is  now  being  arranged  to  cover  cases  growing  out  of  the  sign- 
ing of  certificates  of  insanity  where  the  suit  brought  is  not  for  a violation 
of  the  criminal  laws  of  the  state ; and  it  has  also  been  so  extended  that  the 
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Faculty  may  assist  in  the  defense  of  a suit  in  case  the  defendant  prefers  this 
arrangement.  The  Council  has  had  to  move  slowly  in  making  these  changes 
but  everything  that  has  been  done  has  been  for  the  I ettermentof  the  service, 
and  we  feel  that  an  unusually  effective  service  to  our  members  has  been 
rendered. 

THE  PHYSICIANS’  DEFENSE  AND  PROMPT  PAYMENT  OF 

DUES. 

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  fact  that  the  By-Law  under  which  the 
Physicians’  Defense  is  granted,  states  that  defense  is  to  be  granted  only  to 
such  members  as  have  paid  their  annual  dues  before  January  31st  of  each 
ciirrent  year.  It  has  happened  more  than  once  that  members  who  have 
failed  to  comply  with  this  law  have  asked  to  have  their  suits  defended.  In 
justice  to  members  who  have  paid  promptly,  and  in  order  to  secure  to  the 
Faculty  the  benefits  of  the  prompt  payment  of  dues,  which  is  ab.solutely 
necessary  for  its  welfare,  this  By-Law  must  be  adhered  to  strictly.  The  ser- 
vices and  privileges  granted  to  members  is  alike  to  all,  and  the  aim  is  to 
keep  it  free  from  favoritism,  and  on  a business-like  basis,  so  that  every  mem- 
ber will  know  just  where  he  stands.  If  you  wish  the  benefits  of  the  Physi- 
cians’ Defense  pay  your  dues  before  January  31st. 

FACULTY  TO  HOLD  BIG  “HEALTH  CONFERENCE”  IN 

FEBRUARY.  _ 

As  is  well  known,  the  Faculty  has  for  several  years  been  carrying  on,  through 
its  Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  a most  important  and  valuable  work 
in  instructing  the  laity  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  preservation  of  health 
and  the  prevention  of  disease.  The  report  of  the  Committee  of  1909-10, 
published  in  last  month’s  Bulletin,  will  give  some  idea  of  the  scope  which 
this  work  has  assumed.  The  present  committee  has  entered  upon  its 
work  for  the  winter  with  vigor  and  enthusiasm,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
much  will  have  been  accomplished  before  its  duties  are  ended.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  this  work  in  public  instruction  has  been  carried  on 
principally  through  the  medium  of  lectures — the  “major”  lectures  given 
at  the  Faculty  Hall,  and  the  “minor”  lectures  given  by  request  to  various 
organizations  throughout  the  city  and  state.  Concerning  the  success  of 
the  latter  no  doubt  has  ever  been  entertained,  for  requests  for  them  have 
been  numerous,  and  the  interest  thereby  excited  has  been  great.  With 
regard  to  the  “major”  lectures,  however,  the  same  can  not  be  said,  for  in 
spite  of  fairly  extensive  advertising,  the  attendance  has  not  been  satis- 
factorjL 


BIG  “health  conference” 
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In  view  of  this  fact,  it  has  been  decided  to  substitute  for  the  “major” 
lectures  a “concentrated”  series  of  public  meetings  on  health  matters,  all  to 
take  place  within  one  week— February  b to  February  11,  inclusive.  These 
six  meetings  are  all  to  be  under  the  general  charge  of  the  Faculty’s  com- 
mittee on  Public  Instruction,  with  the  cooperation  of  all  other  Faculty 
committees  and  allied  organizations  interested  in  the  subject  of  public 
instruction,  viz.  the  Committee  on  Tuberculosis,  Committee  on  Mid- 
wifery, Committee  on  Eugenics,  Committee  on  Sanitary  and  Moral  Pro- 
phylaxis, Committee  on  Vivisection,  Milk  Committee,  Maryland  Society 
of  Social  Hygiene,  Maryland  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness, 
Maryland  Psychiatric  Society,  and  the  American  Association  for  the 
Study  and  Prevention  of  Infant  Mortality. 

While  the  plans  for  the  conference  are  still  in  a more  or  less  nebular  stage, 
the  indications  are  that  it  will  be  a big  affair,  participated  in  by  men  of 
national  reputation.  The  Monday  evening  meeting  is  to  be  devoted  to  a 
presentation  of  the  subject  of  public  instruction  in  general,  probably  by 
Dr.  Woods  Hutchinson  of  New  York,  himself  a leading  exponent  of  the 
importance  of  popular  dissemination  of  health  knowledge.  Tuesday  even- 
ing will  be  given  over  to  the  subject  of  social  hygiene,  which  will  be  con- 
sidered principally  from  the  standpoint  of  eugenics.  Dr.  Henry  Goddard, 
of  Vineland,  N.  J.,  who  delivered  such  a splendid  address  upon  this  subject 
at  the  State  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction  in  1909,  will  be  in- 
vited to  present  this  matter.  The  subject  selected  for  Wednesday  even- 
ing is  the  relation  of  patent  medicines  to  the  prevalence  and  spread  of 
tuberculosis.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  for  this  address  Mr.  Sam- 
uel Hopkins  Adams,  who  has  performed  such  a monumental  work  in  expos- 
ing the  patent  medicine  evil  in  this  country.  At  the  Thursday  evening 
meeting  Prof.  Adolph  Meyer,  head  of  the  Phipps  Psychiatric  Clinic  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  will  speak  upon  a psychiatric  subject,  in  which 
especial  emphasis  will  probably  be  laid  upon  the  eugenic  viewpoint.  Fri- 
day evening  will  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  closely  allied  sub- 
jects of  midwifery  and  the  prevention  of  blindness.  The  speaker  will 
probably  be  Dr.  Cressy  L.  Wilbur,  of  Washington.  The  conference  will 
come  to  a close  on  Saturday  evening,  which  will  be  taken  up  with  a dis- 
cussion of  the  subject  of  the  prevention  of  infant  mortality.  The  speaker 
has  not  as  yet  been  determined  upon. 

Surely  such  a program  as  that  outlined  above  should  appeal  to  even  the 
most  fastidious  taste.  A publicity  committee  has  already  been  appointed, 
with  Dr.  A.  P.  Herring  as  chairman,  whose  business  it  will  be  to  advertise 
the  conference  in  every  possible  way.  In  view  of  the  pretentiousness  and 
importance  of  the  project,  little  difficulty  will  probably  be  experienced  in 
interesting  the  newspapers  in  booming  the  conference,  and  there  seems  no

reason  why  it  should  not  develop  into  a whirlwind  campaign  of  public 
instruction — for  whirlwind  campaigns  are  fashionable  nowadays,  and  this 
one,  unlike  most  of  the  others,  will  not  cost  anything. 

It  might  be  added  that  an  important  part  of  the  conference  will  be  an 
exhibit,  under  the  charge  of  a committee  of  which  Dr.  Marshall  L.  Price 
is  chairman.  Those  who  saw  the  splendid  exhibit  prepared  under  Dr. 
Price’s  direction  in  connection  with  the  recent  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Study  and  Prevention  of  Infant  Mortality  will  know 
what  to  expect.  The  latter  exhibit  will  be  available  for  the  Faculty  con- 
ference, as  will  be  those  of  the  State  and  City  Departments  of  Health  and 
the  Maryland  Society  for  the  Prevention  and  Relief  of  Tuberculosis.  No- 
thing enhances  the  value  of  a meeting  of  the  sort  more  than  a good  exhibit, 
and  much  good  will  undoubtedly  accrue  from  this  valuable  feature  of  the 
conference. 

It  was  suggested  by  some  that  the  Faculty,  in  its  plans  for  such  a con- 
ference, join  hands  with  the  proposed  City -wide  Congress,  which  will 
probably  be  held  sometime  in  February.  It  has  been  pointed  out,  however, 
that  the  purposes  of  the  two  projects  are  really  quite  distinct.  The  Fac- 
ulty will  aim  to  instruct  the  people  in  a simple  way  in  matters  pertaining 
directly  or  indirectly  to  their  health.  The  City-wide  Congress,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  as  its  fundamental  purpose  the  advancement  of  certain  pro- 
jects looking  toward  civic  betterment.  Partly  for  this  reason,  and  partly 
because  the  plans  for  the  City-wide  Congress  are  still  very  hazy,  it  was 
wisely  determined  to  proceed  irrespective  of  the  latter,  although  of  course 
the  Faculty  will  undoubtedly  be  only  too  glad  to  assist  the  latter  movement 
in  every  possible  way.  The  full  progi  amine  for  the  Faculty  Conference 
will  be  published  in  the  next  number  of  the  Bulletin. 

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  MEDICAL  DEFENSE. 

To  THE  Council  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Mary- 
land, 

Gentlemen:  The  undersigned  were  appointed  at  your  last  meeting  to 
consider  the  financial  burden  now  on  the  Faculty^  for  Physicians’  Defense. 
The  plan  was  adopted  in  1905.  The  Faculty’s  Attorney  was  then  under 
annual  fee  of  $100.  For  this  consideration  he  gave  legal  advice  to  our  offi- 
cers, and  undertook  defense  of  such  suits  as  were  accepted  by  the  Council. 
The  Faculty  was  then  housed  in  its  old  quarters  and  running  expenses  were 
less  than  now.  At  the  beginning  of  1910,  our  Attorney,  Mr.  Dennis,  who 
has  served  the  Faculty  faithfully  five  years  for  little  more  than  a nominal 
fee,  and  has  saved  us  many'  times  this  amount,  notified  the  Council  that  it 
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was  impossible  for  him  to  retain  the  position  under  the  old  financial  arrange- 
ment. The  reason  given  was  the  large  increase  in  work  put  upon  him  by  the 
Physicians’  Defense,  especially  in  County  cases.  After  deliberation,  the 
Council  made  with  Mr.  Dennis  a contract  of  which  the  following  are  the 
essential  features: — annual  retainer  fee  of  $100,  as  legal  adviser  and  coun- 
sellor of  the  Faculty;  additional  fee  of  $25  for  preparing  in  each  malpractice 
suit,  and  for  each  day  in  Court,  and  traveling  expenses.  The  Council  did 
not  then,  nor  does  our  Committee  now,  think  this  an  excessive  charge. 
We  believe  Mr.  Dennis  earns  all  he  gets  from  us. 

To  secure  Faculty  Defense,  suits  must  be  approved  by  the  Council.  This 
body  took  the  view  that  malpractice,  as  meant  in  our  plan,  was  connected 
with  alleged  medical  and  surgical  errors  only.  It  did  not  see  its  way  clear 
to  accept  suits  for  conspiracy,  illegal  or  unwarranted  detention,  etc., 
growing  out  of  alleged  errors  of  judgment.  Whether  wrong  or  right,  this 
interpretation  did  not  gain  the  approval  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  which, 
in  1909,  discussed  the  attitude  of  the  Council  and  passed  a resolution  under 
which  the  Council  felt  itself  instructed  to  apply  the  most  liberal  possible 
construction  to  applications  for  defense.  Since  1905  the  number  of  suits 
considered  by  the  Council  is  15.  One  was  refused.  Seven  have  been 
brought  to  a successful  issue.  One  was  withdrawn.  Seven  are  pending. 
Eleven  of  the  defendants,  in  these  fifteen  suits,  reside  in  the  counties, 
seven  in  the  city. 

The  expense  for  Defense  for  the  years  1905  to  1909  was  $450.  The  cost 
in  1910  has  been  $517.  In  addition  to  the  Attorney’s  fees,  there  are  always 
certain  court  expenses,  which  must  be  met  even  when  the  case  is  won.  The 
condition  of  the  Treasury  will  not  permit  the  further  increase  of  the  expenses 
for  medical  defense.  If  the  plan  is  to  continue,  under  present  interpreta- 
tions, there  must  be  more  money.  How  is  it  to  be  raised?  This  is  a ques- 
tion for  the  House  of  Delegates.  Yet  there  is  one  matter  which  should  be 
mentioned.  In  April  of  1904,  the  Baltimore  City  Medical  Society  increased 
its  annual  dues  from  six  to  seven  dollars.  Six  dollars  went  to  the  Faculty’s 
Treasury.  Again,  in  January  of  1909  a further  increase  of  annual  dues  was 
made  to  ten  dollars,  and  eight  was  handed  over  to  the  Faculty.  Both  of 
these  increases  were  made  necessary  by  the  increase  in  running  expenses. 
The  County  Societies,  which  pay  into  the  Treasury  $2  per  member,  were 
asked  to  increase  their  Society  dues  enough  to  enable  them  to  make  annual 
contributions  of  $3  per  member.  With  two  or  three  exceptions  they  de- 
clined to  do  so.  In  considering,  then,  possible  sources  of  increase  in  the 
Faculty’s  income,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  attention  of  the  County  mem- 
bers should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  of  eighteen  men  who  have  applied  for 
defense,  eleven  belong  to  the  County  Societies;  that  defense  of  county  cases 
entails  on  the  Faculty’s  Attorney  extra  work  and  consequently  adds  to  the 
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Faculty’s  expense.  An  annual  increase  of  one  dollar  from  County  members 
would  add  about  five  hundred  dollars  to  our  income  and  would  go  a long 
way  toward  covering  the  Defense  demands.  In  the  opinion  of  the  under- 
signed, no  further  increase  in  dues  from  City  members  can  or  should  be 
expected  at  this  time.  However,  the  whole  matter  must  go  to  the  House 
of  Delegates.  The  simple  truth  is  that  if  the  Faculty  is  to  continue  its 
Defense  plan,  in  its  present  shape,  more  money  must  come  from  some  source.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TUBERCULOSIS,  1910. 

To  THE  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Maryland: 

The  committee  on  tuberculosis  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

There  was  no  meeting  of  this  committee  until  January,  1910,  when  the  present 
chairman  was  appointed.  After  consultation  it  was  decided  that  the  most  important 
function  of  this  committee  should  be  to  arouse  the  physicians  of  this  State  to  a proper 
appreciation  of  their  responsibilities  in  tuberculosis.  With  this  object  in  view,  a 
special  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening  of  March  10, 1910.  The  program  was  as  follows: 
Sources  of  Infection,  Dr.  Louis  Hamman. 

The  Doctor’s  Duty  in  Tuberculosis,  Dr.  John  Girdwood.  Discussion  by  Dr. 
Marshall  L.  Price,  Dr.  Gordon  Wilson,  and  others. 

The  weather  conditions  on  the  night  of  the  meeting  were  extremely  unfavorable, 
and  this  fact  may  have  had  some  influence  on  the  attendance,  which  was  about  60 
persons.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  a marked  degree  of  apathy  and  indifference, 
when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  nearly  one  thousand  three  hundred  invitations  were 
mailed  to  as  many  doctors  in  the  city  and  vicinity. 

In  his  paper,  the  chairman  of  your  committee  has  shown  that  the  average  doctor 
does  not  make  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  until  the  disease  is  moderately  and  often 
far  advanced,  that  a great  many  do  not  tell  the  patient  the  truth  after  they  have  made 
a diagnosis,  that  less  than  50  per  cent  of  practicing  physicians  in  this  city  are  avail- 
ing themselves  of  the  opportunity  for  free  examination  of  sputum,  provided  by  the 
Health  Department,  that  not  more  than  37  per  cent  of  the  physicians  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  are  reporting  their  cases  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  that  not  more 
than  one-third  are  willing  to  give  instructions  to  the  patient  and  his  family,  as  pro- 
vided by  law',  and  for  which  the  State  pays  a fee. 

These  conditions  are  a disgrace  to  the  profession  of  this  State,  and  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  correct  them.  The  following  measures  are  suggested: 

1.  By  instructing  the  physician  in  the  methods  of  diagnosis.  This  may  be  accom- 
plished in  various  way.s — by  efforts  to  establish  a more  amicable  relationship  between 
the  various  tuberculosis  dispensaries  and  piactising  physicians  so  that  tli5y  will  go 
there  to  learn  the  various  newer  methods  of  diagnosis  by  efforts  to  have  tuberculosis 
dispensaries  established  in  every  medical  school  of  the  State,  w'here  students  wdll  be 
required  to  devote  .sufficient  time  to  learn  the  methods  of  diagnosis,  and  by  the  excel- 
lent plan  suggested  by  the  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  last  year,  of  publishing  a book- 
let w'ith  instructions  to  physicians. 
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2.  The  committee  should  cooperate  with  the  various  anti-tuberculosis  agencies  in 
the  city  and  State,  in  attempts  to  have  the  various  laws  enforced;  to  make  the  physi- 
cians report  their  cases,  and  to  give  instruction;  to  endeavor  to  have  outdoor  schools 
established  in  the  public  schools,  and  a course  of  practical  hygiene  and  prevention 
of  disease  given  to  the  children  in  the  grammar  school  grades.  An  effort  should  also 
be  made  to  organize  a day  camp  within  or  near  the  city,  where  patients  may  be  taken 
care  of  during  the  day. 

There  are  many  opportunities  for  this  committee,  and  we  feel  that  it  should  become 
a great  factor  in  the  fight  for  the  eradication  of  this  dread  disease.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MIDWIFERY,  1910. 

To  the  House  of  Delegates,  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty: 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation  begs  to  report  that  but  one  bill  (the  Midwifery 
Bill)  was  committed  to  its  charge  during  the  past  year.  This  bill  was  drafted  by 
your  Committee  and  was  adopted  at  the  last  special  meeting  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates. It  was  introduced  into  the  State  House  of  Delegates  by  Dr.  T.  A.  Ashby  and 
was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  Mr.  Girdwood,  Chairman.  Mr.  Girdwood 
was  waited  unon  to  arrange  for  a hearing  of  a delegation  in  favor  of  the  bill.  He  said 
that  the  amount  of  work  of  his  committee  was  so  great  that  he  saw  no  chance  for  a 
hearing  for  a week  or  two.  He  suggested  that  if  your  committee  had  no  objection  he 
would  have  the  bill  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hygiene,  Dr.  Ashby,  Chairman. 
We  readily  agreed  to  his  suggestion  and  after  some  delay  this  was  carried  out.  Dr. 
Ashby  stated  that  his  Committee  would  make  a favorable  report  to  the  House  of 
Delegates  without  bothering  about  a formal  hearing  by  the  Committee  on  Hygiene. 
This  was  done  and  the  bill  passed  without  amendment  to  the  Senate,  where  it  was 
referred  to  the  “Hygiene  Committee  for  the  State,”  Dr.  Wells,  Chairman.  After 
a few  days  we  waited  on  Dr.  Wells,  who  promised  a favorable  report  the  next  day. 
After  waiting  two  or  three  days  and  finding  no  report  made  we  again  visited  Dr.  Wells, 
who  stated  that  the  favorable  report  was  delayed  because  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee,  would  not  agree  to  a favorable  report  until  he  had  reviewed  the  bill. 
This  member  was  therefore  visited  and  interviewed,  after  which  he  promised  to  go 
over  the  bill  that  night.  In  a few  days  a favorable  report  was  made  and  on  the  last 
day  of  the  session  the  bill  passed  the  Senate  without  amendment.  During  the  entire 
course  of  the  bill  there  was  not  heard  or  seen  any  objection  from  any  source, which 
surprised  your  Committee  very  much,  because  of  the  reverses  that  similar  bills  met 
at  the  hands  of  former  Legislatures,  and  the  principal  work  of  your  Committee  was 
devoted  to  overcoming  delays  in  reports,  etc. 

After  the  bill’s  final  passage  by  the  Senate,  your  Committee  watched  the  newspaper 
reports  of  the  bills  signed  by  the  Governor.  Up  to  and  including  the  reports  given 
in  Wednesday’s  (April  18th)  paper,  the  Midwifery  Bill  was  not  mentioned.  Although 
we  thought  it  likely  we  had  missed  the  Midwifery  Bill  in  the  printed  list  of  those 
signed,  yet  it  was  thought  advisable  to  visit  Annapolis  and  look  up  the  record.  To 
our  surprise  we  found  the  bill  on  the  veto  file.  We  succeeded  in  obtaining  a recon- 
sideration of  the  bill  by  the  Governor,  but  in  Thursday’s  morning  paper  the  bill  was 
reported  as  having  been  vetoed.  Whether  it  was  vetoed  at  that  time  or  not  your  Com- 
mittee does  not  know,  but  it  does  know  that  when  our  President  with  a delegation

called  on  the  Governor  they  found  him  more  favorably  disposed  towards  the  bill, 
and  on  Friday,  April  15th,  he  signed  the  Midwifery  Bill. 

In  closing  permit  your  Committee  to  suggest  that  the  standing  Legislative  Commit- 
tee of  this  Faculty  be  abolished,  and  that  a special  Legislative  Committee  should  be 
appointed  to  care  for  each  Legislative  measure  the  Faculty  may  desire  to  enact  into 
law.

REPORT  OF  THE  PURE  FOOD  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  FACULTY 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty: 

Your  Committee  on  Pure  Food  begs  to  report  that  a Food  and  Drugs  Act  satis- 
factory to  this  Committee,  and  also,  we  believe,  to  the  medical  profession  and  the 
general  public,  became  a law  on  April  5,  1910,  by  the  signature  of  Governor  Crothers. 

As  you  will  doubtless  recall,  this  Committee,  acting  under  the  instruction  of  the 
Faculty,  prepared  a Food  and  Drugs  Act  which  was  accepted  by  the  Faculty  on 
December  16,  1909. 

The  resolution  adopting  this  bill  invested  the  Committee  with  certain  powers 
and  also  imposed  certain  restrictions.  This  resolution  was  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Pure  Food 
and  Drugs  is  accepted  and  approved.  Provided,  however,  that  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  body  that  the  Committee,  while  authorized  to  assent  to  any  reasonable  changes 
in  or  modifications  of  the  bill  which  they  may  find  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  injus- 
tice to  any  legitimate  business  interest,  are  not  to  assent  to  any  change  which  would 
fundamentally  alter  the  measure  and  render  it  ineffective  as  a measure  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  health.  And  among  the  features  of  the  bill,  which  we  regard 
as  thus  fundamental  and  not  to  be  yielded  by  the  Committee  are;  First,  the  adminis- 
tration by  the  State  Board  of  Health;  second,  the  omission  of  the  guaranty  clause 
contained  in  the  bill  of  the  Drug  Exchange;  third,  the  omission  of  the  labelling  clause 
of  the  Drug  Exchange  bill.  • 

On  December  30,  1909,  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Governor  practically 
acceded  to  all  these  vital  points.  The  first  was  granted  ‘in  toto,’  together  with  all 
of  the  essential  parts  of  the  second  two. 

The  Committee  under  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  Faculty,  had  now  to 
seriously  consider  whether  it  should  endorse  the  Commission  bill  or  report  to  the 
Legislature  the  bill  which  the  Faculty  had  accepted.  The  Committee  was  naturally 
reluctant  to  surrender  the  bill  on  ■which  it  had  spent  so  much  time  and  labor,  and 
wdiich  it  then  believed,  and  now  believes,  to  have  been  the  best  of  the  three  bills 
prepared  at  that  time. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  was  realized  that  the  one  object  which  the  Faculty  had  in 
mind  was  to  secure  a bill  which  would  properly  protect  the  interests  of  the  people 
of  this  State.  For  these  reasons  the  Committee  concluded,  though  with  some  reluct- 
ance, to  endorse  the  bill  prepared  by  the  Governor’s  Commission  rather  than  imperil 
the  interests  of  pure  food  legislation  by  presenting  two  measures  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Legislature.  This  decision  was  communicated  to  the  medical  profession  in  a 
letter  dated  January  15,  1910. 

The  Committee  believes  that  its  labors  have,  wdth  the  unanimous  aid  of  the  united 
medical  profession,  secured  a law  which  will  be  honestly  and  effectively  administered, 
and  will  be  of  the  greatest  possible  benefit  to  the  people  of  Maryland.  The  medical 
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profession  has  demonstrated  in  the  passage  of  this  law  the  enormous  power  which  it 
can  wield  for  the  public  good  in  matters  in  which  it  can  and  should  speak  authorita- 
tively. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  medical  profession  owes  a debt  of  gratitude  to  Dr. 
Kelly,  whose  generosity  not  only  enabled  it  to  secure  special  counsel,  but  who  has 
given  his  advice  and  sympathy  freely  and  abundantly.  We  are  also  greatly  indebted 
to  Dr.  Cullen  for  financial  assistance  and  moral  support. 

The  Committee  also  wishes  to  thank  Dr.  Ashby,  whose  hand  guided  the  Bill  safely 
through  the  Legislature,  and  who  at  every  juncture  prevented  its  destruction  or  emas- 
culation. 

It  also  desires  to' thank  its  special  counsel,  Mr.  Marbury,  whose  advice  has  been 
invaluable  at  every  step  of  its  labors,  and  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  courage 
and  firmness  of  two  of  the  Faculty’s  members  serving  on  the  Governor’s  Commission, 
who  have  stood  for  the  rights  of  the  public  at  every  turn.  We  refer  to  Dr.  Hirsch  and 
Dr.  Naylor. 

We  also  feel  that  the  greatest  credit  should  be  given  to  our  President,  Dr.  Linthicum, 
for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  presided  over  the  Governor’s  Commission,  and  for 
the  valuable  assistance  which  he  has  given  us  in  the  Legislature. 

To  Dr.  Jones,  Dr.  Price  and  Dr.  Welch  the  Committee  has  turned  at  all  times  for 
assistance  and  advice. 

The  Committee  must  finally  express  its  highest  appreciation  of  the  just  and  fair 
manner  in  which  its  work  and  the  cause  of  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  has  beeen  treated  by 
some  of  the  Baltimore  newspapers;  in  particular,  by  the  Baltimore  Sun  and  the 
American  Star. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  begs  to  submit  its  report  for  your  consideration,  with 
the  recommendation  that  it  be  discharged  from  its  duties.

NATIONAL  CONFEDERATION  OF  STATE  EXAMINERS  TO 

MEET 

The  National  Confederation  of  State  Medical  Examining  and  Licensing  Boards 
will  hold  its  Twenty-first  Annual  Meeting  in  Chicago,  111.,  on  Tuesday,  February  28, 
1911,  at  the  Congress  Hotel. 

The  subjects  to  be  taken  up  at  this  meeting  will  be  a consideration  of  the  State 
Control  of  Medical  Colleges;  a report  by  a special  committee  on  Clinical  Instruction; 
a report  on  a proposed  Materia  Medica  List  by  a special  committee  on  Clinical  In- 
struction; the  report  on  a paper  presented  at  the  St.  Louis  meeting  by  Mr.  Abraham 
Flexner  of  The  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching;  and  some 
special  papers  on  such  subjects  as  the  Regulation  of  Medical  Colleges,  Necessity  for 
Establishing  a Rational  Curriculum  for  the  Medical  Degree,  and  others  by  men  emi- 
nentl}^  qualified  to  prepare  papers  upon  such  subjects. 

These  topics  are  all  of  practical  and  vital  interest  to  medical  colleges,  medical 
examining  boards,  the  profession  at  large  and  the  public.  The  Symposium  will  be 
composed  of  ten  papers  and  will  be  presented  from  the  view-points  of  state,  law, 
medical  colleges,  state  medical  examining  and  licensing  boards  and  the  medical  profes- 
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sion.  The  contributors  of  papers  to  the  Symposium  on  State  Control  of  Medical  Col- 
leges are  men  of  the  highest  attainments  in  matters  pertaining  to  state,  law  and  the 
medical  profession,  and  their  production  will  be  worthy  of  the  most  careful  considera- 
tion. The  chief  object  of  the  Symposium  is  to  determine,  as  far  as  possible,  the  feasi- 
bility of  placing  medical  colleges  under  State  Control.  The  special  committee  on 
Materia  Medica  made  a report  at  the  St.  Louis  meeting  of  the  Confederation  June 
6,  1910,  and  it  was  continued  and  instructed  to  report  again  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Confederation  in  1911.  The  report  of  this  committee  made  at  St.  Louis 
has  received  very  favorable  comment  l>y  many  of  the  editors  of  medical  journals, 
and  should  receive  at  the  Chicago  meeting  extended  and  careful  consideration.  The 
report  on  Mr.  Flexner’s  paper  is  published  in  the  proceedings  of  the  St.  Louis  meeting 
of  the  Confederation,  page  64,  and  will  be  open  for  discussion  at  the  Chicago  meeting. 

An  earnest  and  cordial  invitation  to  this  meeting  is  extended  to  all  members  of 
State  Medical  Examining  and  Licensing  Boards,  teachers  in  medical  schools,  colleges 
and  universities,  delegates  to  the  association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,  to  the 
Council  on  Medical  Education  of  the  A.  M.  A.,  and  to  all  others  interested  in  securing 
the  best  results  in  medical  education.

Vote  was  taken  and  all  were  elected  to  membership. 

Dr.  Gordon  Wilson,  on  behalf  of  the  nominating  committee,  which  was  composed  of 
Drs.  C.  B.  Gamble,  J.  A.  Chatard  and  Gordon  Wilson,  reported  the  following  nomi- 
nations for  officers:  For  president,  Dr.  A.  M.  Shipley;  vice-president,  Dr.  Ridgely 
B.  Warfield;  secretary,  Dr.  W.  Edward  Magruder;  treasurer,  Dr.  William  S.  Gardner; 
members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  to  serve  two  years,  Drs.  R.  H.  Follis,  A.  C.  Har- 
rison, J.  L.  Hirsh,  W.  A.  Fisher  and  Standish  McCleary;  member  of  the  Board  of 
Censors,  to  serve  three  years,  in  place  of  Dr.  J.  M.  H.  Rowland,  whose  term  expires. 
Dr.  C.  W.  Lamed.  Dr.  Wilson  explained  to  the  Society  that  these  names  were  sim- 
ply placed  for  nomination  by  the  Committee,  but  that  it  was  in  order  to  make  further 
nomination  from  the  floor  if  the  Society  so  desired.  Additional  nominations  for 
the  House  of  Delegates  were  offered  from  the  floor  as  follows:  Drs.  J.  M.  H.  Rowland 
and  C.  Urban  Smith.  Drs.  Gillis  and  Hoag  were  appointed  tellers.  Vote  was  taken 
and  the  following  were  elected:  president.  Dr.  A.  M.  Shipley;  vice-president  Dr. 
Ridgely  B.  Warfield;  secretary  Dr.  W.  E.  Magruder;  and  treasurer.  Dr.  W.  S.  Gard- 
ner; members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  Drs.  Standish  McCleary,  W.  A.  Fisher, 
A.  C.  Harrison,  J.  M.  H.  Rowland,  and  R.  H.  Follis;  member  of  the  Board  of  Censors, 
Dr.  C.  W.  Lamed. 

Dr.  A.  P.  Herring  gave  a very  interesting  talk  upon  “What  Baltimore  is  doing  for 
her  acutely  insane,”  in  which  he  dwelt  at  some  length  upon  the  difficulties  in  pro- 
perly caring  for  the  insane  individuals  who  have  not  developed  extremely  pronounced 
symptoms.  He  indicated  the  belief  that  conditions  along  this  line  would  be  materi- 
ally improved  in  the  near  future  owing  to  the  attention  which  is  being  given  to  this 
subject  by  the  general  profession. 

Dr.  W.  P.  Morrill,  Superintendent  of  the  Sydenham  Hospital,  gave  a very  inter- 
esting talk  on  “What  Baltimore  is  doing  for  her  sufferers  from  acute  infectious  dis- 
eases.” He  gave  an  account  of  a number  of  visits  he  had  made  to  schools  and  other 
places,  where  a large  number  of  people  were  congregated,  and  from  the  midst  of  which 
he  had  removed  sufferers  from  acute  infections.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
physicians  are  extremely  careless  about  reporting  infectious  diseases. 

Dr.  Louis  Hamman  gave  a history  of  the  wonderful  work  Baltimore  is  doing  for  her 
tuberculous  patients,  which  indicated  that  nearly  all  the  reforms  for  the  caring  of 
tuberculosis  have  started  in  this  city.  He  dwelt  upon  the  great  work  which  Balti- 
more has  been  doing,  describing  the  scheme  of  nursing.  He  called  attention  how- 
ever, to  the  inadequacy  of  our  present  service  and  the  great  need  for  more  nurses. 

Dr.  Charles  O’Donovan  talked  on  “What  Baltimore  is  doing  for  her  water  supply,” 
and  gave  the  Society  much  encouragement  when  he  made  the  statement  that  the  pro- 
posed plans  for  increasing  the  water  supply  of  Baltimore  would  be  fully  adequate, 
and  that  a large  part  of  the  scare  about  a water  famine  during  the  past  summer  was 
imaginary.  It  was  his  opinion  that  proper  means  would  be  used  in  making  the  Balti- 
more water  supply  as  wholesome  and  plentiful  as  necessary. 

Dr.  Standish  McCleary  discussed  Dr.  Herring’s  subject,  and  called  attention  to 
the  large  number  of  cases  in  which  patients  who  were  suffering  from  some  organic 
disease  were  pronounced  acutely  insane  and  often  lost  their  lives  as  a result  of 
improper  diagnosis  and  treatment.  He  gave  several  interesting  examples. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  C.  Hampson  Jones,  Dr.  H.  W.  Buckler  told  of  the  work  which 
is  being  done  in  connection  with  the  State  Sanitarium  for  tuberculosis  patients.  He 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  State  was  used  to  a great  e.xtent  for  advanced 
cases  and  thus  the  physicians  failed  to  send  incipient  cases  there.  He  feels  that  pro- 
vision will  be  made  for  advanced  cases  in  the  near  future. 
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Dr.  Linthicum  stated  that  he  did  not  know  anything  al)out  the  subject  which  he 
hatl  been  asked  to  discuss,  “What  Baltimore  is  doing  for  her  alcoholics,”  but  a con- 
siderable amount  of  enthusiasm  was  excited  in  connection  with  this  subject,  so  much 
so  that  a motion  was  made  that  a committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  investigate  the 
subject  of  alcoholism  and  see  what  the  Baltimore  City  Medical  Society  can  do  in  con- 
nection with  it,  this  to  be  decided  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  Society.  The 
subject  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Janney,  Morrill  and  Abercrombie.  The  meeting  then 
adjourned.

As  indicated  in  the  title,  this  paper  embodied  Dr.  Kelly’s 
surgical  observations  during  a six  weeks’  trip  to  England  and  Scotland  last  summer. 
The  address  was  illustrated  by  a series  of  no  less  than  125  splendid  photographic 
slides  depicting  steps  in  various  surgical  operations  as  performed  by  the  master  sur- 
geons of  London,  Liverpool,  Leeds,  Edinburgh,  and  othei  cities  of  Great  Britain. 
Pictures  of  the  leading  surgeons,  together  with  many  other  matters  of  surgical  inter- 
est, were  also  shown.  Dr.  Kellj-  warmly  praised  the  courtesy  and  hospitality  of  all 
the  surgeons  whose  clinics  he  visited.  Dr.  Robin,  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  who  accom- 
panied Dr.  Kelly  on  the  trip,  spoke  briefly  of  his  observations  upon  the  medical  clin- 
ics of  Great  Britain.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  address.  Dr.  Kelly  was  accorded  a vote 
of  thanks  by  the  Section. 

Dr.  J.  M.  H.  Rowland  was  scheduled  to  read  a paper  on  “Meddlesome  Obstetrics,” 
but  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  it  was  decided,  with  Dr.  Rowland’s  consent, 
to  postpone  this  paper  until  the  next  meeting. 

Fully  200  members  were  present  at  the  meeting.

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PLANS  FOR  FACULTY’S  BIG  HEALTH  CONFERENCE 
ABOUT  COMPLETE 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin  we  presented  an  outline  of  the  plans  for 
a week-long  “Health  Conference”  to  be  conducted  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Faculty  from  February  6 to  February  11,  inclusive.  As  we  stated  at 
that  time,  the  purpose  of  this  conference  is  to  combine  all  the  Faculty 
committees  engaged  in  any  form  of  public  health  instruction  work,  together 
with  various  allied  organizations  with  similar  functions,  in  this  “whirl- 
wind” campaign  for  the  instruction  of  the  public  in  matters  pertaining  to 
the  preservation  of  health  and  the  prevention  of  disease.  By  such  con- 
centration of  effort  much  more  will  undoubtedly  be  accomplished  than  by 
individual  and  perhaps  sporadic  endeavor.  At  the  same  time  the  big 
scale  on  which  this  project  has  been  planned  will  secure  for  it  a large  meas- 
ure of  the  publicity  which  is  so  essential  for  the  success  of  an  undertaking 
of  this  sort.  The  newspapers  have  already  promsied  their  hearty  cooper- 
ation, and  it  is  safe  to  saj'  that  no  gathering  in  the  interest  of  the  public 
health  has  ever  been  more  strongly  featured  by  the  newspapers  than  will 
be  the  coming  conference. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  the  arrangements  for  this  series  of  meetings, 
of  which  Dr.  H.  G.  Beck  is  chairman,  has  spared  no  pains  to  secure  the 
very  best  speakers  available.  That  it  has  succeeded  will  be  evident  from 
a glance  at  the  programme  printed  on  another  page  of  this  issue.  It  is 
unusually  fortunate  and  peculiarly  appropriate  that  the  first  of  the  series 
of  meetings  will  be  opened  with  an  address  by  the  leader  of  the  organized 
medical  profession  of  this  country,  our  own  Dr.  Welch,  the  president  of 
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the  American  Medical  Association.  On  the  same  evening  there  will  be 
an  address  by  Dr.  Woods  Hutchinson,  of  New  York,  than  whom  there  is 
no  abler  or  better-known  exponent  of  the  importance  of  public  instruction 
in  health  matters.  Dr.  Hutchinson’s  articles  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post 
and  other  jiopular  periodicals  have  made  his  name  familiar  to  the  reading 
public,  and  his  appearance  in  Baltimore  will  undoubtedly  attract  a large 
audience. 

The  speaker  for  Tuesday  evening  will  be  Dr.  Henry  H.  Goddard,  head 
of  the  Department  of  Eesearch  at  the  New  Jersey  Training  School  for  De- 
fective Children,  Vineland,  N.  J.  Dr.  Goddard  has  done  some  remarkable 
WTirk  in  the  study  of  heredity  and  eugenics,  and  has  collected  some  striking- 
charts  upon  this  subject,  some  of  which  he  exhibited  in  the  course  of  a splen- 
did address  which  he  delivered  in  Baltimore  in  November  of  1909.  In  this 
address  on  February  7,  which  will  be  under  the  immediate  auspices  of  the 
Maryland  Society  of  Social  Hygiene,  Dr.  Goddard  will  consider  the  sub- 
ject of  eugenics  as  based  upon  his  study  of  feeble  minded  children,  laying 
particular  stress  upon  the  influence  of  the  social  diseases. 

The  Wednesday  meeting  will  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  an  ex- 
tremely important  and  much  neglected  aspect  of  the  problem  of  tubercu- 
losis— the  relation  of  patent  medicines  to  the  spread  of  this  disease.  This 
subject  will  be  presented,  with  numerous  stereopticon  views,  by  Dr.  Lyman 
F.  Kebler,  chief  of  the  Drug  Division,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  situation  in  Maryland  will  be  discussed  by  Dr.  Charles  Caspar!,  the 
State  Pure  Food  Commissioner.  On  Thursday  important  problems  con- 
cerning the  people  from  the  standpoint  of  midwifery  and  the  prevention 
of  blindness  will  be  discussed  by  Drs.  Cressy  L.  Wilbur,  of  Washington, 
and  J.  Park  Lewis,  of  Buffalo,  while  the  speaker  on  Friday  evening  will 
be  Dr.  Adolf  Meyer,  the  head  of  the  Phipps  Psychiatric  Clinic  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital.  The  address  at  the  final  meeting  on  Saturday 
will  be  delivered  by  Dr.  Rowland  G.  Freeman,  of  New  York,  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  the  relation  of  good  milk  to  infant  mortality. 

An  important  adjunct  to  the  meetings  wall  be  the  exhibit  which  is  being 
prepared  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  M.  L.  Price.  This  collection,  which 
has  been  gathered  from  various  sources,  is  now  nearing  completion.  It 
will  be  a model  of  its  kind,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  wield  a power- 
ful educational  influence,  for  there  are  many  who  are  appealed  to  much 
more  strongly  through  the  eye  than  through  the  ear. 

The  success  of  an  undertaking  such  as  the  Conference  will  represent 
depends  almost  entirely  upon  the  amount  of  publicity  which  it  will  receive. 
An  aggressive  publicity  committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  A.  P. 
Herring,  is  carrying  on  an  advertising  campaign  of  the  greatest  extensive- 
ness, the  newspapers  especially  having  manifested  the  heartiest  and  most 
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active  cooperation  with  the  plans  of  the  Faculty.  Every  member  of  the 
Faculty,  however,  can  have  a share  in  making  the  Conference  the  brilliant 
success  it  should  be  by  advertising  it  as  extensively  and  conscientiously 
as  possible  among  his  friends  and  patients,  many  of  whom  are  in  urgent 
need  of  just  such  knowledge  as  they  will  obtain  from  the  addresses  or  from 
the  exhibit.

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In  the  above  summary  an  average  of  75  is  required  of  those  participating  in  the 
examination  for  the  first  time  in  order  to  secure  a license.  Those  who  have  failed 
are  elegible  to  re-examination  at  the  expiration  of  six  months.  They  are  then  ob- 
liged to  receive  a rating  of  75  in  each  branch  in  which  they  are  re-examined  before 
license  can  be  issued.  Under  the  Maryland  laws,  students  who,  at  the  end  of  their 
second  year,  have  successfully  passed  their  college  examination  in  Anatomy, 
Chemistry,  Materia  medica,  and  Physiology,  are  entitled  to  examination  by  the 
Board  of  Medical  Examiners  in  these  branches.

After  a very  delightful  luncheon  the  business  of  the  meeting  was  taken  up. 

Dr.  Merrick  A.  V.  Smith,  of  Owings  Mills,  proposed  by  Dr.  J.  S.  Bowen  at  the  last 
meeting,  was  elected  to  membership,  and  Dr.  Geo.  F.  Sargeant,  of  the  Sheppard  and 
Enoch  Pratt  Hospital,  was  proposed  for  membership  by  Dr.  Edward  N.  Brush. 

The  resignations  of  Drs.  F.  W.  Janney,  Samuel  Theobald  and  W.  B.  Cornell  were 
read  and  accepted. 

A letter  from  Dr.  Ruhrah  was  read,  in  which  he  urged  the  members  of  the  associa- 
tion to  pay  their  annual  dues  before  January  31. 

Drs.  Edw.  N.  Brush  and  W.  Rush  Dunton  gave  an  interesting  and  instructive  talk 
on  “Paresis,”  saying  among  other  things,  that  the  symptoms  of  the  disease  were 
present  a long  time  before  the  disease  was  recognized  and  a physician  consulted. 
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Prominent  among  the  earlier  symptoms  are,  changes  in  conduct,  carelessness  in 
dress  and  habits,  and  inattention  to  business.  Exalted  or  exaggerated  ideas  or 
a melancholic  condition  may  be  associated  with  it. 

Among  the  early  physical  symptoms  are  the  Argyle-Robinson  pupil,  or  unequal 
pupils,  loss  of  dilatation  and  papillary  reflexes  and  diminished  or  lost  knee  jerk. 
Muscular  tremor  of  the  tongue  and  lips  are  early  symptoms,  and  lack  of  coordination 
of  the  lip  and  tongue  movements  produce  disturbances  of  speech  which  are  charac- 
teristic, it  being  impossible  to  properly  articulate  the  labial  and  lingual  letters, 
the  words  “truly  rural”  being  a test  often  employed. 

Dementia  paralytica  should  be  the  true  name  for  the  disease  and  it  may  be  associa- 
ted with  tabes  dorsalis.  The  symptoms  may  be  ushered  in  by  convulsions  or  apoplexy 
followed  later  by  changes  in  mental  attitude. 

The  hand  writing  of  persons  suffering  from  paresis  is  very  characteristic,  showing 
marked  tremor  of  the  hand  and  the  omission  of  words  and  letters. 

The  disease  in  its  different  stages  may  be  mistaken  for  neurasthenia,  alcoholism, 
epilepsy,  lead  poisoning  and  brain  syphilis.  Lumbar  puncture  is  the  best  physical 
test  and  should  be  used  in  all  cases  of  doubtful  diagnosis. 

Although  syphilis  is  supposed  to  be  a prime  factor  in  the  etiology  of  the  disease,  it 
does  not  yield  in  any  marked  degree  to  anti-syphilitic  treatment.

BOOK  REVIEWS. 

The  Practice  of  Surgery.  By  James  G.  Mumford,  M.D.,  Instructor  in  Surgery  in 
the  Harvard  Medical  School.  Octavo  of  1015  pages,  with  682  illustrations.  Phila- 
delphia and  London:  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  1910.  Cloth  $7.00  net;  half  mor- 
occo, $8.50  net. 

This  book  is  made  attractive  by  many  good  and  novel  points.  Most  prominent 
is  the  arrangement  of  the  chapters,  “taking  up  surgical  diseases  in  their  order  of 
interest,  importance,  and  frequency,  so  far  as  one  may  with  due  regard  to  a proper 
sequence.” 

The  work  is  distinctly  that  of  a general  surgeon,  a book  teaching  the  practice  of 
surgery  from  the  clinical  point  of  view.  Among  the  features  and  teaching,  we  remark 
the  sound  sense  and  good  judgment  expressed  in  the  discussion  of  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  appendicitis.  The  necessity  for  immediate  operation  is  well  shown  and 
logically  explained.  Mumford’s  early  appendectomy,  and  his  method  of  operating 
in  uncomplicated  cases,  will  not  meet  with  general  approval.  Surely  it  is  better 
to  take  the  time  necessary  to  invert  the  stump  of  the  appendix;  and  we  can  see  no 
reason  for  drainage  in  these  cases.  To  leave  the  wound  unsutured,  and  insert  a 
gauze  wick  to  the  stump  of  the  appendix  does  not  seem  wise  or  even  justifiable.  After 
removal  of  the  drain  “the  tissues  will  fall  together,  the  external  oblique  aponeurosis 
and  the  skin  may  be  stitched  if  one  chooses,”  takes  a little  less  than  two  lines  to  print, 
but  we  should  fear  greatly  the  just  indignation  of  a patient  confronted  by  the  ordeal 
of  suture  or  the  danger  of  a second  anaesthesia  forty-eight  hours  after  his  appendec- 
tomy. We  can  not  sanction  this  teaching. 

The  chapters  on  cancer  of  the  breast  follow  Warren’s  teaching  and  in  most  places 
the  advice  given  is  sound.  The  pictures.  Figures  327  to  331,  show  the  reason  for 
Warren’s  incision — complete  closure — and  the  at  same  time  form  the  best  sort  of 
object  lesson  against  its  employment.  A glance  at  Figures  328  and  329  shows  how 
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the  desire  to  secure  a good  upper  flaj)  lias  brought  the  skin  incision  entirely  too  close 
to  the  tumor. 

Jackson’s  method  as  shown  in  Figure  332  has  the  sanction  of  the  author.  This 
method  is  decidedly  objectionable.  No  one  has  evercured  breast  cancer  while  mak- 
ing flaps  for  closure.  The  cure  of  cancer  of  the  breast  requires  the  removal  of  a wide 
area  of  skin  surrounding  the  locality  of  the  tumor,  a wider  area  of  fat,  both  pectoral 
muscles  and  the  axillary  fat  and  glands,  in  one  piece.  Once  in  a while,  with  patients 
who  have  large  fatty  breasts,  it  may  be  possible  to  remove  enough  skin  and  still  close 
the  wound  without  grafting,  but  after  observing  a fairly  large  number  of  cases,  we 
believe  that  whenever  a sufficient  amount  of  subcutaneous  fat  is  removed,  the  nutri- 
tion of  the  skin  is  so  altered  that  the  flaps  slough  and  a secondary  grafting  becomes 
nece.ssary. 

After  studying  all  the  common  modifications  and  alleged  improvements,  anyone 
who  knows  the  end  results  of  his  treatment  of  cancer  of  the  breast  must  come  to  the 
operation  as  originally  described  by  Halsted,  the  method  that  nearly  twenty  years’ 
experience  has  taught  is  the  onlj’  one  which  offers  hope  of  permanent  cure  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases  of  cancer  of  the  breast  as  they  reach  the  surgeon.  Most  of  the 
modifications  err  in  some  vital  misunderstanding  of  the  pathology  of  cancer,  and  mis- 
lead the  unwary  or  imperfectly  educational  surgeon  by  the  promise  of  a quicker  con- 
valescence or  a more  rapid  operation,  wdiile  he  forgets  the  years  of  pain  and  suffering 
that  come  with  local  recurrence  in  cancer. 

One  regrets  that  such  a criticism  must  be  applied  to  so  important  a chapter  in  such 
a good  book.  But  for  one  who  feels  strongly  on  this  subject,  nothing  else  remains. 
The  juiblished  work  of  surgeons,  who  have  really  studied  cancer,  is  not  as  interesting 
reading  nor  so  well  advertised  as  that  of  their  critics,  but  it  is  far  more  important  for 
the  benefit  of  mankind  and  should  be  sought  by  authors  when  writing  for  the  general 
surgeon.  Especially  is  this  true,  since  the  cure  of  cancer  now  rests  on  properly  de- 
vised oiieration,  and  is  undertaken  daily  by  surgeons  of  widely  differing  abilities. 

.1  Manual  of  Pharmacy  fo)'  Physicians.  By  M.  F.  DeLorme,  M.D.,  Ph.G.,  Lecturer 
on  Pharmac}-  and  Pharmacology,  Long  Island  College  Hospital,  New  York.  Sec- 
ond Edition.  Cloth.  Price,  -151.25  net.  Pp.  199,  with  19  illustrations.  Phila- 
delphia: r.  Blakiston’s  Son  and  Coinjianj',  1910. 

The  second  edition  of  DeLorme’s  book  contains  much  which  will  be  of  use  in  teach- 
ing the  elements  of  pharmacy  and  prescribing  to  medical  students  and  physicians.  It 
contains  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  average  practitioner.  A con  siderable 
part  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  ]irescription  writing,  and  also  to  the  use  of  Latin.  An- 
other method  of  determining  the  genitive  has  been  inserted  which  consists  chiefly 
of  having  the  student  pay  especial  attention  to  the  learning  of  the  genitivm,  and  not 
paying  so  much  attention  to  the  nominative.  Prescriptions  to  illustrate  the  uses  of 
the  various  preparations  and  drugs  are  added,  and  are  so  arranged  as  to  render  the 
prescribing  reasonably  clear.  Taken  all  in  all  the  book  is  an  excellent  piece  of  work 
and  one  which  can  be  highly  recommended. 

H ydrolherapy.  By  (Irv  Hinsd.a.le,  A.M.,  M.D.  Philadelphia:  W.  B.  Saunders. 

1910. 

'I'he  increased  interest  in  the  subject  of  hydrotherapy  is  a most  encouraging  sign 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  numerous  works  on  it  which  have  recently  appeared  are 
an  indication  of  a need.  If  not  we  hope  that  they  may  create  it.  It  is  a pity  that 
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many  of  the  works  on  this  subject  suffer  from  such  a plethora  of  words  that  the  seeker 
after  hydrotherapeutic  truths  has  to  search  diligently  and  with  much  patience. 
There  is  usually  too  much  quotation  at  great  length  of  the  opinion  of  others.  What 
most  of  us  desire  in  a work  on  hydrotherapy  is  a short  concise  statement  of  methods, 
indications  and  reasons.  The  writer  of  this  work  has  avoided  to  a considerable  degree 
the  error  of  being  too  diffuse.  The  book  is  dedicated  to  Dr.  Osier,  who  has  always 
been  a strong  advocate  of  the  virtues  of  hydrotherapy. 

The  first  section  is  devoted  to  a discussion  of  the  general  effects  of  hydrotherapy 
on  metabolism,  the  circulation,  blood  and  respiration.  Under  special  hydrotherapy 
the  emplojunent  in  various  diseases  is  taken  up  in  detail.  Some  of  the  statements 
which  are  made  seem  rather  extravagant.  Thus,  to  say  that  the  use  of  the  cold 
douche  to  the  abdomen  in  leukaemia  “very  sensibly  affects  the  enlarged  spleen” 
does  not  sound  \erj^  convincing.  Then  who  is  going  to  use  the  cold  douche  to  the 
abdomen  in  typhoid  fever  to  affect  the  spleen?  These  are  quoted  from  another  writer, 
but  are  open  to  question  as  no  comment  is  made  on  them.  It  must  be  said  that  the 
author  has  had  rather  a wide  net  and  has  introduced  measures  which  are  not  strictly 
speaking  to  be  classed  under  hj^drotherapy.  The  use  of  the  ice  bag  and  mustard  appli- 
cations, for  example,  hardly  belong  here.  The  section  on  the  technic  of  hydro- 
therapj'  is  very  satisfactory  and  the  many  methods  are  described  clearly.  The  dis- 
cussion of  the  use  of  water  internally  might  well  be  made  fuller.  It  surelj^  deserves 
more  than  a few  pages.  It  seems  hard  to  see  any  reason  for  giving  a list  of  places 
where  the  douche  tables  of  particular  manufactures  are  installed.  This  might  well 
be  omitted  in  later  editions.  It  is  satisfactory  to  see  that  attention  is  dmected  to 
the  fact  that  hot  baths  are  not  always  advisable  in  arthritis  deformans.  It  is  a pity 
that  some  of  the  physicians  at  certain  springs  do  not  know  this;  it  would  be  better 
for  man}’  patients  if  they  did.  Contrary  opinions  on  the  relative  advantage  of  cold 
and  hot  applications  in  endocarditis  are  given  in  different  places  (pages  126  and  146). 
As  is  often  the  case,  the  term  “rheumatism”  figures  in  various  ways.  “Chronic 
rheiunatism”  is  discussed  at  first  as  meaning  fibrositis  but  later  as  meaning  chronic 
arthritis.  To  speak  of  the  arthritis  secondary  to  gonorrhoea  as  acute  articular 
rheumatism  is  to  deprive  terms  of  all  meaning. 

It  is  not  desired  to  emphasize  these  points  unduljq  for  this  work  is  a good  one  and 
it  seems  a pity  that  it  should  be  marred  by  errors  which  a little  care  would  avoid. 
To  claim  too  much  for  any  treatment  is  to  invite  disappointment  and  severe  criticism. 
The  truth  about  hj^drotherapy  is  quite  good  enough  without  exaggeration.  In  an 
appendix  an  article  on  “Some  Truths  about  Hydrotherapy,”  by  Dr.  Simon  Baruch  of 
New  York  is  given,  and  Dr.  Hinsdale  pays  a graceful  tribute  to  Dr.  Baruch,  who  has 
done  so  much  for  the  advancement  of  h}’drotherap}’. 

Obstetncal  A’ursing.  Revised  and  enlarged,  By  Henry  Enos  Tuley,  A.B.,  M.D. 

An  exhaustive  work  on  obstetrical  nursing  adapted  to  infirmaries,  colleges  and  the 

home.  Published  by  John  P.  IMorton  and  Compan}q  Louisville,  Ky.,  Price,  SI. 50. 

Within  recent  years  a number  of  books  have  appeared  dealing  with  special  aspects 
of  the  science  of  nursing,  so  that  it  would  seem  that  specialization  in  nursing  is  be- 
coming as  highly  developed  as  it  already  is  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  The  present 
volume  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  books  of  this  kind  with  which  we  are  familiar. 
The  subject  matter  is  presented  in  a rational  and  attractive  way.  The  chapters  on 
the  anatomy  and  physiologj’  of  the  female  generative  organs  are  quite  adequate  for 
all  purposes,  the  author  avoiding  the  mistake  of  going  into  such  scientific  detail  as  to 
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“scare  off”  the  average  reader.  The  same  favorable  criticism  might  be  made,  in- 
deed. of  the  entire  book.  Especially  in  the  chapter  on  infant  feeding  is  this  charac- 
teristic of  simplicity  evident,  and  it  is  perhaps  true  that  not  a few  medical  men  would 
derive  more  benefit  from  a perusal  of  such  a clear  though  elementary  jrresentation 
of  the  subject  than  by  wading  through  tlie  intricate  detail  with  which  this  subject  is 
so  often  invested  in  larger  text  books  of  pediatrics  or  obstetrics.  The  book  includes 
chapters  on  nursing  as  applied  to  the  obstetric  operations  and  the  various  obstetric 
complications,  and  is  rounded  out  by  a valuable  little  glossary.  The  illustrations 
are  excellent.  This  little  volume  is  especially  noteworthy  for  the  clarity  and  sim- 
jrlicity  with  which  the  subject  matter  is  brought  before  the  reader,  and  it  may  be 
recommended  without  reserve  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  prepared.

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THE  FACULTY’S  PUBLIC  HEALTH  CONFERENCE  A 
BRILLIANT  SUCCESS 

The  recent  Public  Health  Conference  of  the  Faculty,  which  extended 
throughout  the  week  of  February  6 to  February  11,  inclusive,  will  go  down 
in  history  as  the  most  successful  affair  of  the  kind  ever  held  in  Baltimore. 
Night  after  night  the  large  assembly  hall  in  the  new  library  building  was 
thronged  with  people  eager  to  hear  the  various  addresses  and  to  see  the 
splendid  exhibit  which  had  been  prepared.  It  was  a remarkable  illustration 
of  the  fact  that  the  people  are  not  only  willing,  but  actually  eager,  to  receive 
sound  instruction  in  health  matters  from  those  who  are  in  a position  to 
speak  authoritatively.  At  the  meeting  on  Friday  evening,  which  proved 
to  be  the  banner  night  of  the  week,  the  crowd  was  so  great  that  several 
hundred  people  could  not  secure  admission  into  Osier  Hall,  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  arrange  an  impromptu  overflow  meeting  in  the  l^anquet  hall  in  the 
basement  of  the  building.  The  two  speakers,  Drs.  Barker  and  Meyer, 
were  therefore  obliged  to  repeat  their  addresses  for  the  benefit  of  the  over- 
flow audience. 

The  programme  of  the  Conference,  it  will  be  recalled,  was  published  in 
last  month’s  Bulletin. 

All  the  speakers  were  men  of  national  reputation,  mostly  from  out  of 
town.  Dr.  Barker,  as  a matter  of  fact,  was  the  only  member  of  the  Faculty 
included  in  the  list  of  speakers.  No  paper,  however,  excited  more  general 
interest  than  did  his,  and  none  excelled  it  in  simplicity,  clarity  of  expres- 
sion and  conservative  thoroughness — it  was  a model  of  its  kind.  For  this 
reason,  and  because  of  a number  of  requests  for  its  publication  in  the 
Bulletin,  it  appears  in  full  in  this  issue. 
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Much  of  the  success  of  the  Conference  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  publicity 
which  it  received,  and  this,  in  turn,  is  due  largely  to  the  untiring  work  of 
the  Publicity  Committee,  of  which  Dr.  A.  P.  Herring  was  Chairman.  For 
the  splendid  exhibit  which  drew  so  many  to  the  Conference,  Dr.  M.  L. 
Price  deserves  the  chief  credit.  In  fact,  every  member  of  the  committee  in 
charge,  as  well  as  Miss  Noyes  and  her  assistants,  worked  hard  to  make  the 
Conference  the  success  which  it  proved  to  be — a success  all  the  more  note- 
worthy when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  not  one  cent  of  the  Faculty’s  money 
was  spent,  the  necessary  funds  being  raised  by  subscription.  There  is  little 
doubt,  in  the  light  of  the  success  achieved  with  this  year’s  Conference,  that 
it  will  be  made  an  annual  affair.

ON  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  CHILDREN  PREDISPOSED  TO 

NERVOUSNESS.

Whether  a person  becomes  nervous  or  not  depends  upon  two  great  factors:  (1)  the 
constitution  which  he  inherits  from  his  parents  and  through  them  from  his  ancestors 
generally;  (2)  the  influences  to  which  his  body,  especially  his  nervous  system,  is  ex- 
posed during  life  and  particularly  during  childhood.  There  will  always  be  differ- 
ences of  opinion  among  serious  students  of  the  subject  as  to  the  relative  importance 
of  these  two  factors;  some  assume  that  heredity  or  nature  is  the  all  important  factor; 
others  maintain  that  this  is  relatively  insignificant  and  that  environment  or  nurture 
accounts  for  everything;  both  views  are  one  sided.  Both  nature  and  nurture  are  of 
fundamental  importance  and  only  by  considering  the  two  aspects  of  the  subject  fairly 
can  sound  ideas  ever  be  arrived  at. 

Heredity  and  environment  overlap  in  one  period  of  life;  during  early  childhood  the 
individual  is  usually  under  the  educational  influence  of  his  parents  and  exposed  to 
their  example.  Doubtless  much  that  is  sometimes  attributed  to  direct  inheritance 
is  really  due  to  the  influence  after  birth,  of  imitation  of  the  parents.  Where  the  her- 
edity is  notoriously  bad  it  might  be  well,  asOppenheim  (l)  suggests,  to  protect  children, 
who  have  the  ill  fortune  to  be  born  under  such  conditions,  from  the  dangers  of  psychic 
infection  in  the  parental  environment;  such  children  taken  away  from  home  and  placed 
under  more  favorable  conditions  would  have  a better  chance  of  counteracting  the 
faults  of  inheritance. 

In  families  in  which  nervous  states  prevail  it  is  a matter  of  great  interest  to  know 
in  how  far  the  nervous  tendency  can  be  overcome  by  educational  means  and  especially 
to  learn  what  to  avoid  because  of  its  likelihood  to  injure  the  nervous  system.  Even 
in  families  in  which  no  nervous  taints  exist  in  the  parents  or  near  relatives  the  children 
sometimes  become  nervous  through  faulty  education  and  there  is  a growing  desire  on 
the  part  of  well  informed  people  now-a-days  to  make  sure  that  the  means  of  education 
they  provide  for  their  children  shall  be  such  that  the  nervous  system  will  be  protected 
and  strengthened  rather  than  exposed  to  over-strain  and  injury. 

One  fact  which  has  become  ever  clearer  as  medical  knowledge  has  advanced  con- 
cerns the  nutrition  of  the  child.  Faulty  feeding  in  infancy  and  early  childhood  may 
lead  to  such  impoverishment  of  the  tissues  and  such  stunting  of  growth  that  the  ill 
effects  can  never  be  recovered  from  in  later  life.  A considerable  proportion  of  the 
intellectual  and  moral  inferiorities  among  our  people  is  fairly  attributable  to  imper- 
fect nutrition  at  this  early  age.  Fortunately  the  public  is  now  being  so  thoroughly 
educated  to  the  importance  of  breast  feeding  for  infants  and  of  liberal  and  suitable 
diet  during  the  early  years  of  life,  by  family  physicians  and  also  through  the  excel- 
lent little  manuals  of  Holt  (2),  Starr  (3),  Griffith  (4)  and  others  on  the  care  and  feed-

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ing  of  children  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  dwell  at  length  upon  the  subject.  Plenty 
of  good  simple  food  including  milk,  meat,  vegetables  and  fruit  with  avoidance  of 
condiments,  coffee,  tea  and  alcohol  is  approved  by  all  authorities. 

Many  parents  make  the  mistake  of  allowing  the  caprice  of  the  child  to  influence  its 
diet.  We  now  know  the  foods  that  are  suitable  for  children  and,  knowing  these,  the 
children  should  be  provided  with  them  in  suitable  amounts  and  should  be  required 
to  eat  of  them,  largely  independent  of  choice.  The  child  that  learns  to  eat  and  digest 
all  wholesome  foods  and  who  is  not  permitted  to  cultivate  little  food  antipathies 
makes  a good  start  and  avoids  one  of  the  worst  pit-falls  of  life  with  which  medical 
men  are  very  familiar  namely  a meticulous  anxiety  concerning  the  effects  of  various 
foods,  all  too  likely  to  develop  into  a hypochondriacal  state. 

There  is  a greater  recognition  now  than  formerly,  also,  of  the  fact  that  children 
should  not  be  too  tenderly  brought  up- — that  a certain  amount  of  judicious  harden- 
ing of  the  body  is  desirable.  While  faddists  and  extremists  in  this  direction  fall  into 
grievous  errors,  making  their  children  go  barefoot  and  barelegged  in  the  snow  and 
compelling  the  feeble,  non-reacting  child  to  take  plunges  in  ice  cold  water,  a still 
greater  mistake  is  made  by  those  who  over-protect  their  children  and  who  fail  to  ac- 
custom their  bodies  early  to  cool  baths  and  to  exercise  in  all  sorts  of  weather. 

The  child  who  is  brought  up  in  such  a way  that  he  is  very  sensitive  to  slight  changes 
in  temperature  is  bound  to  suffer  from  it  sooner  or  later  and  everyone  is  familiar  with 
those  who  grumble  at  the  weather.  If  children  be  suitably  dressed  and  are  early 
accustomed  to  taking  a cool  bath  in  the  morning  and  to  walks  out-of-doors  every  day, 
rain  or  shine  and  whether  it  be  cold  or  warm,  the  skin  and  nervous  system  quickly 
acquire  a tolerance  for  variations  in  temperature  most  desirable  for  health  and  for 
the  feeling  of  well-being. 

An  out-of-door  life  for  children  also  leads  them  unconsciously  to  exercise  their 
muscles  more  than  is  possible  for  the  child  who  stays  in-doors.  Not  only  physicians 
but  also  laymen  from  the  old  Greek  times  to  the  present  have  been  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  bodily  exercise  and  harmonious  muscular  development  for  the  well- 
fare  of  the  mind  and  of  the  nervous  system.  If  we  wish  our  children  to  be  strong, 
energetic  and  courageous,  if  we  desire  to  insure  them  against  the  nervous  ills  which 
follow  in  the  wake  of  debility,  inertia  and  timidity  we  must  see  to  it  that  all  the  mus- 
cles of  their  bodies  are  systematically  and  regularly  exercised.  For  this  purpose  the 
plays  of  children  are  very  important  and  the  only  child,  deprived  of  the  companion- 
ship of  brothers  and  sisters,  unless  pains  are  taken  to  supply  other  playmates  for 
him,  is  much  to  be  pitied.  Besides  play,  walking,  running,  rowing,  riding,  swim- 
ming, paddling  and  sailing  are  all  desirable  forms  of  bodily  exercise.  In  cities,  and 
especially  during  the  school  year,  systematic  gymnastic  exercises,  calisthenics,  have 
to  be  resorted  to  and  where  no  suitable  gymnastic  exercises  can  be  obtained,  parents 
will  do  well  to  teach  older  children  .some  forms  of  exercises  to  be  taken  in  the  early 
morning.  One  of  the  best  of  the  various  systems  worked  out  is  that  of  a Dane,  one 
J.  P.  Muller  (5)  who  in  his  little  book  My  System  outlines  a series  of  exercises  which 
anyone  may  carry  out  in  his  own  room  without  apparatus.  These  exercises  are  phy- 
siologically well  devised  and  I can  recommend  them  heartily,  not  only  for  older  child- 
ren but  also  for  both  men  and  women  who  have  to  compress  the  exercises  of  the  da3’ 
into  a very  short  period.  The  exercises  recommended  in  this  country  by  Luther 
Gulick  (G),  by  Tait  McKenzie  (7)  and  others  may  also  be  mentioned.  I would  call 
j’our  attention  also  to  the  works  of  Lagrange  (8). 

An  anxious  mother  will  often  ask  to  have  her  nervous  child  excused  from  regular 
exercises  at  school.  This  is  usually  a mistake,  for  nervous  children  even  more  than 
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normal  children,  require  systematic  muscular  exercises.  It  should,  of  course,  be 
properly  regulated  and  where  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  reliability  of  the  supervision 
of  such  work  at  a school  gymnasium,  definite  instructions  should  be  obtained  from  the 
family  physician  as  to  the  character  and  amount  of  exercises  to  be  undertaken. 

While  emphasis  is  thus  laid  upon  suitable  bodily  exercise  for  children  predisposed 
to  nervousness  a warning  should  be  sounded  against  excesses  in  sports  like  tennis, 
foot-ball,  basket-ball  and  other  games  in  which  there  is  opportunity  for  competition 
or  rivalry.  Over-ambition  in  these  directions  is  often  most  harmful  both  to  the  body 
and  to  the  mind  of  the  child  and  should  be  especially  avoided  where  there  is  any  neuro- 
pathic taint. 

In  addition  to  the  hardening  of  the  bodjq  the  education  of  the  child  should  include 
measures  which  increase  the  resistance  of  the  child  against  pain  and  discomforts  of 
various  sorts.  Every  child,  therefore,  should  undergo  a gradual  process  of  “psychic 
hardening”  and  be  taught  to  bear  with  equanimity  the  pain  and  discomfort  to  which 
everyone  sooner  or  later  cannot  help  but  be  exposed.  What  I have  said  about  cloth- 
ing, cold  baths,  walking  in  all  weather  and  at  all  temperatures,  play  and  exercise  in 
the  open  air,  has  a bearing  on  this  point  for  a child  who  has  formed  good  habits  in 
these  various  directions  will  have  learned  many  lessons  in  the  steeling  of  his  mind  to 
bear  pain  and  to  ignore  small  discomforts. 

Physicians  who  work  among  nervous  cases  realize  how  often  the  child  who  has  been 
too  much  protected  from  pain  becomes  the  victim  of  nervous  break-down  later  in 
life.  I have  seen  many  a woman  who  could  bear  great  sorrow  or  suffer  without  flinch- 
ing the  pain  of  childbirth  who  still  had  no  tolerance  for  the  little  ills  of  life.  In 
such  cases  it  is  the  idea  rather  than  the  sensation  from  which  the  patient  suffers  and 
such  abnormal  ideas  most  frequently  arise  in  those  who  have  not  learned  in  childhood 
to  bear  pain  well  or  to  adjust  themselves  without  complaint  to  the  disagreeable  sen- 
sations and  experiences  which  are  essential  to  a normal  bringing  up. 

The  boy  who  learns  to  tumble  in  a gymnasium,  to  stand  the  pain  of  boxing  and  fenc- 
ing and  wrestling  and  to  keep  his  temper  while  engaging  in  these  exercises  will  have 
subjected  himself  to  a training  which  cannot  help  but  stand  him  in  good  stead  later 
on  in  life.  One  reason  why  women  are  more  prone  in  later  life  to  nervousness  than 
men  may  lie  in  the  lessened  opportunity  which  girls  have  for  bodily  and  psychic 
hardening  in  the  games  which  they  play  and  the  life  which  they  lead  as  children. 
Particular  care  should  be  taken  with  young  girls  who  show  any  tendency  to  nervous- 
ness to  see  to  it  that  not  too  much  concession  is  made  to  their  likes  and  dislikes.  No- 
thing can  be  more  harmful  to  them  than  the  gratification  of  caprice.  Especially  when 
a child  shows  a tendency  to  be  nauseated  by  certain  smells  and  tastes  and  to  complain 
of  noises  or  of  sensitiveness  to  bright  light  the  family  physician  should  be  consulted 
and,  provided  no  actual  disease  of  the  sense  organs  or  brain  is  responsible,  the  process 
of  psychic  hardening^hould  at  once  be  begun. 

Neglected,  it  is  surprising  to  what  vagaries  such  hypersensitiveness  may  lead.  A 
lady  recently  consulted  me  on  account  of  a most  distressing  state,  asking  that  “in 
the  name  of  mercy  and  pity”  she  should  be  given  some  help  and  told  how  to  overcome 
an  obsession  which  distressed  her.  The  sound  of  her  husband  chewing  at  table  com- 
pletely upset  her  and  when  he  smoked,  the  noise  made  by  the  puffing  of  the  smoke 
was  torture  to  her;  the  creaking  of  her  mother’s  shoes  as  she  walked  about  the  house 
made  her  most  uncomfortable  during  a period  of  several  months.  Obviously  the 
abnormal  idea  in  such  a case  caused  the  suffering,  not  the  sensory  impulse  itself. 

Another  patient,  a gentleman,  who  has  had  repeated  nervous  break-downs  told 
me  that  they  always  begin  in  the  same  way.  After  a night  of  insomnia  he  will  sud- 
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denly  become  unable  to  bear  a strong  light  and  in  lamp  light  he  complains  that  he 
has  a sensation  of  pressure  in  the  head  and  an  inability  to  relax  his  limbs.  He  feels 
at  such  times  as  though  he  will  lose  his  mind  and  that  he  must  have  some  relief  or  he 
will  have  to  end  his  life.  In  one  of  these  attacks  in  early  life,  he  stayed  two  years  in 
a dark  room  and  only  at  the  end  of  that  time  would  consent  to  remain  in  the  light. 
Obviously  here,  too,  it  was  not  the  sensation  of  light  but  the  idea  that  the  light  would 
injure  him  which  was  the  kernel  of  his  condition. 

Examples  like  the  two  just  mentioned  could  easily  be  multiplied  but  they  will  be 
sufficient  to  indicate  the  direction  in  which  the  psychopathic  nervous  system  may 
easily  tend.  While  in  severe  cases  like  these  just  referred  to  the  patients  undoubtedly 
started  out  in  life  with  abnormal  nervous  systems,  it  is  quite  conceivable  that  a judi- 
cious hardening  in  early  life  might  have  prevented  the  later  shipwreck.  I cannot 
too  strongly  recommend,  therefore,  the  aquisition  of  tolerance  of  disagreeable  feel- 
ing-tones as  early  as  practicable  in  life. 

If  children  can  be  brought  to  behave  normally  in  the  presence  of  the  disagreeable 
feeling-tones  just  discussed,  the  task  of  educating  them  to  control  themselves  in  cir- 
cumstances which  tend  to  arouse  the  stronger  feelings,  emotions  and  passions  will  be 
made  much  easier.  Parents  and  nurses  are  too  little  aware  of  the  dangers  of  allowing 
the  emotions  or  passions  to  go  unbridled.  The  problem  should  be  recognized  and 
attempts  at  the  beginnings  of  its  solution  should  be  made  in  early  infancy.  If  a young 
infant  be  kept  in  a normal  routine,  despite  any  emotional  outbreak  which  it  may  mani- 
fest, an  excellent  start,  in  the  training  of  the  emotions  will  have  been  made.  If  a 
child  learns,  that,  by  crying  or  by  an  exhibition  of  temper,  it  can  gain  the  thing  which 
it  thinks  desirable,  otherwise  unattainable,  a very  bad  start  will  have  been  made. 
Children  should  early  be  given  to  understand  that  they  must  control  themselves 
before  their  desires  will  be  gratified.  How  often  has  an  indulgent  mother  given  a 
child  something  it  has  asked  for  in  order  to  stop  its  crying  and  to  avoid  a scene!  It 
is  hard  to  imagine  anything,  in  the  circumstances,  worse  for  the  child.  If,  instead, 
the  mother  had  ignored  the  temper  and  told  the  child  that  it  must  say  “please”  and 
must  wait  a few  moments  after  its  temper  has  been  controlled  and  the  reque.st  has 
been  made  before  the  desire  will  be  gratified,  it  would  have  been  quickly  possible  to 
con^•ince  the  child  that  it  can  get  things  by  controlling  itself  rather  than  bj'  emotional 
explosions.  The  substitution  of  self  mastery  for  emotional  outbreaks  is  eas}’  when 
begun  early  but  very  difficult,  indeed,  well  nigh  impossible,  if  begun  late  in  life. 

Another  mental  attitude  that  bears  watching  is  the  craving  of  the  child  for  sjun- 
pathy.  Parents  are  really  unkind  in  yielding  too  much  to  such  a craving.  True 
kindness  will  teach  the  child  to  rely  more  upon  self-help. 

Still  another  manifestation,  common  in  children  and  fostered  too  often  by  the 
example  of  the  parents,  is  vacillation.  In  one  form  of  functional  nervous  disease  inde- 
cision is  a most  prominent  symptom.  Parents  should  see  to  it^that  children  are  not 
exposed  to  a pernicious  example  in  this  regard.  While  there  are  some  children  of  the 
“hair-trigger”  type  who  have  to  be  taught  deliberation  in  the  making  of  decisions, 
there  are  more  who  have  a tendency  toffioubt  and  indecision  and  who  should  be  taught 
that  it  is  better,  after  due  consideration,  to  make  a decision,  even  though  it  be  wrong 
and  to  stick  to  it,  rather  than  to  remain  undecided. 

The  extent  to  which  the  fallacy  of  indecision  may  be  carried  is  well  manifested  by 
some  of  the  psychasthenic  patients  who  apply  to  phj'sicians  for  aid.  Their  indecision 
is  often  shown  by  the  way  in  which  they  make  an  appointment  with  the  physician, 
making  and  breaking  it  several  times  or  changing  the  hour  repeatedly  before  finally 
appearing  in  his  office.  One  of  these  patients  told  me  that  it  sometimes  took  him 
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hours  to  decide  what  clothes  to  put  on  for  the  day.  Fortunately  such  pathological 
cases  are  uncommon  but  there  is  every  gradation  from  the  milder  symptoms  of  vacil- 
lation to  the  outspoken  and  distressing  indecision  of  the  confirmed  psychasthenic. 
The  old  motto  “When  in  doubt,  act,”  should  be  kept  in  mind  by  parents  who  note  a 
tendency  to  indecision  in  a child. 

The  control  of  the  stronger  passions  is  for  some  easier  than  the  mastery  of  ordinary 
irritation,  and  nervous  children  should,  both  by  example  and  by  precept,  be  taught 
how  to  stifle  irritability  whenever  it  arises.  So  few  adults  have  learned  how  to 
meet  the  daily  friction  that  there  would  seem  but  little  chance  as  yet  for  the  nervous 
child  constantly  exposed  to  a bad  example.  As  an  observant  writer  has  said,  “an 
important  feature  of  the  art  of  living  consists  in  keeping  the  peace,  the  whole  peace 
and  nothing  but  the  peace  with  those  with  whom  one  is  thrown.” 

If  parents  are  prone,  in  their  daily  lives  and  especially  within  hearing  of  children, 
to  blame  the  people  who  surround  them  or  the  people  about  whom  they  talk,  they  may 
often,  quite  unconsciously,  sow  the  seeds  of  malevolence  in  young  minds.  Just  as 
cheerfulness  and  kindliness  are  contagious,  so,  unfortunately,  are  moroseness,  acerb- 
ity, churlishness  and  ill-will  and  the  latter  are  mental  states  which  are  most  harmful 
to  the  nervous  system.  It  is  entirely  possible,  with  long  training,  practically  to 
banish  anger,  worry,  irritability  and  uncharitableness  from  one’s  life.  You  will  be 
impressed  with  a passage  in  Arnold  Bennett’s  book  The  Human  Machine  (9)  which 
deals  with  the  matter  of  blaming,  of  judging  others,  and  emitting  verdicts  upon 
them.  You  may  not  agree  with  him  but  he  will  make  you  think,  at  least,  when 
he  says:  “All  blame,  uttered  or  unexpressed,  is  wrong.  I do  not  blame  myself. 

I can  explain  myself  to  myself.  I can  invariably  explain  myself.  If  I forged  a 
friend’s  name  on  a cheque  I should  explain  the  affair  quite  satisfactorily  to  myself. 
And  instead  of  blaming  myself  I should  sympathise  with  myself  for  having  been  driven 
into  such  an  excessively  awkward  corner.  Let  me  examine  honestly  my  mental  proc- 
esses, and  I must  admit  that  my  attitude  towards  others  is  entirely  different  from  my 
attitude  towards  myself.  I must  admit  that  in  the  seclusion  of  my  mind,  though  I 
say  not  a word,  I am  constantly  blaming  others  because  I am  not  happy.  Whenever 
I bump  up  against  an  opposing  personality  and  my  smooth  progress  is  impeded,  I 
secretly  blame  the  opposer.  I act  as  though  I had  shouted  to  the  world:  ‘Clear  out 
of  the  way,  everyone,  for  I am  coming!’  Everyone  does  not  clear  out  of  the  way. 
I did  not  really  expect  everyone  to  clear  out  of  the  way.  But  I act,  within,  as  though 
I had  so  expected.  I blame.  Hence  kindliness,  hence  cheerfulness,  is  rendered 
vastly  more  difficult  for  me. 

“What  I ought  to  do  is  this!  I ought  to  reflect  again  and  again,  and  yet  again, 
that  the  beings  among  whom  I have  to  steer,  the  living  environment  out  of  which  I 
have  to  manufacture  my  happiness,  are  just  as  inevitable  in  the  scheme  of  evolution; 
as  I am  myself;  have  just  as  much  right  to  be  themselves  as  I have  to  be  myself; 
are  precisely  my  equals  in  the  face  of  Nature;  are  capable  of  being  explained  as  I 
am  capable  of  being  explained;  are  entitled  to  the  same  latitude  as  I am  entitled  to, 
and  are  no  more  responsible  for  their  composition  and  their  environment  than  I for 
mine.  I ought  to  reflect  again  and  again,  and  yet  again,  that  they  all  deserve  from 
me  as  much  sympathy  as  I give  to  myself.  Why  not?  Having  thus  reflected  in  a gen- 
eral manner,  I ought  to  take  one  by  one  the  individuals  with  whom  I am  brought  into 
frequent  contact,  and  seek,  by  a deliberate  effort  of  the  imagination  and  the  reason, 
to  understand  them,  to  understand  why  they  act  thus  and  thus,  what  their  difficulties 
are,  what  their  explanation  is,  and  how  friction  can  be  avoided.  So  I ought  to  re- 
flect, morning  after  morning,  until  my  brain  is  saturated  with  the  cases  of  these  in- 
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dividuals.  Here  is  a course  of  discipline.  If  I follow  it  I shall  gradually  lose  the 
preposterous  habit  of  blaming,  and  I shall  have  laid  the  foundations  of  that  quiet, 
unshakable  self-possession  which  is  the  indispensable  preliminary  of  conduct  accord- 
ing to  reason,  of  thorough  efficiency  in  the  machine  of  happiness.” 

The  growing  child  will  nearly  always  find  himself  confronted  by  a sufficient  num- 
ber of  disagreeable  excitations  to  give  him  opportunity  for  the  cultivation  of  emo- 
tional control.  It  is  not  desirable  that  life  should  be  arranged  otherwise  for  him; 
it  would  be  far  from  advantageous  to  him  to  be  protected  from  everything  tending  to 
stir  his  feelings  and  emotions.  Attempts  to  follow  the  founder  of  Buddhism  in  the 
idea  of  educating  youth  by  suppressing  desire  and  keeping  the  individual  from  the 
sight  of  suffering,  care  or  sorrow,  would  lead  to  a race  of  weaklings  insufficient  for  the 
struggle  of  life.  Far  better,  as  Ziehen  (10)  and  Oppenheim  recommend,  purposely 
to  expose  the  neuropathic  child  occasionally  to  opportunity  for  slight  emotional 
outbreak  in  order  that  he  may  by  a sort  of  “gymnastic”  of  the  emotions  gradually 
learn  to  be  master  of  himself. 

The  sensitive  nervous  system,  if  over-protected  in  the  early  years,  suffers  keenly 
when  later  on  the  principle  of  protection  has,  perforce,  to  give  way  to  the  principle 
of  exertion.  A lady  of  great  refinement,  who,  owing  to  an  illness  which  necessitated 
hospital  treatment,  was  unpreparedly  made  aware  of  the  world-pain  which  exists  and 
of  which  she  had  previously  known  but  little  owing  to  her  mode  of  life,  once  told  me 
how  the  sudden  contact  with  suffering  humanity  affected  her.  “I  saw  and  heard  so 
much  that  distressed  me  that  all  life  seemed  to  be  an  open  wound.  ...  I used  to 
lie  awake  all  night,  thinking  about  what  1 had  seen  or  heard  or  suspected  during  the 
day,  and  / thought  I should  go  mad  because  I could  do  nothing  to  stem  that  rising  tide 
of  misery  and  corruption.”  Fortunately,  she  was  made  of  excellent  stuff  and  so  pro- 
fited by  the  chastening  experience  that,  on  recovery,  she  joined  a group  of  enthusias- 
tic social  workers  and  now  labors  earnestly  to  improve  human  conditions  in  the  city 
and  state  in  which  she  lives. 

Especial  care  should  be  exercised  to  prevent  disagreeable  feelings  and  emotions  be- 
coming transformed  into  the  more  persistent  moods.  It  is  often  better  for  an  emo- 
tion to  discharge  itself  in  the  form  of  some  definite  act  and  thus  bring  it  to  an  end 
rather  than  through  the  partial  suppression  of  it,  have  it  last  in  the  form  of  a disagree- 
able mood,  for  a considerable  length  of  time.  Pouting,  sulkiness,  harboring  a grudge, 
or  bearing  malice,  should  be  regarded  as  sjTnptoms  seriously  to  be  considered  and 
corrected,  for  if  they  be  tolerated  in  the  child,  habits  may  be  begun  which  will  prepare 
the  soil  for  the  development,  later  in  life,  of  the  seeds  of  enmity  and  suspicion;  the 
full  grown  plants  are  the  persecutory  ideas  of  the  paranoid  states. 

How  to  manage  a child  in  a fit  of  temper  has  been  much  discussed.  When  possible 
it  is  desirable  to  cut  it  short  at  the  beginning.  Some  parents  rejoice  to  see  their  child- 
ren reveal  a violent  temper,  and  are  glad  that  they  can  fly  into  a passion,  turn  red  as 
a beet,  clench  the  fists  and  attack  the  individual  with  whom  they  are  angry.  Such 
attacks  if  frequently  repeated  are  very  deleterious  to  the  nervous  system.  Some  par- 
ents try  to  stop  them  by  petting  or  indulging  the  child,  a kind  of  licensing  of  irrita- 
bility which  rarely,  if  ever,  pays;  others  threaten  the  child  or  corporally  punish  him, 
a mistake,  usually  in  the  other  direction.  As  a rule,  most  may  be  accomplished  by 
purposefully  ignoring  the  attack,  perhaps  isolating  the  child  for  a short  ])eriod;  in 
some  cases  a warm  bath  and  the  bed  may  be  the  best  remedies!  In  older  children  the 
habit  of  giving  way  to  temper  may  sometimes  be  broken  by  inculcating  the  conviction 
that  one  who  loses  his  temper  makes  a fool  of  himself,  loses  his  dignity  and  excites  the 
disdain  and  contempt  of  his  fellows:  the  horror  of  looking  ridiculous,  of  making  a 
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donkeyof  one’s  self,  may  be  a most  powerful  lever  in  conquering  a tendency  to  attacks 
of  fury. 

All  children  are  easily  frightened,  but  the  child  predisposed  to  nervousness,  more 
easily  than  the  healthy  child,  becomes  the  victim  of  abnormal  fears  or  timidity.  The 
Italian  phsyiologist,  Mosso,  writing  on  “fear”  (11)  once  said:  “Every  ugly  thing 

told  to  the  child,  every  shock,  every  fright  given  him,  will  remain  like  a minute  splin- 
ter in  the  flesh,  to  torture  him  all  his  life  long.”  In  Greece  and  Rome  the  children 
were  frightened  with  the  lamias  or  female  demons  who  would  charm  them  and  suck 
their  blood,  with  the  one-eyed  Cyclops  or  with  a black  god.  Mercury,  who  would  come 
to  carry  them  away.  And  this  very  pernicious  error  in  education  still  prevails.  The 
mother,  the  nurse,  the  maid  and  the  servants  still  frighten  the  child  with  tales  of  the 
bogey-man,  of  goblins,  of  ogres,  of  wizards  and  of  witches.  How  often  is  a child 
frightened  to  tears,  its  disposition  spoiled  and  its  life  made  a burden  by  tales,  threats 
or  tortures  which  make  it  timid  and  shrinking;  sometimes  fears  are  thus  started  which 
last  through  life.  One  must  learn  how  to  deal  with  the  fear  of  being  alone,  the  fear 
of  the  dark  and  the  fear  of  thunder  and  lightning.  Certain  fears,  common  to  child- 
hood, are  easily  overcome,  especially  through  the  example  of  courage  set  by  parent, 
nurse  or  teacher. 

In  some  instances,  however,  the  fears  are  a symptom  of  disease  and  when  there  is 
doubt  a physician  should  always  be  consulted.  A young  girl,  recently  brought  to 
me,  because  of  an  unaccountable,  persistent,  and  distressing  fear  of  “burglars  in  the 
house”  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  exophthalmic  goitre;  on  removal  of  a portion 
of  the  thyroid  gland  by  Dr.  Halsted  the  child  rapidly  improved  and  on  last  report  was 
only  occasionally  troubled  by  the  fear;  it  seems  probable  that  she  will  soon  be  entirely 
free  from  it.  Children  who  suffer  from  “night  terrors”  often  have  adenoid  growths 
in  the  nasopharynx;  on  removal  of  the  growth  by  a slight  operation  the  “night  terrors” 
disappear. 

In  his  book  (12)  entitled  The  Natural  Way  in  Moral  Training,  Patterson  DuBois 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  what  he  calls  “nurture  by  atmosphere”  by  which  he 
means  the  indirect  education  of  the  feelings  and  John  Dewey  (13)  asserts  that  “The 
feelings  and  and  sentiments  are  the  most  sacred  and  mysterious  part  of  the  individ- 
ual, and  should  always  be  approached  and  ‘influenced  indirectly.’”  More  can  be 
accomplished  by  the  setting  of  a good  example  in  enthusiasms,  depreciations,  rever- 
ence, and  admirations  than  by  direct  preaching. 

Let  no  one  think,  however,  that  lack  of  feeling,  or  a nature  impoverished  on  the 
emotional  side  is  desirable  or  that  it  protects  against  nervous  disease.  The  elevating 
emotions,  hope,  joy,  expectation,  love — are  constructive  and  are  judiciously  to  be 
cultivated;  the  depressing  emotions- — despair,  sorrow,  regret  and  fear — are  damaging 
to  the  nervous  system  if  long  maintained.  The  highest  feelings  of  all,  including  the 
religous,  the  ethical  and  the  aesthetic- — inspire  noble  and  useful  conduct  and  in  the 
education  of  nervous  children  these  sentiments  are  to  be  favored  in  their  development, 
in  due  degree,  at  a suitable  age. 

It  is  a serious  mistake  to  lead  the  young  child  into  experiences  that  belong  properly 
to  a later  age.  When  children  under  ten  years  of  age  are  made  to  travel  extensively, 
to  visit  museums  and  picture  galleries,  to  attend  the  theatre  and  the  opera,  they  are 
introduced  to  entertainment  wholly  unsuited  to  their  time  of  life  and  which  they,  in 
their  immaturity,  are  entirely  unfitted  to  enjoy.  Later  on  at  an  age  when  they  should 
learn  to  know  such  things  for  the  first  time  the  attractiveness  of  novelty  is  wanting; 
they  are  cheated  of  the  pleasures  which  normally  should  be  theirs.  As  Oppenheim 
well  puts  it,  a “child’s  childishness  is  its  greatest  asset.” 
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On  the  training  of  the  religious,  ethical  and  aesthetic  feelings  time  will  not  permit 
me  to  speak  though  I regard  the  topics  of  the  greatest  importance  for  the  health  of  the 
nervous  system.  Certainly  the  cultivation  of  the  love  of  nature,  of  truth,  of  good- 
ness, of  beauty,  and  of  humanity  cannot  help  but  strengthen  the  character  and  the 
will.  The  altruistic  feelings,  when  they  begin  to  appear,  should  be  given  oppor- 
tunity for  e.vpression. 

Above  all  as  a factor  making  for  the  health  of  the  nervous  system  the  joy  of  work 
(14)  must  be  referred  to.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest  pleasures  life  offers;  moreover  it 
compels  concentration  of  attention,  and  protects  from  all  the  dangers  which  attend 
upon  idleness.  “Education  to  idleness  is  education  to  nervousness.”  Overwork 
must  be  avoided;  neither  bodily  or  mental  fatigue  should  be  permitted  in  excess. 
Regular,  systematic,  enjoyable  work,  suited  to  the  interests  and  powers  of  the  worker, 
is  the  best  tonic  I know  of.  If  the  work  can  be  in  the  country,  rather  than  in  the  city, 
all  the  better,  especially  for  those  with  nervous  predisposition.  The  enjoyment  of 
nature  possible  in  the  country,  the  opportunities  for  work  in  wood,  field  or  garden  and 
upon  the  river,  keeping  the  worker  much  in  the  open  air,  exercising  his  muscles,  draw- 
ing his  attention  away  from  himself  and  fixing  it  upon  things  outside — -w'hat  condi- 
tions could  be  more  favorable  to  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  nervous  child.  If  the 
nervous  children  that  we  see  in  towns  could  be  transplanted  to  villages  and  the  coun- 
try^— away  from  the  din  and  bustle  of  the  city,  its  restlessness,  its  haste  and  its  fever- 
ish excitements,  what  a host  of  advantages  w'ould  accrue!  The  schools  are  growing 
ever  better  in  the  country;  in  many  country  districts  they  are  now  excellent.  The 
movement  which  began  with  the  New  School  of  Dr.  Cecil  Reddie  (15)  in  Abbotsholme, 
England  and  which  has  led  to  the  Landerzichungsheime  of  Lietz  (16)  in  the  Harz 
and  in  Thuringen  and  of  Trtiper  (17)  near  Jena  should  be  followed  and  imitated  in 
this  country. 

In  any  case  nervous  children  should  not  be  sent  to  school  too  early;  preferably  they 
should  start  a year  or  even  several  years  later  than  the  normal  child.  And  in  the 
schools  they  should  never  be  pushed  ahead  too  fast;  competition  is  dangerous  for  the 
nervous  child.  The  mistaken  ambition  of  parents  who  desire  their  children  to  head 
the  class  is  often  responsible  for  serious  injury  to  health. 

Sleeplessness  is  always  a danger  signal.  In  children  it  is  most  often  due  to  indiges- 
tion or  to  mental  overstrain;  occasionally  to  premature  sexual  excitations.  If  in- 
somnia appear  and  especially  if  it  persist  the  parents  should  consult  a physician. 

Alcdicine,  psychology  and  pedagogy  are  all  concerned  in  solving  the  problem  pre- 
sented by  the  nervous  child.  These  sciences  have  already  made  great  conquests; 
what  the  future  may  hold  for  them,  who  will  attempt  to  foretell?  Let  us  avail  our- 
selves of  the  knowdedge  we  have,  doing  what  we  can  to  dispel  the  scepticism  of  the 
Ignorant  and  at  the  same  time  avoiding  the  futile  enthusiasm  of  those  who  believe 
they  know  all.

A joint  meeting  of  the  Section  on  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics  and  the  Section  on 
Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery  was  held  in  Osier  Hall  on  Friday,  February  3.  Dr. 
George  W.  Dobbin  presided.  The  first  paper  was  by  Dr.  J.  M.  H.  Rowland,  on  the 
subject  “Meddlesome  Obstetrics.”  This  was  an  interesting  critique  of  a number  of 
rather  widely  prevalent  obstetric  practices  which  Dr.  Rowland  classed  as  “meddle- 
some.” This  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Dobbin,  Seegar,  Harris,  Todd,  Cole,  and 
Rowland. 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  a symposium  on  “Criminal  Abortion,” 
The  subject  was  introduced  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Watson  in  a very  forceful  paper  on  “Crimi- 
nal Abortion  from  the  Standpoint  of  the  General  Practitioner.”  The  legal  aspects 
of  the  question  were  then  exhaustively  presented  by  Mr.  Eugene  O’Dunne,  ex-assist- 
ant State’s  Attorney  of  Baltimore  City,  in  a paper  on  “Criminal  Abortion^ — ^Does 
a Physician’s  Duty  to  Himself,  to  His  Patient,  and  to  the  State  Ever  Conflict?” 
These  two  papers  were  discussed  by  Drs.  Jones,  Lehnert,  Todd,  Rowland,  Seegar, 
Stone,  Watson,  and  Mr.  O’Dunne. 

In  spite  of  the  inclement  weather,  nearly  100  members  were  present  at  the  meeting.

BOOK  REVIEWS. 

Diseases  of  the  Anus,  Rectum  and  Sigmoid,  for  the  use  of  Students  and  General  Prac- 
titioners. By  Samuel  T.  Earle,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Diseases  of  the  Rectum  in 
the  Baltimore  Medical  College,  Surgeon  in  charge  of  Rectal  Diseases  at  St.  Joseph’s 
Hospital,  the  Hebrew  Hospital  and  the  Hospital  for  Women.  J.  B.  Lippincott  Co., 
Philadelphia  and  London,  1911. 

This  volume  opens  with  a concise  and  satisfactory  chapter  of  the  anatomy  and 
physiology  of  the  rectum.  The  various  methods  of  making  rectal  examinations  are 
thoroughly  given  in  detail.  Following  this  is  a most  exhaustive  and  interesting 
chapter  on  constipation.  Inflammation,  ulseration,  abscesses,  fissure,  hemorrhoids, 
prolapsus,  stricture,  pruritis  and  growths,  both  malignant  and  innocent,  are  dis- 
cussed. 

Throughout  the  book  it  is  the  common  everyday  diseases  that  are  gone  into 
most  fully.  It  is  concerning  these  conditions  that  the  general  practitioner  wishes  all 
the  information  he  can  gain.  It  is  these  cases  he  is  called  upon  not  only  to  diagnose 
but  to  treat.  When  discussing  malignant  growths  of  the  rectum  the  great  responsi- 
bility of  the  practitioner  in  making  an  early  diagnosis  is  clearly  outlined  bj'  Dr. 
Earle,  who  at  the  same  time  emphasizes  the  fact  that  even  when  the  greatest  alert- 
ness is  manifested  by  the  physician  a certain  number  of  cases  will  remain  unrecognized 
until  the  growth  is  too  far  advanced  for  surgical  interference,  because  concrete 
symptoms  have  been  lacking. 

Throughout  the  entire  book  Dr.  Earle  has  maintained  a most  accurate  perspective, 
alloting  to  the  individual  subject  the  amount  of  space  according  to  the  frequency  and 
importance  of  the  condition.  We  have  been  particularly  impressed  with  his  handling 
of  inflammations,  ulcerations,  abscesses,  fissure  and  hemorrhoids.  The  article  on 
hemorrhoids  is  most  exhaustive  and  includes  Earle’s  method,  which  we  have  found 
superior  to  all  others  in  the  treatment  of  this  common  condition. 

Dr.  Earle  has  manifested  an  unusual  catholicity  of  spirit  in  his  selection  of  oper- 
ations required  for  the  various  diseases.  He  gives  a few  of  those  he  considers  best, 
describes  their  advantages  and  shortcomings  and  finally  decides  as  to  the  proper  one 
in  the  individual  case,  and  he  seems  to  take  delight  in  commending  the  good  points 
in  other  people’s  methods,  taking  care  to  relegate  his  claims  to  the  background.  An- 
other striking  feature  is  that  he  always  has  his  mind  on  the  practical  side  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  no  matter  whether  he  is  discussing  the  pathology  or  the  s\Tnptomatology 
of  a given  disease,  if  there  be  a point  clearly  indicating  a certain  line  of  treatment,  a 
word  to  that  effect  is  inserted  then  and  there. 

The  style  is  plain,  direct  and  terse.  The  classification  is  simple  and  easj'  to  follow 
and  the  various  lesions  arc  admirably  described  from  their  etiological,  clinical,  his- 
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tological,  and  operative  standpoints.  The  illustrations  are  good,  the  print  pleasing 
and  the  author,  together  with  Dr.  Arthur  Hebb  and  Miss  Davina  Waterson,  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  freedom  of  the  text  from  typographical  errors  which  almost  in- 
variably occur.  In  a careful  reading  of  the  volume  from  end  to  end  we  have  failed  to 
find  one. 

The  dedication  of  this  book  to  William  T.  Councilman  is  a pleasant  reminder  of 
those  early  days  in  the  pathological  laboratory  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University. 
The  hospital  was  unfinished  and  the  Medical  School  a dim  hope  of  the  future  when 
Welch  and  Councilman  with  the  enthusiastic  group  of  men  they  drew  around  them, 
among  whom  were  Halsted,  Mall,  Booker,  Earle,  Clements,  Abbott,  Mactier  Warfield 
and  others,  could  work  to  their  hearts’  content,  free  from  the  routine  of  the  laboratory 
and  hospital.  These  days  brought  forth  much  fruit  and  the  book  before  us  is  but 
another  example  of  the  splendid  work  that  this  group  of  men  has  given  us. 

Dr.  Earle  has  given  us  a book  on  diseases  of  the  anus,  rectum  and  sigmoid  that  is 
a model.  His  large  clinical  experience,  coupled  with  a wide  survey  of  the  literature 
and  arranged  by  a brain  endowed  with  an  unusual  power  of  discrimination,  has  yielded 
a book  that  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  general  practitioner  and  student  for  whom  it 
was  written.  It  will  also  prove  of  much  value  to  the  surgeon  and  specialist.  Dr. 
Earle  is  to  be  congratulated  on  such  a successful  terminnationof  a task  requiring  years 
of  painstaking  labor. 


Constipation  and  Allied  Intestinal  Disorders.  By  Arthur  F.  Hertz,  M.A.,  M.D. 

Oxon.,  M.R.C.P.  Oxford  Medical  Publications. 

We  are  glad  to  see  this  much  neglected  and  abused  subject  treated  in  such  a prac- 
tical and  scientific  manner.  The  author’s  methods  of  diagnosing  and  locating  ob- 
structions by  a bismuth  meal  and  skiagraphic  plates  leaves  little  to  be  desired  for 
clearness  and  accuracy. 

While  he  claims  no  originality  for  his  method,  yet  his  accurate  directions  for  timing 
the  passage  of  the  paste  through  the  intestinal  canal  under  different  conditions  and 
his  very  clear  interpretation  of  its  showings  makes  this  method  appear  more  prac- 
tical to  us  than  ever  before. 

His  chapter  in  theraoeutics  is  most  satisfactory  and  contains  the  most  rational 
explanation  of  the  physiological  action  of  many  of  the  simplest  cathartics  and  laxa- 
tives that  has  yet  come  under  our  notice.  The  warning  against  the  use  of  large  doses 
(one  to  two  ounces)  of  subnitrate  of  bismuth  in  taking  skiagraphs  of  the  stomach  and 
intestines  should  be  carefully  noted,  not  only  on  account  of  the  possibility  of  arsen- 
ical impurities,  but  also  the  possible  formation  of  nitrites  in  the  stomach  and  intes- 
tines. The  author’s  caution  against  the  use  of  carbonate  in  these  cases  should  also 
be  heeded,  although  it  does  not  produce  any  serious  results  yet  it  reduces  the  normal 
acidity  of  the  stomach  and  ‘‘the  all  important  influence  of  the  free  acid  in  the  stomach 
on  the  control  of  the  pylorus  is  thus  lost,  and  the  rate  at  which  the  stomach  empties 
becomes  abnormal,  although  the  actual  movements  of  the  stomach  and  intestines  are 
not  materiallj^  disturbed.”  He  recommends  as  a substitute  for  either  of  the  former 
preparations  bismuth  oxychloride  in  two  ounce  doses,  which  can  be  used  with  im- 
punity. 

This  book  is  by  far  the  best  treatise  on  this  subject  that  we  have  yet  seen,  and  we 
heartily  recommend  the  careful  reading  of  it  to  the  general  profession.  It  is  as  im- 
portant to  the  general  practitioner  in  showing  him  what  can  be  done  in  the  scientific 
management  of  constipation  as  it  is  to  the  proctologist  in  teaching  him  how  to  diag- 
nose and  manage  it. 
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Compend  of  Gynecology.  By  William  Hughes  Wells,  M.D.,  Associate  in  Obstetrics 
in  the  Jefferson  Medical  College.  Fourth  Edition,  revised  and  enlarged,  with  153 
illustrations.  P.  Blakiston’s  Son  and  Company,  Philadelphia.  Price  $1.00  net. 

This  little  book,  like  most  other  compends,  is  intended  only  “to  condense  and  sum 
up  the  methods  used  by  the  principal  operators  and  teachers  of  gynecology.”  This 
it  does  perhaps  as  well  as  possible  in  such  a small  space.  Since  no  attempt  is  made  at 
originality,  it  would  seem  unjustifiable  to  criticize  certain  undesirable  features  evi- 
dently borrowed  from  larger  works,  such,  for  example,  as  the  classification  of  vulvitis, 
vaginitis,  and  endometritis.  The  term  “gastrohysteropexy,”  which  the  author  gives 
as  a synonym  for  ventral  fixation  or  hysterorrhaphy  (p.  136),  strikes  us  as  being 
grotesquely  incorrect.  The  illustrations  are,  on  the  whole,  quite  good.

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

As  was  announced  in  the  March  Bulletin,  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Faculty  will  this  year  be  held  on  April  25,  26  and  27.  It  is  as  yet  too 
early,  of  course,  to  present  the  programme  in  full,  but  the  plans  which 
have  already  been  prepared  make  it  certain  that  the  meeting  will  be  a 
most  interesting  one. 

The  Faculty  business  body,  the  House  of  Delegates,  is  scheduled  to 
have  three  meetings,  the  first  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  April  25,  and  the 
others  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  mornings.  There  will  be  two  general 
meetings  of  the  Faculty,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  evenings.  The 
principal  feature  of  the  Tuesday  evening  meeting  will  be  the  presidential 
address  of  Dr.  Franklin  B.  Smith,  the  subject  of  which  has  not  as  yet  been 
announced.  In  addition  to  this,  two  portraits  will  be  presented  to  the 
Faculty.  The  portrait  of  Dr.  Francis  Donaldson  will  be  presented  by 
Dr.  William  H.  Welch,  and  that  of  Dr.  Charles  AI.  Ellis  by  Dr.  L.  F. 
Barker. 

The  general  session  of  Wednesday  evening  will  be  devoted  to  the 
annual  oration,  which  will  be  delivered  by  Dr.  George  W.  Crile,  of  Cleve- 
land. The  many  important  contributions  made  by  Dr.  Crile  to  the  prog- 
ress of  modern  surgery  have  made  his  name  a familiar  one  to  the  medical 
profession  of  this  country.  His  recent  election  to  the  chairmanship  of 
the  Section  on  Surgery  of  the  American  Aledical  Association  was  an  ap- 
propriate recognition  of  his  services.  While  his  title  has  not  yet  been 
announced,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  his  address  will  be  worth  going  a long 
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distance  to  hear.  Following  Dr.  Crile’s  address  will  come  a smoker, 
which  wall  this  year  take  the  place  of  the  customary  banquet,  a change 
wdiich  we  believe  will  commend  itself  to  the  Faculty  membership. 

Three  scientific  sessions  will  be  held,  on  Wednesday  morning,  Wednes- 
day afternoon,  and  Thursday  morning.  Already  several  interesting 
papers  have  been  scheduled,  although  there  is  still  room  for  a few'  more. 
Those  desiring  to  read  papers  whould  lose  no  time  in  communicating  with 
Dr.  J.  A.  Chatard,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Scientific  Work  and 
Arrangements,  for  the  programme  is  rapidly  nearing  completion.  The 
scientific  session  of  Thursday  morning  wall  be  in  the  nature  of  a joint 
meeting  with  the  Alaryland  Pharmaceutical  Association.  At  this  meet- 
ing a paper  will  be  read  by  Dr.  Charles  Caspar!  on  “The  Present  and 
Future  Status  of  Maryland  Laws  Relating  to  Pure  Food  and  Drugs.” 
A paper  will  also  be  read  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas,  of  the  well-knowm  drug 
film  of  Thomas  and  Thompson,  on  “Why  is  the  IMaryland  Anti-Xarcotic 
Law-,  as  it  relates  to  Physician’s  Prescriptions,  continually  violated  by 
Doctors  and  Druggists?”  Both  of  these  subjects  are  of  interest  and  impor- 
tance to  ]ihysicians,  and  it  is  hoped  that  each  will  be  fully  discussi'd. 
The  full  programme  of  the  meeting  will  be  issued,  as  is  customary,  about 
ten  days  before  the  meeting.

SOCIETY  REPORTS 

BALTIMORE  COUNTY 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Baltimore  County  Medical  Association  took 
place  Wednesday,  February  15,  at  the  Guild  House,  Towson.  In  the  absence  of  Dr. 
Brush,  Dr.  H.  S.  Jarrett  filled  the  president’s  chair.  After  a very  appetizing  lun- 
cheon, the  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  Dr.  J.  F.  H.  Gorsuch  addressed  the  chair 
on  behalf  of  the  “Good  Roads  Association,”  asking  that  the  subject  of  good  roads 
be  made  a special  order  for  the  next  meeting.  Mr.  John  S.  Ensor  and  Mr.  H.  G. 
Shirley  each  made  a brief  address,  urging  the  Association  to  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  subject. 

Dr.  J.  M.  H.  Rowland  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  subject  “Meddlesome  Ob- 
stetrics.” Among  other  things  he  claimed  that  the  average  physician  was  too 
prone  to  do  something,  instead  of  letting  nature  take  its  course,  and  when  he  did 
something  he  often  did  wrong.  He  claimed  that  the  artificial  interruption  of  preg- 
nancy for  pernicious  vomiting  of  pregnancy  was  rarely  justifiable  until  all  other 
methods  had  been  tried  and  had  failed.  Laboratory  tests  should  be  employed  and 
if  they  corroborate  clinical  symptoms  then  only  should  active  interference  be  insti- 
tuted. Tuberculosis  in  the  pregnant  woman  should  not  be  sufficient  cause  for  pre- 
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mature  labor — tuberculosis  subjects  should  not  marry  in  the  first  place — nor  should 
cardiac  trouble  or  nrphritis.  No  vaginal  examination  should  be  made  in  threatened 
abortion.  Rest  in  bed  and  opiates  will  tide  over  most  cases.  Even  during  confine- 
ment or  full  time  abdominal  palpation  to  determine  the  stage  of  labor  and  the  pre- 
sentation should  be  employed  rather  than  intra-vaginal  examination.  Ergot  is  still 
too  frequently  used,  and  one  of  the  most  pernicious  practices  of  obstetrics  is  the  too 
early  rupture  of  the  membranes.  Forceps  should  not  be  used  nearly  .so  frequently 
as  they  are.  They  should  never  be  used  on  a partly  dilated  cervix,  as  great  shock 
and  frequently  serious  lacerations  result.  Rest  in  bed  should  be  rigidly  enforced  for 
ten  days  to  two  weeks  after  labor.  Discussion  by  Drs.  Bowen,  Bussey,  McCormick, 
Watson,  Jarrett  and  Brush. 

Dr.  Watson  gave  a very  interesting  paper  on  “Criminal  Abortion  from  the  View- 
point of  the  Physician.”  This  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Rowland,  Bowen,  Brush  and 
IMcCormick.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

Collected  Papers  of  the  Staff  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Mayo  Clinic,  Rochester,  Minnesota, 

1905-1909.  Philadelphia  and  London,  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  1911;  The  Med- 
ical and  Standard  Book  Company,  Baltimore,  Md. 

This  collection  of  papers  published  at  various  times  in  different  places  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Rochester,  Minn.,  brings  into  a convenient 
and  accessible  form  the  experience  of  this  clinic. 

The  subject  matter  is  familiar  knowledge  to  journal  readers,  and  it  would  require 
far  more  space  than  is  at  our  disposal  to  review  in  detail  the  many  important  papers 
thus  brought  together. 

The  general  arrangement  of  the  book  is  excellent,  and  the  illustrations  are  charac- 
teristically good.  The  papers  are  presented  under  the  following  heads:  surgery  of 
the  alimentary  canal,  hernia,  surgery  of  the  genito-urinary  organs,  surgery  of  the 
ductless  glands,  surgery  of  the  head  and  extremities,  anesthetics,  technic  and  general 
papers. 

Much  of  the  work  done  at  the  Mayo  clinic,  and  recorded  in  the  papers,  has  been 
epoch-making  in  character.  Especially  valuable  have  been  the  contributions  to  the 
surgery  of  the  stomach  and  intestines  and  the  surgery  of  the  thyroid.  Scarcely  less 
important  are  the  papers  dealing  with  the  radical  cure  of  umbilical  and  inguinal 
hernia  and  those  dealing  with  the  surgery  of  the  genito-urinary  organs.  All  in  all, 
this  collection  of  papers  represents  within  its  pages  a most  substantial  block  of 
modern  surgical  progress.

Edited  by  John  H.  Musser,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine, 
University  of  Pennsylvania;  and  A.  O.  J.  Kelly,  M.D.,  Assistant  Pofessor  of 
Medicine,  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Volume  1 : Octavo  of  909  pages,  illustrated. 
Philadelphia  and  London;  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  1911;  Medical  and  Standard 
Book  Company,  Baltimore.  Per  Volume:  Cloth,  $6.00  net;  Half  Morocco,  $7.50  net. 

The  first  volume  of  this  work  has  just  been  issued.  It  is  well  printed  and  uniform 
with  other  volumes  issued  by  the  same  publishers.  This  first  volume  contains  very 
full  accounts  of  various  therapeutic  measures  other  than  drugs.  There  is  a short 
introduction  on  “The  Fundamental  Principles  of  Therapeutics”  by  Musser  and  on 
“Preventive  Treatment”  by  Harrington  and  Abbott.  Edsall  has  contributed  an 
article  on  “the  General  Principles  of  Dietetics,”  and  “The  Dietetics  of  Infancy” 
has  been  particularly  well  set  forth  by  Maynard  Ladd.  There  is  perhaps  a slight 
tendency  to  become  too  mathematical  in  dealing  with  the  modifiying  of  milk,  but 
the  article  reflects  the  modern  trend  of  opinion  on  the  whole  subject.  Sir  Lauder 
Brunton  has  considered  “The  General  Principles  of  Drug  Treatment.”  “The 
General  Principles  of  Serum  Therapy”  have  been  very  well  described  by  Hektoen, 
and  his  article  deals  with  the  newer  ideas  on  immunity  and  serum  therapy,  as  well  as 
vaccines  and  kindred  subjects.  Organotherapy  is  treated  by  Coleman,  and  “The 
Rest  Cure,  the  Work  Cure  and  Psychotherapy,”  in  a brief  article,  by  Burr. 

One  of  the  best  articles  in  the  book  is  that  by  McKenzie  on  “Exercise,  Massage 
and  Mechanotherapy.”  This  covers  over  one  hundred  pages  and  deals  with  the 
subject  in  an  eminently  practical  manner,  and  is  beautifully  illustrated  with  original 
photographs  and  drawings.  This  article  will  prove  particularly  acceptable  to  the 
general  practitioner  who  wishes  to  understand  and  prescribe  these  measures.  The 
directions  are  plainly  given  and  should  be  easy  to  follow.  The  section  dealing  with 
the  exercise  treatment  and  reeducation  of  locomotor  ataxia  is  particularly  interest- 
ing. 

There  is  also  an  excellent  article  on  “Hydrotherapy  and  Balneotherapy”  by 
Hinsdale.  This  includes  the  effect  of  hydrotherapy  on  blood  pressure,  the  tech- 
nique of  douches  and  baths  of  various  kinds,  accounts  of  the  Nauheim  baths  and 
other  similar  methods  of  treatment,  together  with  the  special  uses  of  hydrotherapy 
in  the  various  diseases. 

Another  welcome  article  is  that  of  Sewall  on  “Climatotherapy  and  Health  Resorts.” 
It  is  only  too  often  that  physicians  advise  change  of  climate  without  carefully  con- 
sidering the  value  of  the  place  recommended.  This  article  will  go  a long  way  towards 
placing  the  subject  on  a more  scientific  basis,  particularly  in  general  practice. 

Mosher  has  contributed  an  article  on  “Electrotherapy”  and  Pancoast  on  “Radio- 
therapy.” “Miscellaneous  Therapeutic  Measures,”  such  as  blood-letting,  saline 
irrigations  and  infusions  and  the  like,  are  dealt  with  by  Muller,  and  “The General 
Care  and  Management  of  the  Sick  and  the  Treatment  of  Slight  Ailments,”  is  ably 
dealt  with  by  Fussell.  Blumer  has  considered  “Food  Intoxicants,”  Cabot  has 
given  a short  account  of  “Diseases  of  the  Blood,”  and  Dock  the  “Diseases  of  the 
Lymphatic  System  and  Ductless  Glands.” 

Taken  as  a whole  the  work  will  be  a most  valuable  addition  to  any  physician’s 
library,  particularly  so  as  it  deals  largely  with  therapeutic  measures  which  the 
general  practitioner  so  often  neglects.  The  only  shortcoming  worth  mentioning 
is  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  giving  references.  This  seems  to  be  almost  unavoidable 
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in  a work  which  is  the  result  of  the  labors  of  many  authors.  This  certainly  should 
be  a point  for  editors  to  consider  in  the  future. 

In  speaking  of  this  work  one  perhaps  should  mention  the  untimelj'  death  of  the 
junior  editor,  Dr.  A.  O.  J.  Kelly,  who  was  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the  ablest 
of  the  younger  men  working  in  pathology  and  diagnosis.  His  death  is  a distinct  loss 
to  the  profession  of  this  country. 

Differential  Diagnosis,  presented  through  an  anah'sis  of  383  cases,  by  Dr.  Richard 

C.  Cabot,  Assistant  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine,  Harvard  University  Medical 

School,  Boston.  Profusely  illustrated.  Published  bj-  W.  B.  Saunders  Company, 

Philadelphia  and  London,  1911.  Bound  in  cloth,  753  pages. 

In  this  volume.  Dr.  Cabot  presents  in  his  usual  succinct  and  convincing  style, 
the  essentials  of  differential  diagnosis  in  an  eminently  practical  manner.  The  book 
is  replete  with  figures,  tables,  diagrams  and  charts,  all  based  upon  actual  cases 
or  the  analysis  of  a large  group  of  cases  treated  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital. 

The  first  twelve  chapters  are  devoted  to  diseases  in  which  pain  is  a leading  symp- 
tom. He  thus  emphasises,  to  an  exceptional  degree,  the  value  and  proper  interpre- 
tation of  this  common  symptom,  illustrating  his  text  with  diagrams,  which  show  the 
relative  frequency  of  pain  in  the  various  regions  of  the  body.  This  subject  is  further 
illustrated  by  the  report  of  212  cases  in  which  history  of  the  patient  is  given  with 
discussion  and  the  diagnosis. 

Other  chapters,  treated  similarly,  are  devoted  to  fevers,  chills,  coma,  convulsions, 
weakness,  cough,  vomiting,  haematuria,  dj'spnoea,  jaundice  and  nervousness.  Ex- 
cluding organic  nervous  diseases  and  diseases  of  the  skin,  it  is  surprising  how 
thoroughly  the  author  covers  the  field  of  internal  medicine  without  making  a 
cumbersome  volume.  The  work  is  one  which  commends  itself  to  the  student  and 
teacher  alike,  and  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  general  practitioner  as  a ready 
reference  work  in  matters  of  diagnosis.

We  VTsh  each  member  to  feel  that  the  Bulletin  is  his  Bulletin,  and 
that  the  Editorial  Board  will  welcome  contributions,  either  news  items 
concerning  the  members,  or  short  communications  dealing  with  matters 
relating  to  the  Faculty.  Tne  Bulletin  should  serve  as  a more  or  less 
informal  medium  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  amongst  our  members.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Bulletin  is  in  no  sense  a medical 
journal,  that  it  is  not  the  desire  of  the  present  management  to  include 
any  original  medical  articles,  but  we  wish  to  have,  especially  in  our  edito- 
rials, leading  articles  dealing  with  topics  of  present  interest,  and  to  this 
end  a special  board  of  editorial  writers  selected  from  various  parts  of 
the  state  have  been  selected  and  their  contributions  will  begin  in  the  next 
number. 

Another  feature  which  we  particularly  wish  to  emphasize,  is  the  im- 
portan'^e  of  having  as  many  news  items  as  possible.  The  Bulletin  should 
be  a sort  of  Faculty  newspaper  and  we  will  particularly  welcome  any 
contributions  concerning  the  Faculty  or  its  members.  To  make  this 
department  a success  we  shall  have  to  depend  largely  on  the  assistance 
of  the  members. 

The  Bulletin  has  been,  we  think,  a decided  success,  both  financially 
and  otherwise,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  may  be  made  to  subserve 
the  purpo^res  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty  even  better,  as  our  in- 
creased experience  points  out  the  needs  in  this  line.

PRESIDENTIAL  ADDRESS 

THE  PROFESSION  OF  MEDICINE  AND  ITS  RELATION  TO  THE  STATE 
By  Franklin  Buchanan  Smith,  M.D. 

A profession  is  an  occupation  that  properly  involves  a liberal  education 
or  its  equivalent  and  mental,  rather  than  manual  labor.  Especially  is  this 
true  of  any  of  the  three  so  called  learned  professions, — medicine,  religion 
and  law.  “Nothing  is  more  certain,”  says  a prominent  writer,  “than  the 
essential  identity  among  all  ancient  nations  of  these  professions  which  the 
progress  of  civilization  has  separated  into  three.” 

Many  years  before  Hippocrates  of  Cos,  the  reputed  Father  of  Medicine, 
we  find  evidences,  such  as  the  Papyrus  of  Ebers,  of  the  antiquity,  culture 
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and  learning  of  the  profession  of  medicine.  In  writings,  sacred  and  pro- 
fane, have  the  virtues  of  and  the  honor  due  our  profession  been  extolled. 

“ My  son,  in  thy  sickness  be  not  negligent  . . give  place  to  the 

physician,  for  the  Lord  hath  created  him,”  were  the  words  of  a writer  of 
wisdom  long  before  the  Christian  era  and  believed  by  many  to  have  been 
inspired.  However,  it  is  not  necessary  to  quote  authorities  to  establish 
the  proof  of  its  antiquity  nor  the  right  of  medicine  to  be  classed  as  a learned 
profession.  It  is  established  beyond  question  and  beyond  controversy. 
Its  high  and  unselfish  aim,  the  purity  of  its  teachings,  the  self-sacrifice  of 
its  devotees  and  its  absolute  necessity  to  society,  however,  do  arouse  a feel- 
ing of  wonderment  that  it  has  been  of  so  little  influence  in  matters  of  public 
weal,  in  the  framing  of  laws  for  the  government  of  the  state,  and  in  the  initia- 
tion and  execution  of  those  charities  demanded  by  modern  civilization. 

Disclaiming  the  intention,  in  the  slightest  degree,  of  underestimating 
the  value  in  this  field  of  another  profession,  ever  present  with  us,  always 
alert  in  public  matters  to  champion  its  own  rights,  to  estimate  at  their 
fullest  value  its  virtues,  condone  its  weaknesses,  its  fallacies  and  its  soph- 
istries, we  find  in  its  organization,  aggressiveness,  and  its  ability,  much  to 
imitate  and  to  emulate. 

The  law  is  as  absolute  a necessity  to  secure  and  protect  the  individual  and 
society  from  the  violence  and  injustice  of  the  evil-disposed  as  is  medicine, 
to  protect  the  same  individual  and  society  from  the  consequences  of  his 
ill-advised,  intemperate  and  imprudent  indulgences,  to  temper  the  uneven 
and  unyielchng  forces  of  natural  law,  and  often  to  avert  or,  for  the  time, 
annul  the  swift  judgment  of  her  sentence  for  accident  or  disobedience. 
True  law,  born  of  common  sense  and  reason,  is  man’s  relief  from  the  injus- 
tice of  his  fellow  man.  Pure  medicine,  founded  upon  knowledge  and  in- 
spiration, is  some  higher  power’s  earthly  relief  from  the  pangs  of  immutable 
law. 

It  is  not  against  the  more  or  less  imperfect,  but  none  the  less  necessary, 
conglomera  of  rules  and  regulations  imposed  by  society  upon  itself  and  upon 
the  individuals  composing  communities  nor  against  the  exponents  of  a 
noble  profession  that  we  wish  to  raise  our  feeble  voice,  but  against  the  undue 
prominence  accorded  to  our  brothers  of  that  profession  for  small  and  some- 
times imaginary  services  to  the  public,  and  to  call  attention  to  the  more 
or  less  stinted  praise  and  grudging  reward  accorded  to  the  medical  man  for 
unselfish  labor  for  the  good  of  humanity.  We  do  wish  with  the  earnest- 
ness of  firm  conviction  and  all  the  power  of  which  we  are  possessed,  to 
endeavor  to  stimulate  in  the  profession  sufficient  pride  and  resolution, 
begotten  of  self-confidence  and  preparation,  to  cause  it  to  cease  assuming 
indifference  or  the  defensive  in  matters  of  public  interest,  such  as  health 
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and  sanitation,  pure  food,  education  and  the  conservation  of  mental  and 
physical  energy. 

In  these  medical  men  should  lead  and  dominate  the  laity,  at  the  same  time, 
taking  in  all  other  matters  of  consequence  to  the  state  the  position  their 
knowledge  and  experience  may  entitle  them.  Our  practice  is  too  con- 
tinuously and  unceasingly  upon  the  individual.  It  should  take  a wider 
range,  grasp  greater  subjects,  such  as  pertain  to  the  protection  and  eleva- 
tion of  society,  subjects  embracing  the  i^revention  of  disease  and  the  best 
means  of  overcoming  ignorance  and  opposition.  More  of  the  profession, 
not  compelled  to  keep  at  the  plough,  at  the  forge  or  at  the  wheel,  should 
spend  their  time  in  the  study  of  the  greater  problems  of  legislation,  in  the 
formation  and  moulding  of  public  sentiment  to  have  faith  in  their  proposi- 
tions for  the  good  of  the  state.  The  lofty  altruistic  aim,  the  attempt  of 
our  profession  to  reach  heights  of  attainment  never  before  dreamed  of, 
frequently  expose  us  to  the  ridicule  of  those  who,  because  under  certain 
circumstances,  as  a result  of  the  certainty  of  the  logical  relation  of  cause  and 
effect,  wonderful  results  are  attained,  are  spoiled  and  changed  from  ex- 
treme credulity  to  cavillers  and  cynics  when  failure  follows  efforts  to  apply 
the  square  of  precision  and  the  rule  of  infallibility  to  the  entire  science 
of  medicine.  If  personal  pain  and  humiliation  were  the  sole  result  of  these 
attacks,  we  could  dismiss  them  with  the  contempt  we  feel  for  the  unfair 
criticism  and  opposition  of  the  pessimist  and  cynic  to  every  advance  of 
science,  but  unfortunately  these  attacks,  emanating  as  they  often  do  from 
our  own  ranks  or  from  the  ranks  of  the  other  learned  professions  of  law 
and  theology,  serve  to  convince  the  general  public  and  alienate  them  from 
us,  rendering  the  pursuit  of  our  aims  more  difficult. 

These  criticisms  must  be  carefully  handled,  and  all  the  more  carefully, 
if  their  basis  be  founded  upon  a scintilla  of  truth. 

While  we  should  boldly  strive  to  maintain  the  excellence  of  our  calling, 
and  the  superiority  of  its  goal  and  its  attainments  over  those  of  other  liberal 
professions,  we  should  fully  equip  ourselves  to  api^ly  the  same  tests  of 
critical  judgment  to  our  detractors.  We  should  be  able  to  prove  to  them 
that  it  is  not  because  we  are  lacking  but  rather  because  of  inability  on  their 
part  to  recognize  the  fundamental  principle  that  while  truth  and  facts  are 
the  foundation  stone  of  all  science  and  professional  learning,  it  is  possible 
sometimes  to  err,  and  to  show  that  while  all  knowledge  is  imperfect  no  pecu- 
liar imperfection  can  be  applied  to  medicine  which  does  not  affect  with 
greater  force  the  professions  of  law  and  theology. 

Again,  early  in  any  criticism  containing  an  element  of  right  and  justice 
which  jeopardises  an  important  avenue  to  higher  research  and  knowledge, 
even  though  this  grain  of  truth  be  exaggerated  and  obscured  by  unlicensed 
sentiment,  we  should  be  shrewd  enough  to  deal  with  it  in  a fair  and  diplo- 
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matic  manner  and  with  a reasonable  consideration  for  the  motives  actuat- 
ing our  opponents.  For  instance,  in  the  present  crusade  against  vivisec- 
tion there  is  just  enough  truth  and  justice  to  cause  the  profession  to  set 
themselves  to  work  to  remedy  the  weak  points  upon  their  side  and  by  tact- 
ful means  forestall  the  foolish  and  radical  interference  of  an  unduly  sensitive 
laity. 

On  the  one  hand  no  one  endowed  with  the  power  of  observation  and 
reason  can  deny  that  the  best  study  of  mankind  is  man,  and  of  animal  life 
through  experimentation  upon  that  subtle  force  or  reaction  between  the 
outside  material  world  and  the  nervous  interior  organization  of  the  animal 
which  we  call  “life.” 

The  value  of  experimentation  upon  living  man  andupon  the  loweranimals 
is  so  evident  it  is  incompatible  with  our  ideas  of  good  education  and  common 
sense  to  denj^  it,  but  on  the  o'.her  hand,  a fact  which  we  should  equally 
appreciate  is  that  under  the  present  development  of  modern  civilization 
no  preventable  pain,  cruelty  or  torture  to  man  or  lower  animal  can  be  toler- 
ated. Therefore  the  sensible,  not  fanatic-opponents,  of  vivisection  must 
be  squarely  met  and  convinced  with  overwhelming  proof  of  its  necessity 
and  its  benefits  while  the  reasonable  prejudices  and  fears  of  humane 
people  must  be  allayed  by  such  restrictions  as  will  make  it  a certainty  that 
these  experiments  are  never  unnecessarily  performed  or  needless  pain 
inflicted. 

We  should  appreciate  that  vivisection  is  necessary  and  presents  glorious 
opportunities,  but  it  should  be  practiced  as  a privilege  fraught  with  respon- 
sibility, not  as  a right,  and  in  its  performance  it  should  be  subjected  to  the 
strictest  supervision  of  intelligent,  competent  censors — judges  both  of  the 
reasonableness  of  the  ground  for  the  experimentation  and  guarantors  to 
the  public  of  avoidance  of  unnecessary  repitition  of  identicl  experiments,  or 
of  pain  and  cruelty  in  their  execution.  The  rapid  strides  made  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  public  to  a realization  of  the  wide  zone  of  influence  over  which 
the  profession  of  medicine  should  exert  exclusive  jurisdiction,  of  the  many 
subjects  of  public  utility  and  policy  in  which  the  influence  of  medicine 
should  predominate  and  of  the  almost  universal  betterment  of  all  matters  of 
public  economy  by  the  assistance  of  the  skilled  medical  statesman  and 
patriot,  have  been  no  less  than  wonderful  since  the  reorganization  of  thejero- 
fession  under  a plan  of  cooperation  and  a centralized  representive  national 
body. 

A sub-committee  of  the  American  Medical  Association  in  1909  enumer- 
ates many  of  these  fields  of  labor  and  I would  recommend  the  perusal  of  the 
report  of  the  Westbrook  Committee  on  Hygiene,  Medical  Jurisprudence 
and  Medical  Economics  to  every  medical  man  who  desires  his  chosen  pro- 
fession to  rise  above  an  art  and  attain  the  goal  within  its  grasp. 
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“The  medical  profession,”  says  this  report,  “is  beginning  to  realize  that 
‘minding  one’s  own  business’  may  be  overdone  and  that  the  glory  of  having 
reduced  ‘aloofness’  to  a fine  art  does  not  compensate  for  the  resulting  loss 
of  power  for  gootl.” 

And  again,  “In  a number  of  imjmrtant  lines  modern  economics  and  social 
development  offers  logical  leadership  to  medicine  but  unless  the  opportunity 
is  fully  appreciated  and  due  preparation  made  therefore,  medicine  will  be 
forced  to  cooperation  under  other  and  les-i  natural  directorship.  The 
high  place  of  medicine  in  the  world’s  work  is  now  generally  recognized,  and 
we  should  anticipate  a constructive  period  where  medicine  combines  its 
former  wdlling  service  to  the  sick  with  a new  function  of  private  and  public 
teaching  in  the  prevention  of  sickness.” 

Other  professions,  educators,  and  workers  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
state  must  be  drawn  into  their  proper  relation  to  us,  and  such  mutual  educa- 
ave  cooperation  secured  as  will  bring  about  harmonious  but  w'ell  rounded 
and  developed  schemes  of  advancement.  The  mutual  dependence  of  pub- 
lic health  and  sanitation  upon  the  medical  man  and  the  engineer,  the  rela- 
tionship of  medicine  to  law  and  of  law  to  medicine  for  the  public  good,  is  most 
intimate,  and  the  time  is  ripe  for  great  improvement  in  many  fields  of  juris- 
prudence through  the  aid  and  cooperation  of  medical  thought. 

Organized  charity,  public  and  private,  education,  and  general  economics 
all  offer  more  inviting  fields  of  usefulness  and  glory  for  the  progressive  medi- 
cal man  as  specialties  than  the  overcrowded  ranks  of  surgery,  obstetrics, 
gynecology  and  general  practice. 

Many  of  the  clumsy  and  extremely  radical  efforts  of  the  public  to  secure 
a beneficent  end,  by  the  aid  of  intelligent  medical  counsel  might  be  so  modi- 
fied and  improved  as  to  bring  about  the  desired  result  wdthout  endangering 
fundamental  principles  of  personal  liberty  and  the  enaction  of  class  legis- 
lation and  unequal  laws. 

The  subject  of  the  control  of  the  evils  of  intemperance  by  the  restriction 
of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  the  so-called  intoxicants  has  been  before  the 
public  for  a long  period  Much  time,  money  and  energy  has  been  spent  by 
able  and  earnest  men  known  as  jirohibitionists,  advocates  of  high  license, 
anti-.saloon  leaguers  and  pledge  enthusiasts.  The  results  of  their  efforts 
have  been  more  or  less  irritating  and  unsuccessful. 

Our  profession,  it  see.ms  to  me,  has  never  taken  in  this  great  question  of 
vast  economic  and  social  importance  the  part  it  should  take.  This  matter 
has  been  treated  as  a religious  or  political  question  or  else  as  a question  of 
morals  or  of  economics.  While  in  reality  it  is  all  of  thes  ,in  its  more  essential 
aspects  it  is,  above  all  a medical  question.  Intemperance  so  far  as  it  con- 
cerns the  public  is  a condition  which  should  be  capable  of  solution  without 
infringement  upon  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  individual. 
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By  the  light  and  aid  of  medical  knowledge,  through  the  proper  apprecia- 
tion of  the  border  land,  the  line  of  demarcation,  as  it  were,  between  the  pos- 
session and  the  loss  of  will  power  it  will  be  made  possible  to  formulate  laws 
salutary  and  effective  in  eliminating  drunkenness  without  restriction  of  the 
rights  of  the  temperate. 

The  right  to  the  temperate  use  of  alcohol  we  believe  should  not  be 
abridged  by  public  enactment.  Its  immoderate  use  where  it  infringes  upon 
the  rights  of  others  in  public  or  private  should  be  prevented.  The  line 
between  these  two — temperance  and  intemperance — is  the  line  between 
liberty  and  license  in  all  public  matters.  Liberty  becomes  license  when  its 
pursuit  infringes  upon  the  rights  of  others,  whether  it  be  in  family  or  in 
public.  The  “public  drunk”  should  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  should 
be  punished  fearlessly  by  police  regulation.  Only  as  a citizen  should  this 
concern  the  medical  man,  as  we  take  for  granted  that  it  is  a voluntary, 
willful,  foolish  indulgence  with  the  ability  of  the  culprit  to  have  avoided  the 
crime  by  due  exercise  of  a normal  will.  With  the  next  phase,  however, 
both  as  a medical  man  and  as  a good  citizen  he  should  exercise  a dual  role. 
The  “frequent  drunk,”  evincing  a diseased  and  impaired  will  power, 
requires  the  safeguards  of  the  weak-minded,  the  undeveloped  mind,  or  the 
minor — those  not  capable  of  exercising  critical  jugment  and  will  power  in 
self  restraint.  This  class  should  be  registered  by  legal  procedure  and  any 
one  giving,  selling  orpermitting  the  useof  intoxicants,  within  their  sphere  of 
authority,  to  those  thus  marked  should  beheld  punishable  as  paities  to  the 
misdemeanor.  Ignorance  of  those  who  might  be  under  this  ban  would 
cause  great  restraint  upon  the  public  in  general. 

Lastly,  the  “constant  drunk,”  the  inebriate  with  the  total  abolitior  of 
critical  judgment  and  will  power  to  withstand  temptation,  constitutes 
entirely  a medical  question,  and  such  a person  should  be  treated  by  con- 
finement by  the  state  where  proper  care  may  be  given  until  a cure  is  affected 
if  possible. 

In  the  administration  and  disbursement  of  its  public  charities,  however,  • 
the  state  needs  counsel  more  than  in  any  other  of  its  departments. 

Our  legislatures  in  these  days  are  lavish  i i their  expenditures  of  the  pub- 
lic money,  and  consequent  acts  of  injustice,  inequality,  waste  and  extrava- 
gance are  often  committed  by  them.  Be  it  said  to  the  credit  of  our  state 
that  as  yet  these  faults  have  been  unaccompanied  by  suspicion  of  graft. 

In  the  dispensation  of  these  charities  and  in  the  execution  of  these  trusts 
the  members  of  themedical  profession  are  directly  interested  both  asmedical 
men  and  as  citizens.  And  it  is  up  to  us  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  get 
for  the  people  the  most  good  from  these  largesses.  Standardization  and 
cooperation  without  politics  is  her.  needed.  Some  schemebased uponother 
foundation  than  political  “pull”  or  expediency  must  be  formed.  Some 
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honest  difference  of  opinion  may  exist  as  to  the  necessity  of  politics  and 
spoils,  (meaning  the  distribution  of  appointive  offices)  in  the  manage^ 
ment  of  certain  departments  of  the  state,  but  in  the  distribution  of  its 
charities  and  in  the  education  of  its  children  and  people  there  can  be  but 
one  opinion — that  neither  politics  nor  sectarian  religion  should  have  a voice. 

The  time  is  fast  approaching  we  hope,  when  under  the  welldirected,  moder- 
ate, but  firm  force  of  educated  public  opinion  these  matters  will  be  with- 
drawn from  the  power  of  politicians. 

The  last  instead  of  the  first  requisite  of  fitness  for  members  of  public 
commissions  will  be  their  political  records  and  influence.  Here  is  our  oppor- 
tunity. There  is  no  commission  in  the  state  which  has  to  do  with  theregula- 
tion  and  dispensation  of  public  charities  which  can  be  in  its  highest  sense 
effective  without  the  predominating  influence  of  skilled  and  non-partisan 
medical  men. 

Public  money  should  be  disbursed  only  for  value  returned.  Commissions 
should  be  appointed  because  of  merit  and  especial  fitness  and  the  choice  of 
selection  should  be  delegated  to  representative  bodies  of  the  professions  and 
to  such  authorized  philanthropic  bodies  as  take  especial  interest  in  the  par- 
ticidar  work  for  w'hich  these  boards  are  designed.  Tney  should  be  vested 
with  great  power. 

The  licensing  or  chartering  of  hospitals  should  be  entrusted  to  this  sort  of 
control,  with  power  to  prescribe  the  standard  of  equipment  and  service  with- 
out which  they  lawfully  could  not  prosecute  their  work,  to  supervise  their 
work,  and  to  renew  or  revoke  for  cause  the  authority  by  v^irtue  of  w^hich  they' 
exist.  They'  should  divide  from  one  general  appropriation  the  amount 
due  each  according  to  the  per  diem  of  charity  patients  or  other  return  made 
to  the  state. 

Those  in  charge  of  education,  so  far  as  medical  education  is  concerned, 
should  possess  the  same  power  of  licensing  and  revocation,  prescription  of 
the  standard  of  qualification  of  entrance,  a standard  curriculum,  of  passing 
upon  the  equipment,  the  personnel  of  the  corps  of  teachers  and  every'thing 
pertaining  to  the  management  and  control  of  the  medical  college  as  would 
secure  equality  of  standard. 

These  commissions  should  report  to  the  legislature  and,  being  paid  by 
the  State,  should  be  rigidly  accountable  for  the  failthful  and  skillful  execu- 
cution  of  their  duties. 

They  should  be  given,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  courts  in  legal 
matters,  as  full  power  as  is  consistant  with  public  safety.  If  possible,  these 
bodies  through  mutual  understandings,  after  due  deliberation,  should  be 
empowered  to  contract  agreements  with  other  states  for  similar  standards 
of  education,  thus  forestalling  national  legislation  to  overcome  the  incon- 
veniences of  state  lines,  and  nationalizing  our  system  of  medical  education 
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without  infringement  upon  that  zealously  guarded  principle  of  ‘'states’ 
rights.” 

This  is  entirely  too  comprehensive  a subject  to  be  embraced  in  a short 
paper  and  is  no  doubt  open  to  criticism  at  many  points,  especially  the  re- 
marks on  vivisection  and  on  temperance.  They  are  only  to  be  taken  seriously 
in  the  light  of  illustrating,  by  the  first,  our  vulnerability  to  attack  when  we 
do  not  promptly  heed  educated  public  sentiment,  and  by  the  second  how 
intimately  related  some  economic  and  social  problems  are  bound  up  with 
our  duties  and  responsibilities  to  the  state  as  medical  citizens. 

The  whole  subject  narrows  doivn  on  the  one  hand  to  the  dependence  of 
the  state  for  the  intelligent  administration  of  many  of  its  chief  duties  to  its 
inhabitants  upon  the  intelligence,  skill,  and  good  judgment  of  its  medical 
men,  and  on  the  other  to  the  realization  of  liberal-minded  properly  educated, 
and  public  spirited,  medical  men  of  the  great  responsibilities  of  medical 
statesmanship — responsibilities  which  they  were  wont,  in  the  past,  to  avoid, 
which  at  present  they  assume,  and  which  in  the  future,  they  will  use  to 
acquire  the  standing  and  preeminence  in  affairs  of  State  so  earnestly  to 
be  desired  and  so  fraught  with  good  to  the  community.  Let  no  selfish 
motives  enter  into  our  deiberations  for  the  public  good  and  we  cannot  fail 
by  a systematic  and  organized  education  of  the  laity  to  gain  the  power. 

Until  a common  standard  of  educational  requirement  for  entrance  into 
a standardized  medical  school  and  a standard  curriculum  which,  when  com- 
pleted, is  followed  by  examination  of  equal  requirements  is  obtained 
we  should  not  be  satisfied. 

No  standard  of  excellence  should  be  too  high  for  our  requirements  for 
our  representatives  upon  boards  of  public  health  and  sanitation,  lunacy  and 
particularly  for  our  state  licensing  boards. 

Our  efforts  should  be  for  higher  standards  of  attainment  for  our  profes- 
sion, a more  general  and  more  discriminative  education  of  the  laity  in  medi- 
cal matters,  greater  predominence  of  influence  by  means  of  better  men  upon 
our  state  boards,  a general  standardization  secured  through  organization, 
and  cooperation  and  agreement  through  the  representatives  of  our  national 
association  leading  to  uniformity  of  state  legislation,  rather  than  through 
national  laws.

REMARKS  ON  MEDICAL  ETHICS 

By  Samuel  T.  Earl,  M.D. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Profession:  The  following  brief  remarks  are 
submitted  in  lieu  of  my  inability  to  open  the  discussion  in  person  on  account  of  sick- 
ness. 

It  is  with  considerable  hesitation  that  I venture  to  open  the  discussion  tonight  on 
the  subject  of  “The  ethical  relations  which  should  exist  between  the  general  prac- 
titioner, the  surgeon,  and  the  specialist,’’  on  account  of  the  delicate  nature  of  the  sub- 
subject and  the  difficulties  attending  their  solution,  yet. the  frequent  murmurings 
and  general  discontent  that  we  hear  whispered  from  so  many  sources  compel  us  to 
open  the  subject  for  general  discussion  among  the  members  of  the  profession,  lest 
a disregard  of  such  warnings  should  lead  to  such  an  unhealthy  condition  of  affairs 
in  our  profession  as  might  bring  to  us  the  blush  of  shame. 

Among  such  unwelcome  conditions  may  be  mentioned  a division  of  fees  and  the 
attempt  on  the  part  of  the  general  practitioner  to  do  work  for  which  he  is  unqualified 
and  unequipped.  Self  preservation  is  but  a part  of  our  nature  and  it  is  only  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  a man  who  has  honestly  given  the  required  time  and  applica- 
tion to  acquire  his  license  to  j)ractice  medicine  should  expect  to  obtain  a competent 
livelihood  by  this  means,  provided  his  efforts  are  energetic  and  honest. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  perfectly  proper  that  the  large  field  of  medicine  should  be 
subdivided  among  general  and  special  workers,  because  it  is  generally  recognized 
that  certain  classes  of  this  work  can  be  better  done  by  delegating  it  to  snecial 
workers.  These  two  propositions  are  readily  conceded  by  all. 

The  problem  which  now  demands  a solution  from  us,  is  the  proper  recognition 
and  remuneration  that  each  should  receive  for  his  portion  of  the  work.  With  the 
rapid  strides  made  by  general  surgery  and  its  special  branches,  together  with  the 
readiness  with  which  its  brilliant  results  can  be  recognized  by  the  laity  this  branch 
of  our  profession  has  received  much  more  recognition  from  the  public  and  a willing- 
ness on  their  part  to  render  much  larger  remuneration  for  such  services  than  that  of 
other  departments  which  may  have  required  more  thought  and  study,  but  which 
have  not  been  so  readily  appreciated  by  the  public. 

It  is  for  the  members  of  the  j)rofession  who  can  appreciate  the  character  and  qual- 
ity of  the  work  of  each  one  to  determine  what  recognition  and  remuneration  is  due 
each.  The  man  who  does  the  preliminary  work  and  in  many  cases  makes  the  diag- 
nosis, but  recognizes  that  a general  surgeon  or  a specialist  can  accomplish  the  cure 
far  better  than  himself,  is  certainly  entitled  to  more  consideration  in  many  cases 
than  he  has  thus  far  received.  When  he  is  honest  enough  to  make  such  a statement 
to  his  patient,  and  sends  him  to  the  surgeon,  or  specialist  for  the  relief  of  this  special 
complaint,  the  surgeon  or  sjjocialist  should  be  equally  honest  and  liberal  in  return- 
ing this  j)atient  to  his  regular  physician  as  soon  as  these  special  results  are  accom- 
plished, with  instructions  to  report  any  further  trouble  of  whatever  nature  to  his 
regular  physician  who  is  to  determine  whether  or  not  he  shall  again  be  sent  to  the 
specialist.  Should  the  case  be  orre  that  does  not  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
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specialist  to  whom  he  was  first  referred  the  latter  should  either  refer  him  back  to 
his  regular  physician  or  confer  with  his  regular  physician  as  to  whom  else  he  shall 
be  referred  whenever  this  is  practicable.  The  surgeon  or  specialist  should  also  see 
that  his  brother  receives  proper  compensation  for  the  work  he  has  done,  even  at  the 
risk  of  his  not  getting  his  regular  fee  for  such  special  work,  but  this  should  all  be 
done  openly,  with  a statement  to  the  patient  of  his  regular  charges  for  such  special 
work,  and  that  they  shall  only  be  exacted  in  full  in  case  the  patient  is  able  to  pay 
both  the  general  and  special  charges. 

It  is  best  that  we  should  discuss  this  subject  freely  among  ourselves,  but  it  can 
be  settled  satisfactorily  only  by  complying  strictly  with  gentlemanly  conduct  and 
honesty. 

I can  probably  make  my  position  in  this  matter  more  clearly  understood  by  quot- 
ing from  Dr.  H.  C.  Wtirdemann,  Seattle,  Wash.,  Northwest  Medical,  September,  1910. 
I fully  agree  with  his  views. 

“Professional  fees  are  regulated  by  several  factors;  kind  of  services  rendered, 
amount  of  time  consufned,  financial  standing  of  the  patient,  and  the  responsi- 
bility. There  are  no  fixed  fees  for  service,  the  only  professional  and  legal  require- 
ments being  that  they  be  reasonable  and  in  accord  with  the  class  of  society  to  which 
the  patient  belongs. 

“The  giving  or  acceptance  of  commissions  to  physicians  (or  other  people),  for  send- 
ing patients,  is  an  unethical  and  dishonest  act,  which  has  not  been  tolerated  by  true 
physicians  from  the  days  of  antiquity.  It  is  dishonest  because  the  patient  is  de- 
ceived and  the  collusion  is  more  dishonorable  than  that  of  the  condemned  commis- 
sion business  between  the  doctor  and  druggist,  long  frowned  upon  by  both  the  pro- 
fession and  laity.  It  is  a cowardly  proceeding  if  either  of  the  doctors  is  afraid 
to  let  the  patient  know  for  what  he  is  paying  that  which  he  has  an  ethical  and  legal 
right  to  know.  The  medical  profession  is  not  a trade,  and  division  of  fees  without 
knowledge  of  the  patient  would  be  degrading  the  whole  profession  to  the  trade  level. 

“You  may  have  spent  time  in  caring  for  or  in  accompanying  a patient  to  the  con- 
sultants’ office  and  feel  delicate  about  submitting  a bill  for  it.  Why?  That  is  pure 
cowardice;  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire. 

“On  account  of  his  financial  condition  the  patient  may  not  be  able  to  pay  the 
usual  fee  of  the  consultant  or  surgeon,  yet  you  feel  that  you  are  entitled  to  some 
payment  for  your  services.  The  matter  is  easily  arranged;  the  patient  has  but  to 
explain  his  circumstances  and  the  consultant  should  be  willing  to  reduce  his  fees 
so  that  the  family  physician  may  get  some  payment;  but  this  all  must  be  done  with 
the  full  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  patient.  The  consultant  should  be  willing, 
when  necessary,  on  account  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  patient,  to  reduce  the 
bill  enough,  even  to  giving  his  services  gratuitously,  to  allow  him  to  pay  the  family 
doctor,  but  the  specialist  should  not  pay  over  part  of  his  fee  because  the  other  is 
afraid  to  demand  it  of  the  patient. 

“The  consultant  should  be  willing  to  do  any  special  work  for  what  is  a custo- 
mary fee  among  specialists  of  proper  standings,  for  patients  able  to  pay  the  same; 
for  others  who  can  pay  but  little,  for  the  proportion  of  the  usual  fee  they  may  be 
able  to  give  after  paying  for  the  general  practitioner’s  services;  and  in  cases  unable 
to  pay  anything  to  cheerfully  do  the  work  without  monetary  recompense  upon  the 
physician’s  recommendation;  but  he  should  not  hire  any  medical  “barkers”  to  drum 
up  trade.  The  strongest  reason  aside  from  the  ethics  of  the  case  is  that  the  special- 
ist should  value  the  esteem  of  the  general  profession  more  than  business,  which  he 
could  not  retain  if  he  abandoned  ethics  and  customs  followed  since  the  days  of  Galen, 
yea,  even  from  those  of  Esculapius.” 
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THE  SPECIALIST  AND  MEDICAL  ETHICS. 

By  Hiram  Woods,  M.D. 

I have  been  asked  to  discuss  Medical  ethics  from  the  standpoint  of  the  specialist. 
As  I understand  it,  a specialist  is  a medical  practitioner  who  clauns  the  rights  and 
privileges  pertaining  to  the  medical  profession,  unless  and  until  he  forfeits  them  by 
misconduct  or  demonstrating  incompetency,  and  who  accepts  all  the  obligations 
resting  upon  his  brother  practitioners.  At  the  same  time,  he  limits  his  practice  to 
certain  classes  of  troubles.  He,  possibly  more  than  the  general  practitioner,  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  good-will  and  confidence  of  the  profession : therefore  the  greater 
his  obligation  to  observe  right  standards  in  dealing  with  physicians.  He  cannot 
expect  professional  support  unless  he  shows  his  ability.  Having  shown  it,  and  hav- 
ing gained  professional  confidence  and  patronage,  it  becomes  his  duty  to  make  his 
practice  a help,  not  a means  of  cutting  into  others’  work.  I suppose  no  one  will  ques- 
tion the  correctness  of  these  general  principles.  But  while  the  specialist  is  winning 
confidence  on  the  professional  side,  he  is  usually  making  headway  with  the  general 
public:  and  herein  lies  another  obligation — to  use  his  best  judgment  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  persons  coming  to  him  voluntarily.  However,  this  obligation  applies 
equally  to  those  coming  to  him  through  a fellow  practitioner,  for  special  diagnosis 
and  treatment.  Receiving  his  clientele  from  these  two  sources,  and  realizing  that 
he  must  give  both  classes  the  best  that  is  in  him,  he  soon  finds  another  thing.  Xo 
specialty  can  be  so  exclusive  as  to  eliminate. general  medicine,  and  no  specialist  can 
attain  the  best  results  in  his  own  field  unless  he  has  a speaking  acquaintance,  at  least, 
with  all  other  fields.  The  curse  of  medicine  today  is  narrow  and  ignorant  special- 
ism. It  is  in  this  complex  relation  of  every  branch  of  medicine  to  everj^  other  branch 
that  our  ethical  questions  live,  and  a next-door  neighbor  is  the  duty  of  the  special- 
ist to  give  the  patient  the  benefit  of  his  best  judgment.  The  will  of  the  patient 
himself  in  special  practice  is  a factor,  and  often  the  most  potent  factor  in  deciding 
upon  a course,  which  in  one  way  or  another  involves  an  ethical  question.  I shall 
try  to  review  these  general  principles  from  the  standpoints,  (1)  of  patients  apply- 
ing primarily  to  the  specialist,  and  of  (2)  cases  seen  in  consultation.  In  class  1 the 
specialist,  so  far  as  his  knowledge  goes,  is  not  indebted  to  another  physician  for  the 
patient.  He  has  a free  hand.  His  first  duty  is  to  study  the  state  of  the  special 
organ  he  treats,  to  determine  its  ability  to  carry  on  its  own  functional  activity;  his 
next,  to  determine  the  possible  effect  or  influence  any  discovered  defect  may  have 
on  remote  symptoms  which  the  patient  describes.  If  he  finds,  as  he  somethimes 
does,  his  own  field  normal,  organically  and  functionally,  and  so  concludes  there  is 
nothing  to  cause  the  remote  disturbance,  his  duty  is  done.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the 
specialist  never  should  have  had  this  patient,  and  he  would  not,  but  for  two 
influences, — possibly  one,  and  possibly  both.  The  first  is  the  passing  of  the  general 
practitioner  as  a general  medical  adviser,  and  the  tendency  of  persons  to  take  their 
own  heads  for  deciding  the  meaning  of  symptoms.  Some  years  ago  a lady  came  to 
my  office  with  her  fourteen  year-old  daughter.  Holding  the  girl  by  the  hand — and 
I thought,  a most  unwilling  hand.  Madame  thus  addressed  me:  “Dr.  Woods,  Sarah 
has  headaches.  I want  you  to  see  if  her  eyes  are  causing  them.  If  they  are  not.  I’m 
going  to  have  John  Williams  examine  her  uterus.  If  he  finds  nothing,  I’m  going  to 
have  Mactier  Warfield  see  if  she  has  adenoids,  and  if  she  hasn’t,  I’m  going  to  ask 
Dr.  Atkinson  what  I shall  do.”  The  child  had  a low  refraction  error,  but  before 
correcting  it,  and  with  full  recognition  of  tJie  penalties  incurred  in  turning  a pay- 
case  from  the  Williams  and  Warfield  offices,  I arranged  a consultation  at  Dr.  Atkin- 
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son’s  office  foi-  that  afternoon.  I have  never  put  glasses  on  that  girl  nor  seen  her 
professionally  since.  Nor  did  Williams  or  Warfield  ever  get  a shy  at  her,  for  the 
diagnostic  skill  of  the  man  who  should  have  been  consulted  first,  and  whose  death 
left  such  a gap  in  our  ranks,  cleared  the  whole  case.  This  state  of  the  public  mind 
is  one  result  of  abused  specialism.  Mr.  A,’s  child  obtains  relief  from  remote  symp- 
toms through  a certain  specialism,  and  Mr.  B.  concludes  that  the  same  symptoms 
in  himself  or  his  child  are  due  to  the  same  thing.  It  requires  on  the  specialist’s  part 
some  knowledge  of  medicine,  and  some  honesty  to  turn  such  cases  where  they  ought 
to  go.  The  honesty  may  be  there,  but  if  graduate  schools  turn  out  young  men  as 
specialists  without  first  assuring  themselves  that  the  general  knowledge  is  back  of 
the  special  training,  the  narrow  specialist  will  continue.  And  the  schools  are  doing 
so  the  country  over.  At  the  same  time,  it  should  be  admitted  that  the  graduate 
schools  themselves  are  not  so  much  to  blame  as  the  men  who  rush  into  specialism. 
Schools  cannot  well  turn  down  a graduate  from  a medical  school  in  good  standing. 
The  reform  will  eventually  arrive  through  an  awakened  professional  conscience  on 
the  part  of  physicians  themselves  in  insisting  upon  demonstration  by  a specialist  of 
his  general  ability  and  thought.  Without  support  of  his  fellow  physicians,  a special- 
ist cannot  get  a secure  foothold.  But  there  is  another  reason  for  people  taking  the 
interpretation  of  symptoms  into  their  own  hands,  the  shortsightedness  of  their  own 
doctors.  There  are  cases,  whose  classification  and  nature  I need  not  mention, 
which  cannot  be  diagnosed  save  by  laboratory  methods.  The  doctor  doesn’t  know 
the  underlying  cause,  and  he  sometimes  knows  he  doesn’t  know,  but  the  empirical 
use  of  drugs  is  continued  till  the  patient  is  disgusted  and  takes  his  own  head.  When 
the  wrongly  selected  specialist  shows  him  that  he  can  do  nothing,  the  real  embarrass- 
ment begins.  “What  would  you  advise?”  asks  the  patient.  “Consult  your  physi- 
cian,” says  the  specialist.  Then  the  tale  of  long  drug-taking  is  unfolded,  and  the 
patient  refuses  to  go  back  to  it.  Soon  the  patient  seeks  other  general  professional 
advice,  and  his  former  doctor,  thinking  that  the  last  fellow  seen  was  the  specialist, 
heaps  anathemas  upon  his  innocent  head. 

There  are  two  other  classes  of  these  “primary”  patients,  as  I designate  them, 
which  merit  a word.  One  is  made  up  of  those  who  have  a special  manifestation  of 
a systemic  disease.  For  example,  we  can  take  luetic  keratitis.  It  requires 
local  treatment,  sometimes  demanding  technical  judgment,  and  also  constitutional 
measures.  The  oculist  is  needed  for  the  first,  and,  if  he  is  a decent  oculist  is  able  to 
attend  to  the  second.  Is  it  fair  to  the  patient  to  make  him  pay  two  doctors  when 
one  is  enough?  Do  not  those  who  find  fault  with  the  specialist  for  treating  the  con- 
stitutional cause  of  a local  manifestation,  while  still  active,  commit  a worse  breach 
of  ethics — but  against  the  patient — in  insisting  on  their  rights  as  the  “regular  doctor” 
at  a time  when  they  are  confessedly  unable  to  cope  with  the  complications?  I think 
so,  but  I know  specialists  are  sometimes  severely  criticised  along  these  lines.  On 
the  other  hand,  so  soon  as  the  local  manifestation  is  out  of  the  way,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  specialist  to  guard  against  relapse.  I have  known  eyes  to  go  on  to  eventual  loss 
because  the  specialist  failed  in  this  regard,  and  did  not  insist  on  continued  general 
treatment.  With  a warning  to  the  patient,  and,  if  the  patient  approves,  a note  to  the 
physician,  the  specialist  has  done  his  duty;  but  I do  not  feel  that  it  is  ethically  right 
to  the  patient  who  has  come  tothe  specialist  of  his  own  accord,  for  the  latter  to  insist 
upon  confiding  his  communications  to  a former  physician,  when  the  patient  does 
not  desire  it.  I stated  in  the  beginning  that  the  specialist  had  to  demonstrate 
his  ability  to  his  professional  brethren  before  he  had  the  right  to  ask  or  expect  their 
support.  The  same  obligation  rests  on  the  general  man  in  his  relation  to  the  specialist. 
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This  brings  me  to  the  second  class  of  those  who  primarily  seek  advise  from  the 
specialist.  He  finds  that  the  local  symptoms  are,  in  whole  or  part  the  result  of  some 
disturbance  elsewhere.  IMay  I illustrate  by  a recent  case?  A gentlemen  consulted 
me  for  a possible  ocular  origin  of  supra-orbital  pains.  Correction  of  refraction 
was  made,  but  tJie  odor  of  his  breath,  sallow  complexion,  etc.,  suggested  a possible 
contributory  cause  in  the  intestines.  I asked  him  about  this.  Yes,  he  had  had 
“nervous  dyspepsia”  for  years:  he  was  obstinately  constipated,  led  a sedentarj- life, 
had  been  under  medical  care,  and  had  taken  enough  “Fairchild’s  Essence  of  Pepsin” 
to  float  the  boat  which  had  brought  him  to  Baltimore.  Bear  in  mind,  this  man  had 
come  to  me  voluntarily,  not  through  medical  advice.  It  was  clear  as  noonday  what 
he  needed — a laboratorj-  diagnosis.  Did  medical  ethics  require  me  to  send  him  back 
where  I knew  he  could  not  get  it,  or  was  it  my  duty  to  put  him  where  I knew  he  could 
obtain  a diagnosis?  Ethics  is  two-edged:  they  cut  patient-ward  and  doctor-ward. 
For  the  time  being  I was  his  medical  adviser,  and  the  patient  who  trusted  my  judg- 
ment had,  in  my  opinion,  a more  ethical  claim  on  me  than  did  a doctor  whose  name  I 
did  not  and  do  not  know,  but  who  had  failed  to  see  what  wasneeded  for  a diagnosis. 
I can  see  how  a certain  class  of  men  could  criticise  this  action  as  sheer  highway  rob- 
bery of  an  unknown  professional  brother  in  favor  of  the  internist  to  whom  I sent  the 
patient.  Yet,  here  was  an  intelligent  man  who  knew  the  case  was  beyond  his  family 
medical  attendant,  and  had  sought  advice  elsewhere,  according  to  his  judgment. 
It  was  clearly  mj-  duty,  both  for  the  patient’s  sake,  and  to  guard  my  own  position,  to 
inform  him  of  the  duel  etiology  of  his  complaint  and  to  tell  him  how  the  investigation 
should  be  continued.  Did  I not  treat  his  unknown  physician  in  a kinder  way  by 
making  the  reference  while  the  man  was  under  my  care,  than  I would  have  done  had 
I allowed  him  to  go  home  convinced  that  he  ought  to  have  something  he  could  not 
get  at  home?  I cannot  for  a moment  accept  the  alternative  that  it  was  m3’  dut>'  to 
sa3’  nothing  about  the  extra-ocular  cause. 

Little  need  he  said  regarding  m3’  opinion  of  how  the  specialist  should  act  when  he  is 
called  in  consultation.  He  is  not  then  the  primar3'  adviser.  A general  man  has  the 
right  to  take  an3’thing  he  wants  from  head  surger3’  to  chiropod3’.  If  he  believes 
he  can  operate  for  appendicitis,  wants  to  do  it,  and  the  patient  emplo3’s  him  to  do 
so,  the  surgeon  has  no  right  to  complain  of  his  act  as  unethical.  It  is  not-save,  pos- 
sibl3’,  patient-ward.  It  is  his  dut3’  to  know  how  to  do  what  he  undertakes,  but  this 
is  subjective  and  not  a matter  of  ethics.  It  is  one  of  personal  moral  responsibilit3'. 
So  when  the  specialist  sees  a case  in  consultation  with  a ph3’sician,  or,  what  amounts 
to  the  same  thing,  examines  a patient  at  a ph3’sician’s  request,  the  status  in  no  wa3' 
differs  from  a medical  consultation  where  both  men  are  in  the  same  branch  of  work. 
It  is  the  consultant’s  dut3’  to  make  his  honest  diagnosis,  irrespective  of  its  agree- 
ment or  otherwise,  with  the  regular  attendant,  and  communicate  his  views  to  the 
latter.  He  is  not  to  treat  the  patient  unless  asked  to  do  so.  The  same  relations 
pertain  between  specialists. 

I cannot  help  thinking  that  we  lose  sight  of  one  of  the  big  factors  in  this  ethical 
business:  no  rules,  however  stringent,  can  be  enforced  so  as  to  make  a crooked  man 
or  commission  giver  or  taker  straight;  and  the  straight  man  doesn’t  need  rules.  I 
have  tried  to  tell  how  the  specialist  is  sometimes  forced  to  appear  unethical  (accord- 
ing to  some  kinds  of  interpretation)  when  the  patient’s  side  of  ethics  shuts  him  up 
to  one  course.  So  far  as  consultation  goes,  I do  not  think  one  physician  in  a hundred 
objects  to  listecing  to  and  heeding  advice  from  a specialist,  even  if  that  advice  com- 
pel him  to  seek  medical  aid  which  he  cannot  provide  himself. 
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“Dr.  Average,”  as  Weir  Mitchell  calls  him,  is  not  so  self-centered. 

If  my  experience  and  observation  count  for  anything,  the  big  majority  of  our  pro- 
fession are  honest  in  their  desire  to  do  their  best  for  their  patients  and  to  treat  one 
another  fairly  respective  of  personal  gain.  Differences  of  opinion  are  inevitable. 
We  don’t  need  hide-bound  rules,  but  we  do  need  to  read  and  reread  now  and  then 
the  scriptural  injunction  about  going  to  a brother  against  whom  we  may  have  com- 
plaint and  telling  him  about  it.  In  these  so-called  ethical  relations  frankness  is  the 
road  to  propriety  and  uprightness.  And  this  means  frankness  with  oneself  as  well 
as  with  others.  There  is  such  a thing  as  some  people  call  Conscience,  some  intuitive 
perception  of  right,  some  living  up  to  one’s  standards.  Call  it  what  one  chooses,  the 
key  to  ethical  behavior  is  measuring  oneself  by  the  highest  ideals  the  mind  can  grasp. 
And  if  something  seems  wrong  with  the  ideal,  tell  it  to  someone  who  is  thought  to 
have  a better,  and  find  out. 


MEDICAL  ETHICS  FROM  THE  VIEW  POINT  OF  THE  GENERAL 

PRACTITIONER 

Gordon  Wilson,  M.D. 

This  subject  has  been  discussed  since  the  beginning  of  medical  histoiA^,  and,  I 
have  no  doubt,  will  be  discussed  up  to  the  day  preceding  the  millennium. 

The  latest  definite  code  of  ethics,  called  the  “Principles  of  Medical  Ethics,”  was 
adopted  and  printed  in  1003,  by  the  American  Medical  Association,  and  is  to-day  the 
code  by  which  we  regulate  our  dealings,  one  with  another,  in  the  profession.  This, 
however,  fails  to  cover  many  of  those  minor  points  which  are  not  sufficiently  great, 
or  important,  as  to  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Censors,  but  are  gossiped  about  within 
our  little  sets  and  cliques,  and  eventually  tend  to  undermine  our  faith  and  belief  in 
our  professional  brethren. 

Of  course,  medical  ethics  should  be  founded  on,  and,  practically  consist  of,  the 
“Golden  Rule” — “All  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye 
even  so  to  them.”  Or,  as  it  is  more  frequently  quoted — “Do  unto  others  as  ye  would 
be  done  by.” 

As  medical  men  our  only  excuse  for  existing  is  the  welfare  of  our  patients,  which, 
of  course,  includes  the  public  at  large,  and,  naturally,  as  a result  of  this,  our  first  and 
paramount  duty  is  to  our  patient,  and  only  after  that  duty  has  been  fulfilled,  can  we 
consider  our  duty  to  our  professional  brother,  and  to  ourselves.  If  this  duty  is  care- 
fully borne  in  mind  and  we  try  to  act  according  to  the  Golden  Rule  in  our  relations 
with  our  brethren,  and  use  charity  in  our  judgment  of  their  acts  and  the  gossip  that 
concerns  them,  there  will  be  rarely  occasions  when  medical  ethics  will  be  a matter  of 
exciting  interest. 

To-day  with  the  growth  of  specialism  and  the  growth  of  surgery  the  intercourse 
between  doctors,  professionally,  has  increased  greatly,  and  as  a result  of  it  there  have 
arisen  more  opportunities  for  those  unfortunate  professional  misunderstandings 
which,  unless  thrashed  out  at  once,  tend  to  become  open  breaches  which  even  time 
itself  cannot  bridge.  To  come  down  to  definite  cases,  apparent  violations  of  medical 
ethics  depend  on  (first)  the  change  of  physicians  by  a patient,  and  (second)  the  care- 
lessness of  the  consultant,  specialist  or  surgeon,  in  his  dealings  with  the  general  prac- 
titioner.

I would  not  presume  to  say  what  is  right  or  what  is  not  right  in  medical  ethics, 
but  will  state  what  I have  tried  to  do  in  the  past,  and  will  continue  to  do  in  the  future 
until  I have  learned  an  improvement. 

In  regard  to  the  question  of  change  of  physicians  by  a patient,  the  rules  which  I 
have  laid  down  for  my  own  guidance  have  been  as  follows : 

First.  Never  to  become  the  physician  of  a patient  whom  I first  saw  in  consulta- 
tion with  another  physician,  unless  requested  to  do  so  by  the  physician  with  whom  I 
first  saw  the  patient,  or  after  the  patient  has  discharged  the  first  physician  and  has 
had  other  physicians  in  attendance  over  a long  period. 

Second.  Not  to  attend,  as  the  regular  physician,  a sick  person  who  has  had  another 
physician  in  attendance  on  him  during  that  illness,  unless  the  previous  attending  phy- 
sician has  been  regularly  discharged  by  a written  note  from  the  patient  or  the  respon- 
sible member  of  the  family. 

Third.  If  I have  looked  after  a patient  of  a brother  practitioner  at  his  request  for 
any  reason,  I will  not  becomethat  patient’s  regular  physician  at  any  period  of  the  near 
future,  even  though  the  former  physician  has  been  discharged  in  writing. 

Fourth.  If  a patient  has  had  definite  sicknesses  in  the  past  and  has  recovered  from 
them,  and  has  not  had  his  former  physician  in  attendance  on  him  for  some  time,  and 
is  also  not  a patient  whom  I have  seen  in  consultation  or  have  seen  at  the  request 
of  his  former  physician,  I can  see  no  harm  in  my  attending  such  a patient  under  such 
circumstances,  and  if  there  is  difference  of  opinion  as  to  this  last  statement  of  mine 
I would  sincerely  like  to  have  it  brought  out  in  the  discussion,  as  it  involves  the  fun- 
damental right  of  a patient  to  have  himself  treated  by  whom  he  desires,  and  without 
such  right  it  would  mean  that  the  physician  and  patient  would  be  bound  together 
until  “Death  us  do  part.” 

So  much  for  those  chances  of  medical  misunderstandings  which  arise  through  the 
question  of  change  of  physicians  by  the  patient. 

In  regard  to  the  apparent  violations  of  medical  ethics  by  the  consultant,  specialist 
or  surgeon,  it  seems  to  me  that  many  of  these  arise  from  the  fact  that  the  patient  to- 
day frequently  seeks  consultation,  or,  at  least,  the  specialist,  without  having  been  so 
advised  by  his  family  physician  and  without  his  knowledge,  and  many  times  fails 
to  state  to  the  specialist  that  he  has  a regular  physician,  and  not  infrequently  the  first 
that  the  family  physician  knows  of  such  consultation  is  the  knowledge  that  an  oper- 
ation is  to  be  done,  or  has  been  done,  or  that  the  patient  has  gone  to  some  health  resort 
or  hospital.  It  is,  naturally,  a little  unpleasant  for  the  family  physician  to  learn 
this  for  the  first  time  through  a newspaper,  or  through  some  casual  gossip.  This 
unpleasantness  could  be  most  readily  obviated,  and  I think  to-day  there  would  be 
greater  cooperation  between  the  specialist  and  the  general  practitioner,  if  the  special- 
ist would  make  it  his  duty  at  all  times  to  find  out  who  is  the  regular  attending  phy- 
sician of  his  patient,  whether  the  latter  has  been  referred  to  him  or  not  by  such 
attending  physician,  and  write  to  such  physician  that  his  patient  has  consulted  him 
and  that  he  has  advised  accordingly.  This  applies  even  more  strongly  to  the  sur- 
geon who  has  decided  to  operate,  and  the  neglect  of  this  has  not  infrequently  caused 
the  general  practitioner  to  have  a poor  opinion  of  the  surgeon’s  “courtesy,”  to  say 
the  least.  Of  course,  this  attention  to  details  is  time-consuming,  but,  I venture  to 
say,  that  there  are  few  surgeons  or  specialists  who  cannot  afford  the  time  to  be  polite, 
when  it  simi)ly  means  a few  words  dictated  to  one’s  secretary. 

Another  not  infrequent  cause  of  misunderstanding  is  the  tendency  of  the  specialist, 
when  a case  has  been  referred  to  him  by  the  attending  physician,  to  refer  that  case  to 
some  other  specialist  without  having  previously  discussed  it  with  the  attending 
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physician.  This  seems  to  be  a small  matter  and  frequently  results  only  in  a feeling 
of  being  over-looked,  which  is  so  irritating,  like  the  condescension  of  sham  greatness. 
However,  there  are  occasions  when  this  is  of  vital  moment,  as  in  the  case  where  the 
attending  physician  knows  the  temperament  of  his  patient  to  be  such  that  carelessness 
in  dress  and  manners  of  one  specialist,  equally  as  good  as  the  second,  will  be  such  that 
the  treatment  would  lose  much  of  its  value  on  that  account;  and  I have  had  personal 
experience  in  my  own  work  with  reference  to  this  very  point.  Not  long  ago,  in  send- 
ing two  patients  to  the  same  health  resort,  I sent  one  to  one  physician,  and  one  to 
another,  not  because  one  physician  was  better  or  cheaper  than  the  other,  but  because 
the  patients  had  to  be  handled  in  a different  manner. 

There  are  to-day  here,  as  in  every  other  large  city,  cliques  and  groups  of  men, 
and  through  association  in  such  groups  we  naturally  tend  to  think  that  those  in  our 
group  are,  perhaps,  a trifle  better  than  those  in  the  other  group,  and  in  referring  our 
work  we,  unconsciously  perhaps,  refer  it  within  the  group  because  we  really  believe 
that  our  own  surgeon,  or  specialist,  is  the  better  man.  If  we  really  believe  this,  we 
are  doing  right,  but  if  we  refer  our  patient  to  the  surgeon,  or  specialist,  simply  be- 
cause that  surgeon  or  specialist  is  a member  of  our  group,  or  has  in  the  past  been  kind 
to  us,  we  are  violating  our  duty  to  our  patient;  and  the  test  of  it  is,  would  we  refer  a 
member  of  our  own  family  to  that  man  or  not?  Out  of  this  close  association  with 
groups  there  has  grown  up,  not  only  admiration  and  belief  in  our  friends  within  this 
charmed  circle,  but  there  has  also  arisen  a suspicion  that  those  of  the  other  groups 
are  not  “up  to  the  mark,”  and  that  they  do  not  do  as  good  work  as  ours,  and  not 
infrequently  as  a result  of  this  when  our  patient,  who  has  developed  appendicitis,  or 
carcinoma,  asks  us,  if  Dr.  So-and-So  would  not  be  a good  surgeon  to  have  operate  on 
him,  we  say,  “You  can  afford  to  have  the  best,  so  why  not  have  Dr.  Blank?”  Dr.  Blank 
being  a member  of  our  own  group,  and  Dr.  So-and-So  being  simply  the  head  of  the 
other  group.  Let  us  be  sure  before  damning  the  other  man  by  the  great  praise  of  our 
man,  that  the  other  man  has  not  done  excellent  work,  and  is  not  as  good  a surgeon, 
although  his  reputation  is  not  as  great,  naturally,  in  our  group  as  our  own  surgeon. 

In  the  foregoing  remarks  I have  touched  upon  matters  which  might  well  be  dealt 
with  by  medical  ethics,  and  which  as  a rule  should  only  be  known  to  be  corrected, 
provided  they  are  thrashed  out  at  once  by  the  parties  at  issue,  and  not  allowed  to 
moulder  and  grow  in  the  idle  gossip  within  the  groups.  Perhaps  it  might  be  well  to 
form  an  “Honor  Committee”  or  “Honor  Court,”  where  these  matters  could  be  dis- 
discussed  frankly  by  the  parties  at  issue  and  the  members  of  the  “Court.”  This 
“Court,”  however,  shoul,d  have  no  right  to  inflict  punishment  of  any  sort  or  give 
decision,  save  that  in  grave  cases  it  should  refer  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Censors. 
Of  course,  such  a “Court  of  Honor”  should  be  composed  of  men  whose  reputations 
both  within  and  without  the  groups  should  be  such  that  they  would  be  known  to  be 
incapable  of  being  swayed  by  friendship,  interest  or  association,  and  that  this  “Court” 
should  pledge  itself  to  secrecy  in  regard  to  matters  brought  before  it,  and  should  have 
the  power  to  call  the  principals  before  it  when  gossip  has  brought  to  their  ears  some  of 
those  unfortunate  misunderstandings  which  have  made  us,  not  infrequently,  the 
laughing-stock  of  the  general  public  through  out  pettiness  and  childishness  in  mag- 
nifying the  “little  things.” 

I now  have  to  deal  with  something  which  medical  ethics  has  no  bearing  upon,  but 
which  is  simply  a question  of  honesty  or  dishonesty,  and  not  infrequently  the  viola- 
tion of  the  criminal  statute,  which  deals  with  getting  money  under  false  pretenses. 

It  is  customary  in  most  hospitals  to  have  free  beds,  part  paid  beds,  and  private 
wards  and  rooms,  and  in  most  hospitals  it  is  well  known  that  no  fee  shall  be  charged 
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by  the  phj^sician  or  surgeon  to  any  patient  who  is  a charity  patient,  even  though  he 
pays  a part  of  his  board.  There  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  in  the  past  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  have  taken  place;  First,  that  a physician  has  sent  a patient  into  a 
half-pa3'  ward  where  he  was  not  entitled  to  charge  for  his  services,  and  knew  it,  and  j^et 
has  rendered  a bill  to  the  patient  for  a larger  amount  than  the  patient’s  bill  which  the 
doctor  “to  save  the  patient  trouble,’’  had  himself  settled;  in  other  words  he  got  money 
under  false  pretenses.  Another  thing  which  has  very  rarely  occurred,  I hope,  has  been 
for  a doctor  to  tell  a patient  that  he  would  arrange  it  so  that  his  operation  and  total 
bill  for  the  operation  and  treatment  would  be  $500.00.  After  the  patient  had  agreed 
to  this  he  would  get  a surgeon  to  do  the  operation  in  the  hospital  for  $150,00,  pay  for 
the  patient’s  private  room,  perhaps  $75.00,  and  even,  perhaps,  a trained  nurse  for 
one  week  at  $25.00,  and  with  incidentals  amounting  to  $30.00  more,  and  would  have  as 
a commission  for  his  “kindness  and  visits  of  consolation’’  to  the  patient  a mere  baga- 
telle of  $220.00.  There  is  no  harm  in  this  last,  provided  the  patient  is  well  aware  of  how 
his  $500.00  are  spent,  but  it  would  ill  become  an  agent  of  anj'  business  man  to  look  after 
his  employer’s  affairs  in  this  manner. 

I sincerely  hope  that  such  perhaps  imaginary  things  as  I have  cited  above  rarely, 
if  ever,  occur,  but  as  it  is  possible  that  they  might  occur,  I think  it  would  be  well 
for  us  to  devise  some  means  of  protecting  the  innocent  and  unfortunate  patient  who 
might  fall  into  the  hands  of  such  a shark-like  creature,  as  a doctor  would  be,  who  did 
such  a thing. 

It  might  be  a good  plan  for  all  hospitals  to  adopt  a rule  requiring  physicians  and 
surgeons  treating  patients  in  the  hospital  to  render  their  bill  through  the  hospital  and 
on  the  hospital’s  bill  form,  for  services  rendered  to  the  patient  while  in  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  patient  leaves,  to  send  the  patient  or  the  responsible  member  of  his 
family  a copy  of  the  bill,  no  matter  who  settles  the  hill.  This  would  not  require  the 
hospital  to  collect  the  physician’s  bill,  as  the  items  could  be  separated,  but  it  would 
serve  to  check  such  abuses  as  I have  noted  above. 

Secret  fee  splitting  I have  not  touched  upon,  as  I think  there  will  be  no  one  who 
would  dare  defend  this  commission  evil,  which  has  been  so  ablj'  attacked  by  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  American  Medical  Association,  in  its  numbers  published  January  7 and  March 
11  of  this  year.  I hope,  and  believe,  that  this  evil  has  not  taken  root  in  our  midst, 
as  I pity  the  man  who  falls  a prey  to  it  and  comes  to  realize  that  honest  men,  though 
perhaps  polite  to  him,  have  that  contemnt  for  him  that  his  deeds  deserve.  For  the\' 
are  bound  to  be  known,  if  done  sufficiently  often  to  make  it  profitable  financialh', 
even  though  the  proof  required  to  convict  might  never  be  obtained.

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EDITORIAL. 

The  Publication  Committee  of  the  Bulletin  has  requested  me  to  say 
a few  words  in  regard  to  the  immediate  future  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgi- 
cal  Faculty  of  Maryland,  but  as  I have  not  yet  had  a chance  to  give  the 
matter  much  thought,  and  in  fact  have  not  yet  been  inducted  into  office, 
I will  have  to  content  myself  with  only  a few  words. 

It  is  evident  that  the  State  Society  is  in  a very  flourishing  condition,  as 
60  per  cent  of  the  physicians  of  the  State  are  enrolled  in  its  membership, 
and  the  county  and  city  societies  are  well  organized  and  meeting  regularly. 
It  would  seem,  however,  that  the  meetings  of  the  county  societies,  partic- 
ularly, should  be  held  more  frequently — once  a month  if  possible  instead 
of  quarterly  or  semi-annually  as  is  now  the  custom,  especially  in  the  months 
of  the  spring  and  fall.  It  would  also  seem  desirable  to  follow  the  initia- 
tive of  some  of  the  national  societies  in  having  clinical  demonstrations,  if 
po.ssible,  as  a portion  of  the  program.  Where  county  and  town  hospitals 
are  present  this  could  be  easily  carried  out,  and  would  undoubtedly  add  a 
very  attractive  and  profitable  feature  to  the  meetings.  Brief  reports  of 
these  meetings  should  always  be  sent  to  the  Bulletin,  not  only  to  preserve 
the  work  of  the  local  society,  but  also  to  stimulate  other  county  societies. 
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The  Good  Roads  Movement,  which  is  now  so  prominent  in  Marylaiul, 
is  one  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  physicians  of  the  State.  Tiiose 
sections  which  have  already  received  the  benefit  of  many  miles  of  good 
roads  have  seen  a veritable  transformation  in  the  radius  of  activity  of  its 
physicians,  who,  with  the  use  of  automobiles  of  low  cost,  and  with  a main- 
tenance cost  little  more  than  that  of  horse  and  buggy,  have  been  able  to 
cover  three  or  four  times  as  much  territory  as  previously,  and  to  do  it  in 
much  shorter  hours.  A physician  from  Southern  Maryland  yesterday  told 
me  that  after  spending  a busy  morning  in  local  consultations  he  would, 
not  infrequently,  after  lunch  travel  to  a point  fifty  miles  distant,  pay  several 
calls  and  return  home  in  good  time  for  supper.  The  advent  of  the  automo- 
bile and  good  roads  will  surely  result  not  only  in  lightening  the  burdens 
and  tedious  hours  of  the  doctor,  but  also  in  unifying  the  medical  profession 
in  sparsely  settled  districts.  A great  uplift  of  the  medical  profession  as  a 
whole  is  therefore  bound  to  occur,  for  not  only  will  the  fellowship  with  bro- 
ther practitioners  prove  inspiring,  but  also  the  increase  of  competition  which 
will  necessarily  ensue  will  put  each  one  upon  his  mettle.  It  therefore 
behooves  the  medical  profession  of  this  state  to  do  everything  in  its  power 
to  further  the  good  roads  idea,  to  see  that  they  are  properly  and  honestly 
constructed,  and  to  insist  as  much  as  possible  upon  the  construction  of 
dustless  roads,  since  it  has  been  showm  that  it  is  not  only  a great  saving  in 
maintenance,  but  also  that  diseases  caused  and  transmitted  by  dust  may 
be  thus  avoided.  The  use  of  an  asphaltic  oil  as  a binding  material  in  the 
construction  of  the  road  (not  merely  placed  on  the  surface  of  the  road  when 
it  has  been  completed)  adds  only  slightly  to  the  initial  cost,  produces  a 
road  that  will  not  wash  or  blow  away,  and  is  not  covered  with  germ-laden 
dust. 

As  guardians  of  the  pulilic  health  it  is  essential  that  jiln'sicians  should 
take  an  active  part  in  such  movements.  As  bearing  upon  the  practical 
use  of  the  automobile  a careful  study  of  the  recent  automobile  number  of 
the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  should  be  of  great  inter- 
est and  value  to  those  physicians  who  have  not  yet  adopted  the  modern 
method  of  travel. 

Another  State  movement  of  great  value  to  its  physicians  is  that  of 
State  care  of  the  insane  which  was  recently  jiasscd  by  the  ^Maryland  Legis- 
laturi?  in  the  face  of  misguided  but  strenuous  opposition.  As  president  of 
the  Lunacy  Commission,  I wish  here  to  publicly  thank  the  many  jihysi- 
cians  in  various  parts  of  the  Statf'  who  gave  great  aid  in  convincing  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  of  the  need  of  this  great  reform. 

As  a result  of  this  law,  .^600,000  is  now  being  expended  in  the  construc- 
tion of  new  buildings  at  Springfield,  Spring  Grove  and  Owings  IMills,  which 
will  greatly  increase  their  capacity  and  also  improve  their  facilities  for 
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scientific  treatment  and  research.  An  entirely  new  hospital  is  in  process 
of  construction  in  Anne  Arundel  County  near  Crownsville,  upon  the  W.  B. 
and  A.  Electric  Railroad,  for  the  negro  insane  of  Maryland.  With  the 
completion  of  the  aforesaid  buildings  the  counties  of  the  State  will  be  relieved 
of  one-half  the  present  expense  of  caring  for  the  insane,  and  there  will  be 
removed  from  the  county  almshouses  all  of  these  unfortunates.  It  should 
thus  be  possible  for  these  almshouses  to  be  considerably  improved  and 
iietter  attention  given  to  indigent  sick. 

With  the  completion  of  our  new  building  the  scope  of  the  Faculty  has 
been  very  greatly  extended.  Many  State  movements  of  sanitary,  hygienic 
and  humanitarian  character  have  had  their  origin,  organization  and  direction 
from  the  Faculty  building  and  its  officers  and  members  throughout  the 
State.  Few  realize  the  great  importance,  not  only  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion, but  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland  of  these  great  activities 
of  the  Aledical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty,  which  have  added  considerably 
to  its  yearly  expense  account.  The  Faculty  has  a considerable  debt  despite 
the  very  generous  subscriptions  of  its  members,  and  it  is  only  right  that 
State  aid  in  the  Avay  of  maintenance  should  be  given.  The  members  of 
the  Faculty  scattered  throughout  the  State,  especially  those  who  are  in 
close  touch  with  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  of  the  executive  depart- 
ments and  particularly  of  the  Board  of  State  Aids  and  Charities,  should 
make  it  their  business  to  impress  the  aforesaid  representatives  and  officers 
with  these  facts,  and  use  their  influence  in  obtaioing  a substantial  .sum  for 
yearly  maintenance  in  order  that  the  great  work  of  our  organization  can 
proceed  unhampered,  and  indeed  even  greater  movements  be  undertaken.

DINNER  TO  DR.  CHARLES  M.  ELLIS. 

In  January  last  an  informal  meeting  was  called  at  the  office  of  Dr. 
Henry  Barton  Jacobs,  of  some  of  the  friends  of  Dr.  Charles  M.  Ellis,  of 
Elkton,  IMd.,  to  take  measures  to  suitably  celebrate  the  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary of  his  graduation  in  medicine  and  at  the  same  time  give  some  expres- 
sion of  appreciation  of  his  Avork  in  medicine  and  as  a public-spirited  citizen 
of  the  State. 

It  AA^as  determined,  if  his  consent  could  be  obtained,  to  give  him  a compli- 
mentary dinner  and  to  ask  him  to  sit  for  his  portrait  to  be  presented  to  the 
Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty,  of  which  he  is  an  ex-president  and  an  hon- 
ored and  active  member. 

Dr.  Ellis  Avhen  approached  at  first  peremptorily  declined  to  permit  a sub- 
scriiDtion  being  asked  for  his  portrait  or  to  accept  the  compliment  of  a dinner 
from  his  friends.  With  a modesty  and  lack  of  self-appreciation,  which  has 
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always  been  recognizetl  by  his  intimate  friends,  he  asserted  that  there 
had  been  nothing  in  his  professional  career  which  warranted  his  being 
selected  from  among  the  physicians  of  the  State  for  such  an  honor.  Dr. 
Brush  has  told — in  his  remarks  in  presenting  the  jiortrait  of  Dr.  Ellis  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Faculty — how  the  Doctor’s  consent  to  sit  for  the  por- 
trait was  at  last  secured  through  the  generous  offer  of  his  brother,  Mr. 
Rudulph  Ellis,  of  Philadelphia,  and  subsequently  he  agreed  also  to  permit 
the  arrangement  for  the  dinner  to  be  carried  out,  stipulating,  however,  that 
it  should  not  be  either  a large  or  a public  affair. 

The  subscriptions  for  the  dinner  were,  therefore,  asked  from  a limited 
number  of  the  doctor’s  numerous  professional  friends  by  the  following  com- 
mittee, appointed  at  the  meeting  in  January:  William  H.  Wei  h,  Henry  M. 
Hurd,  William  S.  Halsted,  Henry  Barton  Jacobs,  Clotworthy  Birnie, 
William  S.  Thayer,  Thomas  B.  Futcher,  Lewellys  F.  Barker,  Hiram  Woods, 
Jr.,  Howard  Bratton,  Henry  A.  Mitchell,  Hugh  H.  Young,  Edward  N. 
Brush. 

The  evening  of  March  14  was  selected  as  the  time  for  the  dinner 
and  the  Baltimore  Club  as  the  place.  In  selecting  this  date  the  committee 
was  influenced  solely  by  the  convenience  of  some  who  were  anxious  to  be 
present,  but  by  a very  happy  coincidence  it  happened  to  be  the  date  upon 
which  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  was  conferred  upon  Dr.  Ellis  by 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1861.

There  were  no  formal  speeches  at  the  dinner  but  Dr.  Brush  who  presided, 
acting  as  toast-master,  called  for  informal  remarks  from  Dr.  William  H. 
Welch,  who  spoke  of  Dr.  Ellis  as  a friend;  from  Dr. Thayer,  who  took  for  his 
topic.  Dr.  Ellis  as  a physician;  Dr.  Halsted,  who  spoke  of  him  briefly  as  a 
patient;  Mr.  William  H.  Perkins,  who  referred  to  the  work  which  the  guest 
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of  the  evening  had  accomplished  as  a citizen;  from  Dr.  Franklin  B.  Smith, 
President  of  the  Faculty,  who  spoke  of  Dr.  Ellis  as  a member  of  the  Faculty; 
Dr.  Jacobs,  who  has  worked  with  Dr.  Ellis  in  the  State  Tuberculosis  Com- 
mission and  in  the  erection  and  organization  of  the  State  Sanitarium,  who 
referred  to  the  great  value  of  his  work  in  that  connection,  and  generally  in 
the  conservation  of  public  health.  Mr.  Julian  Story,  the  artist,  made  some 
happy  remarks  upon  his  association  vdth  Dr.  Ellis  while  painting  his  por- 
trait, and  how  in  the  intimate  talks  of  the  studio  the  many-sided  character 
of  his  subject  came  out.  Dr.  Fulton  told  of  the  aid  which  Dr.  Ellis  had 
given  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  endeavored  to  trace  in  his  ancestry 
his  early  home  training  and  his  subsequent  environment  the  origin  of  those 
traits  which  have  developed  in  the  subject  of  his  remarks,  the  career  which 
has  reflected  honor  not  only  upon  him  but  upon  his  profession  and  his  State. 
Drs.  Bratton  and  Jamar,  long  fellow-townsmen  of  the  Doctor,  spoke  of  him  as 
a neighbor  and  fellow-practitioner.  Before  the  speakers  were  introduced 
a cablegram  of  congratulation  and  greeting  to  Dr.  Ellis  from  Dr.  Osier  was 
read. 

The  portrait,  which  was  shown  for  the  first  time  at  the  dinner,  is  one  of  the 
artist’s  most  successful  efforts  and  presents  its  subject  in  a most  life-like 
and  characteristic  attitude. 

It  is  one  of  the  best,  most  artistic  and  faithful  portraits  in  the  Faculty’s 
collection.  A half-tone  reproduction  is  presented  in  this  number  of  the 
Bulletin. 

The  whole  affair,  which  could  not  have  been  other  than  most  gratifying 
to  the  gentleman  in  whose  honor  it  was  arranged,  is  suggestive  of  what 
should  more  often  be  done  rather  than  defer  for  obituary  memorials — the 
expression  of  our  affection  for  and  our  appreciation  of  the  work  of  our  fel- 
low-practitioners.

REMARKS  ON  PRESENTING  A PORTRAIT  OF  DR.  CHARLES 
M.  ELLIS  OF  ELKTON,  TO  THE  MEDICAL  AND  CHIRUR- 
GICAL  FACULTY  OF  MARYLAND.

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty,  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen:  I am  charged  with  a duty  this  evening,  than  which  none 

would  give  me  greater  pleasure  did  I not  know  so  well  my  own  inade- 
quateness to  the  task.  I regret,  as  I know  you  all  regret  with  me,  that 
illness  has  prevented  Professor  Barker  who  was  first  chosen  for  the  duty, 
from  standing  in  my  place  and  speaking  in  my  stead. 

Some  months  ago,  a few  of  the  friends  of  Dr.  Ellis  having  learned  that 
some  time  in  March  1911  occurred  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  gradu- 
a,tion  in  medicine,  it  was  determined  to  celebrate  the  event  in  some 
manner.  A few  of  us  met  and  decided  to  invite  Dr.  Ellis  to  accept  a 
complimentary  dinner  and  to  induce  him  if  possible  to  sit  for  a por- 
trait to  be  presented  to  this  Facidty.  An  interview  with  Dr.  Ellis  at 
once  revealed  to  us  that  there  was  one  serious  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the 
accomplishment  of  our  wishes,  and  that  was  Dr.  Ellis  himself  or  rather 
his  lack  of  appreciation  of  his  own  work,  his  position  in  the  community 
in  which  he  has  lived  so  many  years,  and  in  the  j)rofession  which  he 
ornaments  and  whose  interests  he  has  advanced  by  his  labors. 

Bacon,  in  one  of  his  essays,  that  on  Friendship,  says:  “How  many 
things  are  there  which  a man  cannot  with  any  face  or  comeliness  say  or  do 
himself.  A man  can  scarce  allege  his  own  merits  with  modesty,  much 
less  extol  them;  a man  cannot  sometimes  brook  to  supplicate  or  beg.” 
Dr.  Ellis  not  only  could  not  allege  his  own  merits,  he  refused  to  recog- 
nize them  and  abhorred  the  very  suggestion  that  his  friends  should  “sup- 
plicate or  beg”  a subscription  for  his  portrait. 

A very  happy  solution  of  the  difficulties  which  confronted  us  was  for- 
tunately reached,  a solution  which  has  added  inexpressibly,  as  I happen  to 
know,  to  Dr.  Ellis’s  pleasure.  Mr.  Rudulph  Ellis  of  Philadelphia,  one  of 
the  Doctor’s  brothers,  hearing  of  our  plans,  warml}'-  expressed  his  grati- 
fication and  most  generously  authorized  me  to  say  to  the  committee  hav- 
ing the  matter  in  charge,  that  if  we  could  induce  his  brother  to  sit  for  a 
portrait  he  wovdd  gladly  meet  all  the  expense  involved,  and  himself 
selected  the  artist,  Mr.  Julian  Story.  Such  an  exhibition  of  brotherly 
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regard  and  appreciation  at  once  won  Dr.  Ellis’s  consent  to  sit  for  a portrait 
and  with  some  remaining  reluctance  his  consent  to  a complimentary  dinner. 

On  the  evening  of  March  fourteenth,  which,  by  a fortunate  but  entirely 
accidental  coincidence  was  the  anniversary  day  of  the  Doctor’s  graduation  in 
medicine  fifty  years  ago,  more  than  forty  of  his  friends  assembled  to  do 
him  honor  at  a dinner  at  the  Baltimore  Club.  On  this  occasion  the  por- 
trait was  first  exhibited  and  came  into  possession  of  the  Committee 
whose  representative  I am  this  evening  in  formally  presenting  it  to  the 
Faculty.  While  speaking,  however,  as  the  representative  of  the  Com- 
mittee I wish  to  emphasize  again  our  debt  to  Mr.  Rudulph  Ellis,  with- 
out whose  generosity  and  brotherly  influence  over  our  friend  the  Doc- 
tor, I very  much  doubt  our  having  been  able  to  add  this  magnificent  por- 
trait of  one  whom  we  all  delight  to  honor,  to  our  collection. 

Bacon,  from  whom  I have  quoted,  after  enumerating  the  things  which 
a man  cannot  say  of  himself  or  ask  for  himself  says : “But  all  these  things 

are  graceful  in  a friend’s  mouth  which  are  blushing  in  a man’s  own.” 

I stand  here,  therefore,  as  the  friend  of  a man  who  cannot  speak  of  him- 
self—who  would  not  if  he  could.  I am  happy  indeed  and  proud  to  be  num- 
bered among  those  whom  the  man  we  honor  this  evening  calls  a friend,  but 
I realize  so  well  my  inability  to  fully  meet  the  requirements  of  the  occasion, 
that  1 propose  to  take  Dr.  Ellis’s  own  description  of  such  a man  as  I con- 
ceive him  to  be  and  endeavor  to  show  that  he  has  drawn  a picture,  uncon- 
scious though  he  was  of  the  fact,  of  his  own  character  and  career.  In  his 
address  as  President  of  this  Faculty  in  1898  Dr.  Ellis  took  as  his  subject 
‘‘The  Country  Doctor.”  Of  certain  country  doctors  he  said: — -“Many 
by  reason  of  natural  endowments  and'  acquired  fitness,  elevate  their  lives 
to  a professional  plane  on  which  it  is  possible  for  an  intellectual  life  to 
develop;  and  on  which  it  does  develop,  not  only  to  individual  sufficiency^ 
but  to  a public  usefulness,  and  a public  influence,  that  on  the  one  hand, 
meets  and  supplies  public  emergencies,  and,  on  the  other,  largely  directs 
and  controls,  public  thought  and  movement.  Every  community  fortunate 
enough  to  possess  such  a man — and  composing  as  they  do  a large  propor- 
tion of  the  country  and  village  doctors,  few  communities  are  without 
such — possesses  a man  the  conservator  of  all  its  material  and  ethical  inter- 
ests; a trustworthy  adviser  in  difficulties,  forceful  and  helpful  in  danger  and 
distress.  If  not  an  ideal  doctor,  his  deficiencies  are  known  to  himself  and 
not  to  the  community,  which,  in  greatest  measure,  regards  him  as  all-suffi- 
cient for  its  needs. 

“From  the  men  of  this  class  springs  occasionally  a man  who  is  almost 
ideal  in  his  personality  and  natural  endowments,  which  being  supplemented 
by  acquired  knowledge  and  judicious  training,  develops  into  the  well- 
rounded  physician,  the  perfect  family  doctor.  There  is  no  unequal  train- 
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iug  of  his  faculties,  no  attempt  at  specialism,  but  his  all-embracing  mind, 
and  his  natural  dexteritj',  enables  him  to  touch,  utilize  and  adorn,  every 
department  of  practical  medicine.  He  is  ready  and  resourceful  in  the 
presence  of  emergencies;  his  obstetrical  successes  have  heretofore  been  the 
envy  of  his  teachers,  and  no  operative  procedure  deters  him.  But  it  is 
in  internal  medicine  when  such  a man  is  most  at  home.  Possibly  poorly 
equipped  for  personal  use  of  instruments  of  precision,  and  with  little  time  to 
avail  himself  of  their  aid,  he  has  trained  his  powers  of  observation  to  an 
acuity  which  gives  great  facility  for  judgment  upon  the  clinical  history  and 
symptoms  of  disease;  and  Ids  ready  and  just  appreciation  of  the  balance  of 
vital  forces  is  intuitive,  making  his  prognosis  unerring.” 

Let  us  see  how  well  Dr.  Ellis  has  portrayed  himself. 

Dr.  Ellis  was  born  in  Maryland  in  1838  tracing  his  ancestry  through 
seven  different  lines  of  Colonial  Americans.  One  of  his  great-great  grand- 
fathers was  Philip  Syng  one  of  the  founders  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  man  who  made  the  instruments  used  by  Benjamin  Franklin 
in  his  electrical  and  other  experiments.  He  was  educated  at  the  Elkton 
and  New  London,  Pennsylvania,  Academies,  and  early  showing  that  facil- 
ity in  English  and  taste  for  literature  which  have  marked  his  subsequent 
career,  he  became  an  instructor  in  English  at  New  London  before  he  was 
sixteen  years  of  age. 

Returning  to  Elkton  he  was  employed  for  a time  in  his  father’s  office 
where  he  read  the  Civil  Law,  and  in  1858  read  law  in  the  office  of  Alexander 
Evans.  In  the  fall  of  1858  he  matriculated  at  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania as  a medicalstudent,  taking  a three  years’ graded  course  and  the  sup- 
plementary Spring  courses,  graduating,  as  I have  sa'd,  March  14th,  1861, 
his  thesis  being  upon  Diphtheria.  After  receiving  his  degree  in  medicine, 
he  took  a course  of  instruction  in  nursing  under  Dr.  Elwood  Wilson. 

Already  we  see  in  the  young  physician  an  appreciation  of  the  work  before 
him  and  of  the  necessity  for  the  best  obtainable  preparation  therefor,  too 
rarely  exhibited. 

It  would  be  an  interesting  subject  of  speculation  as  to  the  influence  of 
that  course  in  nursing  in  the  make-up  of  the  “well-rounded  physician,  the 
perfect  family  doctor.” 

Returning  to  Elkton  he  only  waited  until  the  death  of  his  mother  to 
enter  the  Army,  and  on  the  fifth  of  September  1861  he  was  mustered  in  as 
Assistant  Surgeon  of  the  Sixth  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  Rush’s  Lancers. 
In  April  1862  he  was  detailed  and  put  in  sole  charge  of  the  cavalry  division 
hospital  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  When  Stonewall  Jackson  drove  in 
McClellan’s  right,  where  the  hospital  was  located,  the  morning  after  the 
battle  of  Mechaaicsville,  this  hospital  was  captured.  Dr.  Ellis,  at  General

McClellan’s  personal  request,  remaining  behind  with  one  hundred  and 
fifty  sick  and  wounded. 

This  hospital  became  the  field  hospital  for  the  Confederate  army  during 
the  battle  of  Gaines  Mills  and  here  Dr.  Ellis  operated  on  and  dressed  hun- 
dreds of  Confederate  wounded.  Learning  of  the  fact  that  the  wounded 
and  sick  in  the  Federal  hospitals  left  behind  after  this  fight  were  suffering 
extremely  from  lack  of  food  and  other  necessities,  Dr.  Ellis  made  his  way 
into  Richmond  at  great  risk,  going  in  disguise  through  the  Confederate 
lines  and  obtained  an  interview  with  General  Reynolds  then  held  as  a pris- 
oner at  the  Spottswood  hotel — and  through  this  officer  obtained  from  the 
Confederate  General  Winder,  a classmate  at  West  Point  of  General  Rey- 
nolds, the  necessary  food,  medicines  and  appliances  with  which  he  and  his 
companion.  Dr.  Henry  B.  Shell  of  the  Fifth  U.  S.  Artillery  started  back  to 
camp  at  day-break  the  next  morning. 

In  a short  time  Dr.  Ellis  was  removed  to  Richmond  and  quartered  in 
Libby  prison.  Applying  to  General  Winder  for  service  in  aid  of  the  Fed- 
eral prisoners  he  was  given  a Confederate  orderly,  and  under  his  protec- 
tion the  freedom  of  the  City,  and  such  service  as  he  was  able  to  render  his 
fellow-prisoners  in  Richmond  was  all  that  they  received  during  the  period 
of  his  imprisonment.  After  a few  months  detention  he  was  exchanged 
and  left  on  the  last  exchange  trip  of  the  boat  used  for  conveying  exchanged 
prisoners  prior  to  the  breaking  off  of  negotiations  for  exchanges.  In  this 
way  he  escaped  at  least  eighteen  months’  further  detention.  When  he 
left  Richmond  Dr.  Ellis  had  returned  to  him  all  his  personal  effects  includ- 
ing his  field  library  and  surgical  instruments. 

Dr.  Ellis’s  solicitude  for  the  sick  and  wounded  left  behind  by  the  fortunes 
of  war,  the  risks  he  ran  in  obtaining  relief  for  their  pressing  necessities, 
and  his  voluntary  service  to  his  fellow-prisoners  are  but  illustrations,  and 
characteristic  illustrations,  of  the  spirit  which  has  guided  his  whole  subse- 
quent professional  career.  His  conduct  so  impressed  his  captors  that 
they  treated  him  with  unusual  consideration  upon  his  exchange  in  return- 
ing not  only  his  personal  effects,  but  books  and  instruments  which  might 
have  been  justly  retained  as  the  spoils  of  war,  and  which  were  at  the  time 
difficult  to  obtain  within  the  Confederate  lines. 

In  the  spring  of  1863  having  participated  in  the  canq^aigns  of  the  pre- 
vious fall  and  winter.  Dr.  Ellis,  being  then  but  recently  married,  resigned 
from  the  Army  and  returning  to  Elkton  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his 
profession,  becoming  associated  with  his  preceptor.  Dr.  Henry  H.  Mitchell. 
Having  had  a large  experience  in  surgery  in  the  Army  with  the  self  reliance 
engendered  by  the  necessities  of  assuming  responsibility  incident  to  field 
service  he  soon  came  to  monopolize  the  surgery  of  his  neighborhood,  and 
shortly  became  the  surgeon  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  which  position 
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he  still  retains.  It  has  not  been  as  a surgeon,  however,  that  Dr.  Ellis  has 
made,  from  my  point  of  view,  his  most  distinctive  mark,  if  there  can  be 
said  to  be  any  distinctive  mark  in  the  record  of  a man  whose  life  has  been 
so  full  and  so  rounded  out  in  the  best  kind  of  work,  the  kind  which  tells 
in  his  profession  and  in  his  community.  He  entered  upon  the  practice  of 
medicine  at  the  very  dawn  of  the  modern  scientific  era.  With  an  open  mind 
he  set  his  face  toward  the  dawning  day,  yet  bravely  doing  his  best  in  every 
line  of  duty,  general  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology  with  imper- 
fect tools,  and  with  ideas  inherited  from  tradition  and  empiricism,  taking 
advantage  at  once  of  every  new  ray  of  light.  To  us  at  this  day,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  younger  members  of  the  profession  it  appears  strange,  almost 
unreal  to  speak  of  a man,  still  active  in  all  that  tends  to  advance  the  scien- 
tific standards  and  exalt  the  position  of  the  medical  profession,  as  the  first 
in  his  community  to  use  instruments  of  precision  in  physical  diagnosis, 
the  first  to  own  and  use  a clinical  thermometer  or  microscope  or  laryngo- 
scope, and  for  years  the  only  one  who  owned  a hypodermic  syringe.  When 
we  consider  the  obstacles  to  be  overcome  as  compared  with  the  facilities 
now  at  our  command  to  aid  in  overcoming  them,  we  are  forced  to  ex- 
claim— truly  there  were  giants  in  those  days,  giants  of  intellectual,  of 
physical,  of  moral  force;  and  to  such  an  one  we  do  honor  this  evening. 

Early  in  his  career  Dr.  Ellis  began  to  study  the  fevers  of  his  neighbor- 
hood, and  of  the  surrounding  districts  into  which  he  was  called  in  consul- 
tation, and  was  one  of  the  first  to  recognize  the  undue  importance  ascribed 
to  malaria  in  the  mortality  returns.  He  began  early  to  point  out  that  the 
great  number  of  supposed  fatal  malarial  diseases  were  really  typhoid  and 
constantly  challenged  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  and  in  Delaware 
the  existence  of  bilious  remittent  fever. 

There  are  no  doubt  many  in  this  audience  who  recall  the  prominent 
part  taken  by  Dr.  Ellis  in  the  discussion  of  typhoid  in  country  districts 
at  the  Faculty  meeting  in  1895. 

And  so  we  see  him  constantly  alert  to  discover  the  cause,  and  suggest 
means  of  prevention  of  disease.  With  the  open  mind  of  a seeker  after 
truth  he  kept  in  touch  with  all  that  was  new  in  text  books  and  journals 
and  once  a new  method  of  treatment  having  been  proved  of  value  was  one  of 
the  first  to  give  it  practical  trial.  Thus  we  find  from  the  records  that  he 
was  one  of  the  earliest  physicians  in  the  State  to  use  regularly  and  persis- 
tently anti  toxin  in  the  treatment  of  diphtheria. 

For  years  Dr.  Ellis  has  gone  in  and  out  among  the  people  of  Elkton  and 
of  a much  wider  territory  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  the  respected,  beloved, 
trusted  physician.  He  has  treated  their  diseases,  healed  their  injuries, 
brought  their  children  into  the  world,  eased  the  pains  of  the  dying  and 
closed  their  eyes  in  death — more  than  that  he  has  been  their  counsellor. 
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guide  and  friend.  He  has,  to  paraphrase  his  own  words  in  the  address 
from  which  I have  quoted,  elevated  his  life  by  reason  of  natural  endowments 
and  acquired  fitness,  to  a professional  plane  upon  which  an  intellectual 
life  has  developed  not  only  to  his  own  use  but  to  public  usefulness  and  pub- 
lic influence — a life  which  has  in  his  community  largely  directed  public 
thought  and  controlled  public  movement — a trustworthy  adviser  in  diffi- 
culties forceful  and  helpful  in  danger  and  distress. 

I well  recall,  after  Dr.  Ellis  had  largely  retired  from  active  professional 
practice,  how,  when  he  was  for  a time  ill  at  the  hospital  here  in  Baltimore, 
the  people  of  his  town  and  community  were  clamorimg  for  news,  filled 
with  anxiety  lest  one  who  had  been  their  support  and  stay  not  alone  in 
sickness  but  in  all  the  affairs  of  life  by  his  wise  counsel  and  kindly  assist- 
ance would  be  no  longer  able  to  help  them.  More  than  one  person  said 
to  me  what  will  Elkton  do  if  Dr.  Ellis  does  not  recover. 

We  and  they  are  thankful  that  his  life  was  then  spared  and  pray  that  his 
present  illness  may  have  a like  happy  termination. 

Dr.  Ellis  is  living  in  the  Indian  summer  days  of  life.  One  recalls  that 
delightful  season  when  the  clouds  are  painted  in  purple  and  gold  and  the 
western  sky  as  sunset  draws  nigh  seems  like  the  entrance  to  a city  of  gold. 
And  then  the  smoky  hazy  days  with  their  balmy  atmosphere  which  lulls 
one  to  rest  and  quiet  contemplation.  Such  may  all  his  days  be — and  as 
he  looks  backward  over  the  days  and  the  years  that  are  gone,  the  haze 
that  covers  the  landscape  and  tones  down  its  rough  features  and  adds  an 
elusive  and  curious  beauty  to  the  distant  hills  and  valleys  will  in  a like  man- 
ner dim  the  disappointments  and  worries  of  the  past  and  only  soften  and 
make  more  beautiful  and  satisfactory  the  picture  of  his  life-work — and  as 
the  golden  glow  of  the  sunset  approaches  it  will  be  heralded  as  he  is  tonight 
by  the  acclamation  “well  done.” 

And  now,  Mr.  President,  I must  no  longer  permit  the  attraction  which 
the  subject  possesses  for  me  to  prolong  these  remarks.  It  is  my  happy 
privilege  to  present  this  portrait  to  the  Faculty,  a portrait  of  a respected 
and  beloved  member,  of  one  of  its  honored  ex-Presidents. 

It  seems  to  me  particularly  fitting  that  it  should  hang  where  it  is  placed. 
Behind  me  is  the  portrait  of  a man  whom  we  all  delighted  to  honor,  the 
man  who  preceded  Dr.  Ellis  in  the  presidential  chair,  a type  of  the  best 
in  a hospital  physician,  a consultant,  a clinical  teacher,  an  author.  Dr. 
Osier.  Opposite  to  him  has  been  placed  this  strikingly  life  like  portrait 
of  one  who  represents  the  best  type  of  the  self  reliant  energetic  progres- 
sive physician  to  whom  we  apply  his  own  words  in  describing  the  type  of 
country  doctor  which  he  represents: — “The  well-rounded  physician.” 


PRESENTATION  OF  THE  PORTRAIT  OF  DR.  FRANCIS  DON- 
ALDSON TO  THE  MEDICAL  AND  CHIRURGICAL  FACULTY, 

APRIL  25TH,  1911. 

Remarks  by  William  H.  Welch,  M.D. 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  Faculty,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I esteem 
it  a great  privilege  to  serve  as  the  intermediary  in  behalf  of  representatives 
of  the  family  of  the  late  Dr.  Francis  Donaldson,  particularly  of  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Waters,  in  the  presentation  to  the  Faculty  of  the  portrait  of  one  whose 
memory  we  cherish  and  love  and  who  for  over  forty  years  was  a leader 
in  our  profession  in  this  city. 

Dr.  Donaldson  belonged  to  the  generation  beginning  their  profess’ onal 
vork  in  the  thirties  and  early  forties  of  the  last  century,  when  a new  era 
was  introduced  into  American  medicine,  which  was  nowhere  more  strik- 
ingly marked  in  the  advancement  made  and  in  the  contrasts  between  the 
earlier  and  the  later  periods  than  here  in  Baltimore.  Up  to  thefourth  decade 
of  the  nineteenth  century  the  dominant  influences  had  come  from  Edin- 
burgh and  to  a less  extent  from  London,  and  the  medical  systems  of  Cullen 
and  of  Rush  swayed  the  minds  of  physicians.  This  older  school  was  well 
represented  in  Baltimore  by  such  men  as  Dr.  Davidge  and  Dr.  Nathaniel 
Potter. 

The  new  medicine  arose  in  France  with  the  introduction  of  the  methods 
of  physical  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  lungs  by  Corvisart  and 
by  Laennec  and  with  the  systematic  anatomical  study  of  disease  at  the  post- 
mortem table  by  Bichat,  Bayle,  Laennec,  Cruveilhier.  A remarkable 
group  of  enthusiastic  and  able  young  American  physicians,  pupils  mostlj' 
of  Louis,  Andral,  and  Chomel,  brought  the  new  ideas  to  this  country  and 
thereby  infused  a fresh  spirit  most  invigorating  in  its  influence.  The  pioneer 
and  apostle  of  the  new  movement  for  Baltimore  was  William  Power,  who 
returned  to  this  city  in  1840  after  five  years  of  foreign  study,  mainly  with 
Louis. 

Dr.  Donaldson  came  under  these  influences  in  his  student  days.  Born 
in  1823  he  began  his  study  of  medicine  in  1842  as  an  office  student  of  Dr. 
Samuel  Chew,  the  elder,  and  was  graduated  doctor  of  medicine  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland  in  1846.  The  University,  after  years  of  dissension 
among  the  regents,  the  trustees  and  the  faculty,  had  shortly  before  entered 
upon  a period  of  peace  and  prosperity,  when  the  conditions  for  medical 
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study  here  were  not  surpassed  elsewhere  in  this  country.  Nathaniel 
Potter  died  in  1843,  and  another  link  wdth  the  past,  Richard  Wilmot  Hall, 
the  professor  of  obstetrics,  lingered  until  1847.  Nathan  R.  Smith,  the 
greatest  figure  of  his  day  in  medicine  in  this  State,  had  assumed  unques- 
tioned leadership  and,  like  his  father,  was  an  original  and  independent 
thinker  and  surgeon.  Aikin,  so  long  and  usefully  identified  with  the  Uni- 
versity, had  succeeded  in  1837  the  eminent  Ducatel  in  the  chair  of  chemis- 
try, and  Samuel  Chew,  like  his  son,  a highly  cultivated  gentleman  and 
accomplished  physician,  was  at  this  time  professor  of  materia  medica.  In 
1842  there  came  from  the  North  to  fill  the  chair  of  anatomy,  Joseph  Roby,  a 
remarkable  man  and  one  of  the  best  teachers  of  thi.s'  subject  in  this  country. 
Great  stimulus  and  inspiration  must  have  come  from  the  teaching  of  [Elisha 
Bartlett,  whose  life  and  work  have  been  so  charmingly  depicted  by  Dr. 
Osier,  when  he  gave  the  only  course  of  lectures  which  he  delivered  at  the 
University  during  his  two  years  incumbency  of  the  professorship  of  prac- 
tice. He  had  already  published  his  memorable  work  on  typhus  and  typhoid 
fevers.  William  Power  began  the  teaching  of  physical  diagnosis  in  1840 
and  gave  the  lectures  upon  practice  in  1845-A6,  succeeding  in  the  latter 
year  to  the  chair,  which  he  held  with  brilliant  success  until  his  lamented 
death  in  1852  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  George  W.  Miltenberger, 
who  graduated  in  1840,  was  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  and  fellow-pupils 
with  Donaldson  were  Charles  Frick,  Christopher  Johnston,  and  William 
C.  VanBibber  Certainly  this  group  of  physicians — -Miltenberger, 
Johnston,  Frick,  Donaldson,  and  VanBibber — ^all  graduating  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland  between  1810  and  1846,  all  closely  associated  in  inti- 
mate friendship,  and  all  attaining  leading  positions  in  the  profession  was  a 
remarkable  one. 

We  are  accustomed  to  picture  in  colors  much  too  dark  the  teaching  and 
the  conditions  of  medical  training  at  this  period.  Dr.  Donaldson  in  his 
admirable  biographical  sketch  of  Dr.  Charles  Frick,  as  well  as  Dr.  Van 
Bibber,  in  his  touching  tribute  to  Dr.  Donaldson  at  the  memorial  meeting 
of  the  Faculty,  have  sketched  for  us  something  of  the  life  of  the  medical 
student  in  those  days.  Valuable  practical  training  was  open  to  these  and 
other  students  by  residence  as  interne  at  the  Baltimore  Almshouse,  Drs. 
Power  and  T.  H.  Buckler  being  among  the  visiting  physicians  when  Don- 
aldson was  a resident  student.  The  zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  these  young 
men  were  not  less  ardent  than  of  the  best  students  of  today,  and  they  read 
and  worked  hard  under  the  guidance  of  excellent  teachers. 

Dr.  Donaldson  spent  the  two  years  following  his  graduation  in  foreign 
study,  chiefly  in  hospitals  of  Paris,  where  he  enjoyed  the  teaching  and  in- 
fluence of  Louis,  Andral,  Chomel,  and  Trousseau.  I have  heard  him  speak 
of  the  inspiration  derived  from  those  great  teachers  and  clinicians.  When 
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he  returned  to  Baltimore  in  1848,  he  brought  with  him  excellent  training 
in  physical  diagnosis,  interest  in  pathological  anatomy  and  physiology,  and 
the  ideas  of  the  new  era  in  medicine  represented  by  the  group  of  young 
American  physicians  trained  in  Paris  at  this  period.  For  two  years,  until 
1850,  he  served  as  resident  physician  in  the  Marine  Hospital,  Baltimore, 
and  from  1852  to  1855  was  attending  physician  at  the  Almshouse. 

The  direction  of  Dr.  Donaldson’s  main  professional  interests  was  already 
indicated  by  his  early  papers.  Thus,  in  1851  he  published  in  the  American 
Journal  of  the  Medical  Sciences  an  article  on  “Claude  Bernard’s  Recent 
Discoveries  in  Physiology”  and  in  1853,  “The  Practical  Application  of  the 
Microscope  to  the  Diagnosis  of  Cancer,”  and  “On  Recent  Improvements 
in  Auscultation  in  Diseases  of  the  Lungs.”  His  reputation  as  an  expert 
in  physical  diagnosis  was  soon  established  and  was  retained  throughout 
his  life.  Upon  this  last  subject  he  made  a number  of  reports  and  contri- 
butions to  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  and  elsewhere,  and  it  is 
especially  for  his  knowledge  and  skill  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  chest  that  he  is  best  remembered  by  his  professional 
colleagues.  With  this  he  early  associated  the  diseases  of  the  throat.  He 
was  one  of  the  earliest,  if  not  the  first,  to  practice  laryngoscopy  in  this  city 
and  was  a member  of  the  American  Laryngological  Association,  founded 
in  1878. 

Dr.  Donaldson  from  the  beginning  of  his  professional  life  was  actively 
identified  with  the  interests  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty,  and 
served  efficiently  as  secretary  from  1851  to  1855.  It  deserves  to  be  remem- 
bered that  as  early  as  1855  he  offered  a resolution  to  the  Faculty  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  memorialize  the  next  legislature  for  the  enact- 
ment of  a law  for  the  uniform  registration  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages 
throughout  the  State.  The  resolution  was  adopted,  the  committee  ap- 
pointed, a bill  framed  wdiich  passed  the  low^er  house  by  nearly  unanimous 
vote,  but  it  did  not  advance  further,  although  the  agitation  for  it  continued 
for  some  time.  It  was  only  a few’  years  ago  that  w'^e  obtained  under  con- 
siderable difficulty  the  enactment  of  a vital  statistics  law’  for  the  State,  and 
even  this  falls  short  of  an  entirelj’  satisfactory  measure. 

In  1853  Donaldson  joined  with  Charles  Frick,  Thomas  H.  Buckler,  Chris- 
topher Johnston,  William  C.  VanBibber,  David  Stew’art  and  a few  others 
in  founding  the  first  Baltimore  Pathological  Society  which  continued  in 
active  operation  until  185S.  This  society,  supported  by  the  rising  talent 
in  the  profession,  represented  a higher  standard  of  scientific  activity  than 
any  previous  medical  organization  in  the  city,  and  Dr.  Donaldson  was  an 
active  contributor  to  its  proceedings,  which  w’ere  recorded  by  the  secre- 
tary, Dr.  VanBibber,  jn  the  Virginia  Medical  Journal.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  as  early  as  1847  Dr.  Miltenberger  lectured  on  pathological 
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anatomy  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  and,  it  would  appear,  stimulated 
much  interest  in  the  subject  among  his  pupils. 

With  the  exception  of  his  connection  in  1852  with  the  Maryland  Medical 
Institute,  a preparatory  medical  school  started  in  1847,  Dr.  Donaldson’s 
career  as  a teacher  began  in  1863  with  his  appointment  to  the  chair  of 
materia  medica  in  the  Maryland  College  of  Pharmacy,  a position  which  he 
resigned  upon  his  election  in  1866  to  the  professorship  of  physiology,  hy- 
giene, and  general  pathology  and  the  clinical  professorship  of  diseases  of 
the  throat  and  chest  in  the  University  of  Maryland,  only  the  clinical  chair 
being  retained  after  1880  until  his  retirement  as  emeritus  professor  in  1888. 
His  introductory  lecture  upon  assuming  the  duties  of  the  chair  of  physiology 
has  the  significant  title,  “Physiology  the  True  Basis  of  Rational  Medicine,” 
and  scarcely  less  so  is  that  of  the  address  which  he  gave  at  the  follow- 
ing commencement — “Medicine  an  Aggregate  of  Progressive  Sciences.” 
Pathology  he  taught  by  weekly  lectures  in  which  he  exhibited  morbid 
specimens  obtained  from  Bay  View  and  other  hospitals.  I have  been 
told  that  as  a teacher  he  was  concerned  in  affording  the  students  oppor- 
tunities for  practical  observation,  and  that  his  pupils  felt  that  he  had  a 
personal  interest  in  their  welfare. 

Many  instances  are  told  of  Dr.  Donaldson’s  tact  and  kindly  efforts  in 
aiding  young  physicians  in  whom  he  was  interested  to  establish  themselves 
in  practice.  There  is  no  more  engaging  trait  of  the  successful  physician 
than  his  willingness  by  word  and  deed  to  further  the  success  of  young  phy- 
sicians entering  upon  the  work  of  their  profession. 

In  1882  Dr.  Donaldson,  as  president  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical 
Faculty,  delivered  an  address  of  unusual  interest.  In  the  light  of  later 
developments,  we  recognize  his  wisdom  in  emphasizing  the  organization 
of  county  medical  societies  and  the  more  liberal  support  of  the  library  in 
order  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  physicians  and  to  promote  the  growth  of 
the  society.  The  main  part  of  the  address  was  devoted  to  the  presentation 
of  the  recent  discoveries  of  Pasteur  and  Koch.  The  discovery  of  the  tuber- 
cle bacillus  had  just  been  announced,  and,  in  view  of  the  skepticism  with 
which  this  announcement  was  received  by  many,  especially  in  this  coun- 
try, it  was  certainly  a man  of  wide  vision  who  spoke  these  words,  which 
come  near  the  close  of  the  address:  “Even  just  now  we  learn  by  the 

telegraph  that  Tyndall  has  communicated  to  the  London  Times  the  results 
of  Koch’s  investigations  and  discoveries  where  we  least  expected  it.  It  is 
claimed  by  Koch,  a very  careful  and  by  no  means  a hasty  man  in  his  con- 
clusions, that  he  has  discovered  the  parasite  or  bacillus  which  causes  tuber- 
culosis”— and  again  after  describing  some  of  the  details  of  Koch’s  discov- 
ery, he  says:  “No  one  can  estimate  the  value  of  these  researches;  how  far- 
reaching  they  may  be,  can  be  inferred  when  we  remember  that  one-seventh 
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of  the  deaths  of  the  human  race  are  due  to  tubercular  diseases,  while  fully 
one-third  of  those  who  die  in  active  middle  age  are  carried  off  by  the  same 

cause Every  heart  in  this  assembly  will  respond  to  the 

praj'^er  that  Koch’s  results  may  be  fullj'’  verified.  It  would  indeed  be  the 
glory  of  the  century.”  It  is  evident  that  Dr.  Donaldson  thus  early  foresaw 
from  Koch’s  discovery  possibilities  of  benefit  to  mankind,  which,  consider- 
able as  they  already  are,  are  even  yet  but  inperfectlj^  realized. 

Puhnonar}'-  tuberculosis  is  a subject  in  which  Dr.  Donaldson  was  greatly 
interested  and  regarding  which  he  advocated  views  in  some  respects  in 
advance  of  those  prevading  at  the  time  he  wrote.  In  his  discourse  entitled, 
“The  Influence  of  City  Life  and  Occupations  in  developing  Pulmonary 
Consumption,”  delivered  before  the  American  Public  Health  Association 
in  1875,  as  well  as  in  later  papers  and  addresses,  he  advances  views  not  so 
familiar  then  as  now  regarding  the  relation  to  tuberculosis  of  occupations, 
crowding,  foul  air,  conditions  of  living,  particularly  in  households,  and  the 
value  of  fresh  air  in  prevention  and  treatment.  He  was  an  early  teacher 
of  the  gospel  of  fresh  air  and  he  prepared  a popular  leaflet  upon  this  sub- 
ject which  he  used  to  distribute  among  his  patients. 

Without  attempting  an  exhaustive  search  I have  counted  over  thirty 
titles  of  medical  papers  and  addresses  contributed  by  Dr.  Donaldson,  the 
majorit}'’  relating  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  lungs,  and  throat.  The  largest 
and  most  important  of  these  contributions  is  his  admirable  and  exhaustive 
article  on  diseases  of  the  pleura  occupying  one  hundred  and  fifteen  pages 
in  Pepper’s  System  of  Practical  Medicine  by  American  Authors,  published 
in  1885.  This  imblication  widely  extended  Dr.  Donaldson’s  reputation. 

Dr.  Donaldson  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Association  of 
American  Physicians  founded  in  1886,  and  of  the  American  Climatological 
Association,  founded  in  1883,  of  which  he  was  president,  as  well  as  of  various 
other  national  societies. 

Dr.  Donaldson  belonged  to  a type  of  physician  rejiresented  in  this  city, 
as  w'ell  as  in  Philadelphia  and  Boston,  more  frequently  than  in  most  other 
cities  of  this  country — the  cultivated,  courteous  gentleman  of  good  family 
and  social  position,  influential  both  in  the  profession  and  in  the  community, 
hospitable  and  a real  power  for  good  in  the  life  of  the  city.  With  his  sympa- 
thetic personality  combined  with  energy  and  enthusiasm,  and  the  charm 
of  winning  and  lovable  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  he  inspired  in  his 
patients  that  confidence  which  has  real  therapeutic  value  in  the  practice 
of  the  physician,  when  combined  with  knowledge  and  skill. 

I recall  with  pleasant  and  grateful  memory  a circle  of  leading  physicians 
who  were  contemporaries  and  close  friends  of  Dr.  Donaldson  and  all  active 
when  I came  to  Baltimore  in  1885,  but  who  have  since  passed  over  to  the 
majority.  Among  the  names  which  come  to  my  mind  are  those  of  Mil- 
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tenberger,  Christopher  Johnston,  Van  Bibber,  Howard,  O’Donovan, 
H.  P.  C.  Wilson,  Miles,  Chisholm,  P.  C.  Williams,  James  Carey  Thomas, 
Alan  Smith,  Ferdinand  Chatard.  Of  this  group  we  rejoice  to  have  still 
with  us  Dr.  Samuel  C.  Chew,  fourteen  years  younger  than  Dr.  Donaldson, 
one  of  the  most  honored,  beloved  and  eminent  physicians  of  his  generation 
in  this  city,  and  whom  we  still  regard  as  our  leader  in  the  profession. 

We  do  well  to  cherish  the  memory  of  such  ornaments  of  our  profession 
as  was  Francis  Donaldson,  who  for  nearly  half  a century  exemplified  the 
best  ideals  of  the  physician  and  the  citizen.  Now,  twenty  years  after  his 
death,  his  portrait  has  been  painted  from  a photograph  by  Mrs.  Stone,  an 
accomplished  artist,  who  had  not  the  advantage  of  knowing  Dr.  Donaldson 
personally.  To  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Waters,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Don- 
aldson, the  Faculty  owes  this  valued  possession,  and  I beg  to  express  to 
her  the  grateful  appreciation  of  the  members.  In  her  behalf,  I now  have 
the  privilege  and  honor,  Mr.  President,  of  presenting  this  portrait  to  the 
Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty.

Building,  at  9 :30  a.  m.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Dr.  F.  B. 
Smith.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  considered  read.  Those  present 
were:  Drs.

Woods,  W.  S.  Gardner,  G.  L.  Taneyhill,  J.  W.  Williams,  F.  B.  Smith  and  J.  Ruhrah. 

The  following  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  taken  up: 

Amendment  to  the  Constitution,  Article  9,  Officers.  Add  Section  4.  “Section  4. 
The  terms  of  all  officers  shall  begin  on  January  1st  following  their  election,  and  shall 
run  concurrently  with  the  calendar  year.”  It  was  moved  by  Dr. Linthicum,  sec- 
onded by  Dr.  Williams,  to  adopt  this,  and  it  was  unanimously  carried. 

Amendment  to  the  By-Laws,  Chapter  VIII,  Section  1.  Amend  by  dropping  the 
words  “a  Committee  on  Public  Policy  and  Legislation.”  It  was  moved  by  Dr. 
Earle,  seconded  by  Dr.  Follis  to  adopt  this  and  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.  Earle  offered  the  following  Amendment:  Chapter  V,  Section  2,  of  the  By- 

Laws,  Election  of  Officers  to  read  as  follows:  That  the  nomination  of  all  officers 
of  this  Faculty  and  the  Delegates  to  the  American  Medical  Association  shall  be  made 
by  the  House  of  Delegates  and  in  the  open  meeting  of  the  Faculty.  Their  election 
shall  take  place  in  the  open  meeting  of  the  Faculty. 

A report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Section  of  Ophthalmology  and  Otology  of  the  Bal- 
timore City  Medical  Society  concerning  an  Optometry  Bill  was  read,  and  on  the 
motion  of  Dr.  Woods,  seconded  by  Dr.  Steele  it  was  decided  that  the  President 
appoint  a committee  including  at  least  one  member  from  each  county  to  take  this 
matter  up  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  State  Legislature. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Steele,  seconded  by  Dr.  Woods,  the  President  was  asked  to 
appoint  a committee  to  ask  the  Board  of  Estimates  to  appropriate  sufficient  money 
to  enable  the  Health  Department  to  properly  inspect  the  milk  supply  in  Baltimore 
City. 

It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Committee  on  Eugenices  to  report  at  the  Semi-Annual 
Meeting  giving  any  recommendations  for  further  action. 

A report  from  Dr.  Wisner  R.  Townsend,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  concerning  each  member  of  the  County  Societies 
being  a member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  was  read,  and  it  was  decided 
to  lay  this  on  the  table. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Dr.  Linthicum,  seconded  by  Dr.  Gardner 
and  unanimously  adopted:  Believing  that  Maryland,  which  has  always  been  a 
pioneer  in  Health  Legislation,  is  neglecting  the  welfare  of  her  citizens  in  not  mak- 
ing proper  provision  for  her  inebriates,  and  that  the  care  of  them  which  now 
prevails  in  committing  them  to  hospitals  for  the  insane  and  to  the  two  so-called 
institutions  for  the  treatment  of  inebriety,  is  a reflection  upon  the  intelligence  of 
the  medical  profession,  and  a disregard  of  the  public  welfare.  Be  it  therefore 
resolved  that  the  President  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  be  authorized  to 
appoint  a committee  of  five  to  investigate  and  report  such  suggestions  as  are  war- 
rantable, to  the  Semi-Annual  Meeting  of  the  Faculty  for  consideration,  looking 
toward  such  legislative  measures  being  recommended  to  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Woods,  seconded  by  Dr.  O’Donovan  the  Chair  appointed  the 
following  committee  to  report  on  the  question  of  the  dues  of  the  County-  Members, 
and  the  expenses  in  connection  with  the  Mal-practice  suits:  Drs.

The  following  letter  from  Dr.  Charles  M.  Ellis  to  Dr.  J.  A.  (Aiatard  was  read: 
Dear  Dr.  Chatard: 

It  is  the  regret  of  my  life  that  I will  not  lie  aide  to  make  theapjieal  to  the  Faculty 
that  I contemplated. 

There  never,  in  the  history  of  the  world,  was  such  a fitting  moment  to  hail  its  atten- 
tion to  its  redemption  by  the  doctors — and  there  never  was  such  a moment  for  the 
doctors  to  dem  ind  their  own.  And  that  demand  would  come  from  our  Faculty  with 
great  appropriateness,  for  the  redemption  of  the  American  tropics  has  had  its  inspir- 
ation in  the  membership  of  the  Faculty. 

I felt  myself  equal  to  the  task  I had  set  for  myself  and  could  do  it  yet  if  I had  a week 
of  health  and  relief  of  pain — but  I am  hopeless  of  this  and  give  it  up  with  great  re- 
luctance. I hope  some  one  else  will  take  it  up  and  that  after  I get  on  my  feet  again  I 
may  yet  be  able  to  help. 

Modern  civilization  is  what  it  is,  in  far  greater  measure  than  is  conceded,  or  we 
recognize,  the  direct  outcome  of  modern  medicine  which  is  ever  in  the  lead  helping 
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it  over  rough  places,  and  pulling  it  out  of  bogs,  in  which  it  would  have  perished  and 
placing  on  safe  and  hard  land. 

But  I can’t  write  more.  I wish  some  one  would  make  the  appeal  and  send  it  to 
the  American  Medical  Association  at  Los  Angeles,  demanding  a definite  celebration  of 
what  medicine  has  accomplished  for  man’s  redemption,  at  Washington,  the  year 
before  the  San  Francisco  fair.  It  is  time  we  flew  a kite  of  our  own  without  playing 
bob  to  another  as  we  have  done,  and  will  be  asked  by  San  Francisco  to  do  again.

The  following  resolutions  suggested  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Welch  and  unanimously  passed 
by  the  General  Session,  April  26th,  to  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Delegates  was 
read: 

Whereas,  the  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal  without  serious  mortality  from  epi- 
demic and  endemic  diseases  is  a signal  triumph  of  the  application  of  scientific  dis- 
coveries in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine. 

Resolved,  By  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Maryland  that  the  cele- 
bration of  the  opening  of  this  canal  should  be  marked  by  conspicuous  recognition 
of  these  and  kindred  services  of  preventive  medicine  in  the  advancement  of  human 
welfare  and  the  reclamation  of  tropical  regions  to  civilization. 

Resolved,  That  such  recognition  may  be  secured  and  such  an  occasion  fittinglj" 
commemorated  by  the  holding  of  an  International  Congress  of  Tropical  Medicine  in 
connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  completion  of  the  Isthmian  Canal. 

And  resolved.  That  the  Delegates  of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Mary- 
land to  the  American  Medical  Association  be  instructed  to  bring  this  subject  to  the 
attention  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  latter  Association,  at  the  approaching 
annual  meeting  in  Los  Angeles. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  C.  O’Donovan,  seconded  by  Dr.  G.  M.  Linthicum  that  these 
resolutions  be  adopted.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  H.  Harlan  that  the  Secretary  send 
these  resolutions  to  Dr.  Welch  requesting  his  support  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

Dr.  Hiram  Woods  presented  the  following  resolution : 

Mr.  President: 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  expense  incidental  to  the  plan  for 
defending  members  in  malpractice  suits,  begs  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  It  is  considered  highly  desirable  to  continue  this  Defense,  and  to  have  it  recog- 
nized that  the  organized  profession  is  behind  its  members  in  these  suits;  in  other 
words,  that  the  Melical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  considers  it  a duty  to  guard  its 
members  from  these  attacks. 

2.  It  is  recognized  that  with  its  present  income  the  Faculty  cannot  meet  the 
cost  of  these  suits,  and  that  if  the  Physicians  Defense  is  to  be  continued,  more  money 
must  be  raised. 

3.  It  will  be  impossible  to  allow  some  members  to  pay  the  dues  now  in  existence, 
and  not  avail  themselves  of  the  defense  clause,  while  others  pay  more  and  have 
its  protection,  because  this  action  will  bring  us  in  conflict  with  the  State  Insurance 
Laws. 

4.  The  dues  of  the  members  of  the  Baltimore  City  Society  have  been  advanced 
as  far  as  they  can  be,  and  at  present  are  ten  dollars  per  annum,  eight  of  which  comes 
to  the  Faculty. 
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5.  There  remain  only  the  dues  paid  by  the  County  Members.  The  matter  was 
discussed  thoroughly  at  the  meeting  of  this  Committee,  and  the  opinion  expressed  by 
members  of  the  County  Societies,  that,  if  the  matter  was  laid  clearly  before  the 
county  men,  with  full  explanation  of  the  nature  of  the  Defense,  its  costs,  and  the 
efforts  of  the  Faculty  to  provide  adequate  Defense,  they  would  see  that  the  addition 
of  one  dollar  per  annum  would  be  just  and  proper. 

6.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  unless  this  increase  in  County  dues  is 
accepted  by  the  County  Societies,  the  plan  for  Physicians  Defense  will  have  to  be 
abandoned.  It,  therefore,  makes  this  communication  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  and 
proposes  as  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution,  Article  XI,  Line  3rd,  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  word  “ three”  for  “ two.”  This  increases  the  annual  dues  of  County  mem- 
bers from  two  to  three  dollars.  It  is  further  suggested  that  this  report  and  resolu- 
tion, signed  by  each  member  of  this  Committee,  together  with  a circular  letter  to 
be  prepared  by  this  Committee,  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  County  Societies; 
that  the  Societies  be  requested  to  decide  this  matter  at  their  next  meeting,  and  that 
the  Councillor  of  the  Society  or  some  officer  of  the  Faculty  be  asked  to  be  present.

BOOK  REVIEWS. 

Diagnostic  and  Therapeutic  Technic.  By  Albert  S.  Morrow,  M.D.,  Adjunct  Profes- 
sor of  Surgery,  New  York,  PoR'clinic.  Octavo  of  850  pages,  with  815  original  line 
drawings.  Philadelphia  and  London;  W.  B.  Saunders  Co  npany,  1911.  iNIedical 
and  Standard  Book  Company,  Baltimore.  Cloth,  $5.00  net. 

This  book  of  Morrow’s  will  undoubtedly  fill  a long  felt  ivant  for  the  general  practi- 
tioner, as  it  enables  him  to  find  quickly  and  easily  the  latest  and  easiest  technique 
for  any  diagnostic  or  therapeutic  procedure.  In  most  instances  this  is  being  well 
illustrated  and  clearly  described. 

The  book  first  considers  all  the  methods  of  general  and  local  anaesthesia  most 
thoroughly,  and  then  the  various  procedures  dealing  with  the  circulat  ion  are  considered . 
Sphygrnomanometry,  transfusion,  infusion,  venesection,  hypodermic  injection, 
cupjiing,  leeching,  etc.,  are  dealt  with.  There  are  also  chapters  on  all  the  methods  of 
exploratory  jiuncture  and  aspiration,  Bier’s  hypcremic  treatment,' and  there  is  an 
especially  valuable  chapter  on  the  collection  and  preservation  of  pathological  mate- 
rial. The  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  procedures  for  the  various  special  organs  are 
considered  in  detail,  starting  at  the  head  with  the  nose  and  accessory  sinuses.  an,j 
taking  up  in  order  the  various  parts  of  the  body  needing  special  examination.

The  book  as  a whole  seems  to  be  a very  valuable  addition  to  the  library  of  the 
general  practitioner,  not  so  much  from  the  standpoint  of  anything  new,  but  for  the 
ease  with  which  he  can  at  once  find  the  simplest  and  best  technique  of  any  procedure 
without  consulting  some  other  work  or  article  necessitating  much  delay.  The  illus- 
trations are  for  the  most  part  quite  good  and  show  well  the  various  points  under  dis- 
cussion. 

Co?npend  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine.  By  Daniel  E.  Hughes,  M.D.,  Late  Chief 
Resident  Physician,  Philadelphia  Hospital;  formerly  Demonstrator  of  Clinical 
Medicine,  Jefferson  Medical  College,  Philadelphia.  Tenth  Edition.  Thoroughly 
revised  and  enlarged  by  R.  J.  E.  Scott,  M.A.,  B.C.L.,  M.D.  Attending  Physician 
to  the  Demilt  Dispensary,  New  York;  Author  of  “The  State  Board  Examination 
Series.”  With  63  illustrations.  12mo,  xviii — 878  pages.  Net  price,  $2.50.  Pub- 
lished by  P.  Blakiston’s  Son  and  Company,  Philadelphia. 

This  book,  though  small  in  size,  contains  a very  good  and  concise  account  of  the  vari- 
ous diseases  met  with  in  medicine,  and  seems  to  boil  down  very  well  the  descriptions 
of  the  diseases  in  larger  treatises.  The  fact  that  this  is  the  tenth  edition  means  that 
it  has  been  very  well  received.  To  the  active  practitioner  in  another  branch  and  the 
student  of  medicine  needing  a hurried  glance  over  different  diseases  this  is  a very 
acceptable  book. 

The  chapters  on  mental  diseases  and  diseases  of  the  skin  are  quite  clear  and  concise, 
the  latter  especially  describing  the  skin  lesions  very  well  and  giving  many  excellent 
prescriptions  for  the  same.  On  the  whole  the  book  seems  to  be  a good  type  of  the 
smaller  books  or  compends  on  different  aspects  of  medicine  and  surgery. 

A Handbook  of  Practical  Treatment.  In  three  volumes.  By  79  eminent  specialists. 
Edited  by  John  H.  Musseu,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine,  University  of 
Pennsylvania;  and  A.  O.  J.  Keli.v,  M.  D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine,  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsvlvania.  Volume  II.  Octavo  of  865  pages,  illustrated.  Phil- 
adelphia and  London;  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  1911.  Medical.  Standard 
Book  Co.  Per  volume:  Cloth,  .$6.00  net;  Half  morocco,  $7.50  net. 

The  second  volume  of  Musser  and  Kelly’s  Practical  Treatment  takes  up  in  detail 
the  various  diseases,  almost  the  entire  volume  being  devoted  to  the  various  forms  of 
infections.  A rather  elaborate  article  on  the  “Treatment  of  the  Diseases  of  the  Cardio- 
vascular System,”  by  Clifford  Allbutt  and  articles  on  the  “Ocular  Complications 
of  the  Infectious  Diseases,”  by  De  Schweinitz,  and  the  “Aural  Complications  of 
the  Infectious  Diseases,”  by  Richardson  are  worthy  of  note.  The  most  compre- 
hensive articles  are  those  on  “Typhoid  Fever”  b>  Cole  and  “Tuberculosis,”  by  Otis. 
In  both  diseases  due  attention  has  been  paid  to  diet  as  a factor  in  treatment.  The 
other  articles  are  well  written  and  reflect  the  trend  of  modern  thought  in  therapeu- 
tics, and,  in  connection  with  the  first  volune,  makes  a very  complete,  up-to-date 
text-book  on  the  subject  of  treatment.  The  book  is  well  printed  and  the  only  criti- 
cism is  the  use  of  the  heavy  paper  which  adds  to  the  weight  of  the  volume  which  seems 
to  be  a necessary  evil  of  almost  all  of  the  American  books.
